Aldermanic  committee,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  City  Attorney's 
report  of  "suits  in  which  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  a  party,"  sub- 
mitted to  the  Common  Council  on  June  4th,  1877  [see  Council  page 
86],  recommend  concurrence  in  Council  action  thereupon.  [Approved.] 

Council  committee  and  City  Attorney  report  adversely  to  city's  assuming 
the  expense  of  the  defense  in  the  Noble  heirs'  ejectment  suit,  but 
recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  act  in  concert  with 
the  attorneys  of  the  other  defendants  in  the  suits  in  which  the  city  is 
made  a  party.      [Concurred  in.] 

Same  committee  and  officer  report  in  favor  of  paying  Isaac  Hodgson  the 
sum  of  $87,  for  damages  done  to  a  brick  stable  which  obstructs  the 
line  of  the  newly-opened  Court  street,  between  East  and  Noble  streets. 
[Concurred   in.] 

Council  committee  report  that  bonds  of  City  Treasurer,  City  Clerk,  and 
City  Assessor,  elect,  are  in  proper  form,  penal  sums  in  accordance  with 
law,  and  the  security  ample.      [Concurred  in.] 381 

One  member  of  Council  committee  and  City  Attorney  report  that  bond 
of  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  as  originally  signed  [see 
page  367]  was  not  sufficient,  on  account  of  most  of  the  security  being 
given  by  non-residents ;  that  additional  freehold  security  had  been 
added  since  bond  was  placed  in  their  hands,  but  that  "form  of  bond 
is  not  such  as  the  city  ought  to  approve  or  accept" 

Councilman  Bagby  makes  a  minority  report,  recommending  that  bond  be 
approved 
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Minority  report  is  concurred  in,  and  bond  is  approved. 


Council  committee  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $250,  to  pay  fees 
and  expenses  of  the  Virginia  attorneys  who  are  employed  in  prosecut- 
ing the  probating  of  the  Thomas  D.  Gregg  will.     [Concurred  in.] 

Council  committee  and  City  Attorney  state  facts  as  to  prior  [informal] 
proceedings  in  the  matter  of  donation  of  West  Market  Space  to  the 
State  of  Indiana,  as  a  portion  of  State  House  Grounds,  and  recommend 
amendatory  action  in  that  behalf ;  also,  recommend  that  City  Attorney 
be  directed  to  institute  the  necessary  proceedings  to  vacate  Market  and 
Wabash  streets,  between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  for  same 
object.     {Concurred  in.]  

Same  committee  and  officer  report  in  favor  of  vacation  of  above  streets, 
and  offer  a  resolution  to  effect  the  same;  which  resolution  is  duly 
adopted 

Council  committee  and  City  Attorney  recommend  the  compromise  of  sat- 
isfaction for  bodily  injuries  received  by  James  A.  Murray,  caused  by 
an  obstruction  erected  by  the  Street  Commissioner  when  repairing 
Brookside  avenue  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run,  by  payment  of  the  sum  of 
$150.     [Concurred  in.] 

Council  committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  edition  of  "  Char- 
ter and  Ordinances,"  belonging  to  the  city,  is  exhausted,  and  recom- 
mends that  an  edition  of  three  hundred  copies  of  a  new  and  current 
compilation  be  procured,  if  same  can  be  had  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
$3.50  a  volume.  [Referred  to  aforesaid  committee  and  the  City  At- 
torney.]  

Above  committee  and  officer  report  back  in  favor  of  the  preparation  and 
publication  of  an  edition  of  revised  and  codified  city  ordinances,  and 
give  sundry  facts  and  arguments  in  favor  of  such  recommendation. 
[Through  motion  of  Councilman  Bagby,  a  minority  of  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, above  report  and  recommendation  is  referred  to  Council  Com- 
mittee on  Printing,  etc.] 

[No  report  on  preceding  reference  was  made  by  Committee  on  Printing 
during  year  1877— 1878. — Compiler  of  Digest.] 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  give  statement  of  facts 
with  regard  to  bodily  injuries  sustained  by  one  John  Lander,  a  one- 
legged  man,  through  a  misplaced  gutter-cover  at  the  intersection  of 
Illinois  and  McNabb  streets,  and  recommend  the  compromise  and  set- 
tlement of  the  injury  done,  by  payment  of  the  sum  of  $800.  [Con- 
curred in.] 

Above  committee  and  officer  introduce  Appropriation  Ordinance  16, 
1878,  and  recommend  its  passage

KENTUCKY  AVENUE. 

S.  O.  3,  1877 — An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  grading,  and  paving  with 
brick,  the  south  sidewalk  on  Kentucky  avenue,  between  West  and 
Merrill  streets.     Stricken  from  the  files  on  November  19th,  1877 

Street  Commissioner  is  instructed  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  this  avenue, 
between  Missouri  street  and  White  River,  at  a  cost  not, exceeding  $30. 

Same  officer  is  instructed  to  clean  the  gutters  and  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
this  avenue,  between  Maryland  and  Missouri  streets,  at  a  cost  not  ex- 
ceeding $25 

KrNGAN    STREET. 

Property  owners  on  this  street  petition  for  its  vacation.  [Referred  to 
Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys.] 

Above  committee  recommend  that  this  case  be  referred  to  Board  of  City 
Commissioners,  offer  a  resolution  making  such  reference,  and  said  res- 
olution is  duly  adopted 

Board  of  Aldermen  refers  this  case  to  its  Committee  on  Opening,  etc., 
Streets  and  Alleys 

Above  Aldermanic  committee  recommend  that  Council  action  and  refer- 
ence be  concurred  in  ;  which  is  done 

City  Commissioners  report  their  assessments  of  damages  and  benefits  in 
this  case 

LEGAL    OPINIONS. 

Gas  and  Public  Gas-Lighting — 

August  20th,  1877,  a  motion,  authorizing  "the  City  Civil  Engineer  and 
Committee  on  Gas-Light  to  select  one  thousand  street-lamps  to  be  dis- 
continued, in  the  most  suitable  locations,"  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Gas-Light  and  the  City  Attorney 

City  Attorney  Held,  That  if  the  contract  between  the  Common  Coun- 
cil and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  entered  into 
on  July  17th,  1876,  was  "a  valid,  binding  contract,  and  one  by  which 
the  city  is  bound,  the  effect  of  ordering  one  thousand  of  the  lamps 
discontinued  would  be  to  make  the  city  liable  in  damages  to  the  com- 
pany ;  and  the  measure  of  the  damages  would  be  the  amount  of  profits 
that  the  company  would  have  realized,  under  the  contract,  from  the 
lamps  so  discontinued" 

"The  power  of  the  Council  of  the  city  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the 
streets  is  one  conferred  by  the  Charter,  the  same  as  the  power  to  regulate 
the  Markets,  to  establish  and  regulate  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
of  the  city,  and  the  power  to  control  and  regulate  the  streets  and  alleys 
of  the  city.  They  are  all  powers  conferred  upon  the  Council,  to  be 
by  them  exercised  for  the  public  good;  and  they  are  granted,  that 
their  exercise  may  promote  the  public  comfort  and  welfare.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  public  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  furnish  light  for  her 
streets,  and  the  power  to  do  so  is  conferred  upon  them,  to  be  exercised 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  promote  the  welfare  and  safety  of  her  citizens". 
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"Does  the  contract  in  question  restrict  the  power  of  the  city  to  regulate 
the  lighting  of  the  streets?  I  am  clearly  of  the  the  opinion  that  it 
does;  for  it  fixes,  for  a  term  of  years,  what  number  of  lamps  shall  be 
lighted,  the  number  of  hours  per  year  that  they  shall  be  lighted,  and 
the  amount  that  shall  be  paid  each  year  per  lamp.  Under  this  con- 
tract, the  city  can  not  regulate  or  change,  during  its  continuance,  the 
number  of  lamps,  the  time  that  each  shall  be  lighted,  or  the  price  to 
be  paid  for  each ;  no  matter  what  the  ability  of  the  city  is  to  pay  the 
price  contracted  for,  nor  how  much  the  public  interest  and  welfare 
might  demand  a  change  in  other  respects" 

[For  additional  legal  opinions  upon  this  controversy,  see  "Municipal 
Legislatures  and  Corporations,  Powers  of,"  under  this  heading. — Com- 
piler of  Digest.] 

Licenses  and  License-  Taxes — 

Upon  a  motion  offered  by  Councilmen  Thomas,  instructing  the  Judiciary 
Committee  and  City  Clerk  to  "report  what,  if  any,  license  Isaac  Cohen 
now  holds  from  the  city,  as  auctioneer;  and  what,  if  any,  steps  are 
necessary  for  this  Council  to  take  to  annul  the  same" 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Clerk  state  that  aforesaid 
Cohen  has  an  auctioneer's  license,  duly  issued  for  three  months  from 
September  3d,  1877;  and  Held,  "That  the  necessary  steps  to  take  to 
annual  the  said  license  is,  for  the  Council  to  pass  a  resolution  to  that 
effect,  and  have  the  proper  officer  to  tender  the  said  Cohen  the  pro  rata 
amount  of  money  he  has  paid  to  the  city  for  the  unexpired  term  said 
license  has  to  run" 

Resolution  is  adopted  canceling  and  revoking  license,  and  directing  the 
City  Treasurer  to  tender  Cohen  the  pro  rata  amount  of  license  fee  for 
the  unexpired  term 

R.  L.  De  Puy,  a  licensed  coal  and  coke  dealer,  petitions  the  Common 
Council  to  pass  an  order  refunding  to  him  the  sum  of  $45.80,  he  hav- 
ing sold  out  and  quit  said  business  within  one  month  after  paying  a 
license  tax  of  $50 , 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  the 
provision  requiring  coal  and  coke  dealers  to  take  out  a  license  for  one 
year  was  "wisely  ordained,  and  is  for  the  protection  of  legitimate  deal- 
ers, as  it  prevents  parties  from  embarking,  .for  a  few  months,  during 
the  profitable  season,  without  paying  full  license  therefor."  That  "it 
would  be  establishing  a  bad  precedent  to  refund  the  money  asked  for  "; 
and,  "therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not 
granted."     [Concurred  in.] 

Municipal  Legislatures  and  Corporations,  Power  of- — 

In  an  opinion  on  the  controversy  between  the  city  and  the  Water  Works 
Company  of  Indianapolis, 

Fire  Board  and  City  Attorney  Held,  "The  Council  have  the  power 
to  legislate  upon  certain  subjects.  It  is  their  duty  to  legislate  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  and  to  do  so  as  often  as  it  becomes  necessary ; 
and  they  can  not  delegate  that  power,  or  do  any  act,  or  make  any  con- 
tract, that  will  prevent  them,  or  any  future  Council,  from  doing  so. 
This  proposition  is  sustained  by  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Courts 
of  several  of  the  States,  and  also  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 
If  it  were  not  the  case,  the  present  City  Council  might  make  a  contract 
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running  for  a  term  of  years,  or  for  ever,  with  some  person  or  corpora- 
tion, to  carry  on  the  street  repairs,  run  the  markets,  take  charge  of  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments,  etc.,  at  a  stipulated  price,  and  no  Coun- 
cil in  the  future  would  be  able  to  regulate,  change,  or  control,  any  of 
these  things,  and  the  city  and  her  citizens  would  be  compelled,  for 
ever,  to  pay  the  prices  fixed  by  the  contract,  independent  of  the  fact 
whether  she  had  the  means  to  do  so  or  whether  the  public  good  de- 
manded any  change  in  the  management  of  city  affairs" 

In  an  opinion  in  the  controversy  between  the  city  and  the  Indianapolis 
Gas- Light  and  Coke  Company, 

City  Attorney  Held,  "  Municipal  corporations  can  exercise  no  powers 
but  those  which  are  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Act  by  which  they 
are  constituted,  or  such  as  are  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  their  corpo- 
rate powers  or  performance  of  their  corporate  duties" 

"  It  is  well  settled  that  the  powers  conferred  upon  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion constitute  a  trust,  and  they  must  be  exercised  for  the  public  good ; 
and  they  can  not  be  delegated,  conveyed  away,  or  restricted  by  con- 
tract."— Dillon  on  Municipal  Corporations,  sec.  61 ;  Cooky's  Constitutional 
Limitations,  page  206  ;  Gale  v.  Kalamazoo,  23  Mich.,  354;  Slate  of  New 
Yorkv.  Mayor,  etc.,  3  Duer,  131 

"The  governmental  discretionary  power  of  a  municipal  corporation  can 
not  be  restricted,  impaired,  or  embarrassed  by  contract.  Rittenhouse  v. 
The  Mayor,  etc.,  25  Md.  336;  Presbyterian  Church  vs.  The  Mayor,  etc., 
5  Cowan,  538 ;  Gaszler  vs.  Georgetown,  7  Wheaton,  593 ;  Illinois,  etc., 
Canal  Co.  vs.  St.  Louis,  2  Dillon,  70 ;  State  vs.  Cincinnati  Gas- Light  Co., 
18  Ohio  State,  262;  Richmond,  etc.,  vs.  Middleton,  59  New  York,  228; 
Garrison  vs.  The  City  of  Chicago  et  al 

*«  What  might  be  for  the  best  interest  of  her  [the  city's]  citizens  at  one 
time,  might  be  directly  the  contrary  at  another ;  and,  therefore,  they 
are  governmental  discretionary  powers,  and  the  Council  can  not  del- 
egate them,  or  make  any  contract  that  will  hinder  or  restrict  a  free 
exercise  of  them.  In  the  language  of  one  of  the  judges,  'If  any  of 
these  powers  can  be  surrendered  by  the  Council  for  five  years,  they 
may  be  for  fifty  or  one  hundred  years ;  and  what  is  the  difference  be- 
tween such  a  surrender  and  an  absolute  alienation  ? '  Therefore,  the 
Council  can  make  no  contract  in  reference  to  them  that  is  not  deter- 
minable at  their  will,  or  that  will  prevent  a  change  or  alteration  when- 
ever a  majority  of  the  Council  shall,  in  their  discretion,  determine  that 
the  public  interest  demands  it" 

"  In  the  light  of  the  authorities  I  have  cited,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
others  that  I  have  examined,  I  am  forced  to  the  following  conclusions  : 

"  1st.  That  the  City  Council  can  not  delegate,  embarrass,  or  restrict,  by 
contract,  the  legislative,  governmental,  or  discretionary  powers  granted 
by  the  Charter. 

"  2d.  That  the  power  granted  by  the  Charter  to  regulate  the  lighting  of 
the  streets,  public  grounds,  and  buildings  is  a  governmental,  discre- 
tionary power,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council,  at  all  times,  to 
'  exercise  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city ;  and,  therefore,  any  con- 
tract by  which  it  is  restricted  or  embarrassed,  that  may  be  entered  into 
by  the  Council,  is  only  binding  so  long  as  a  majority  of  that  body  shall 
deem  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  and  her  citizens. 

"3d.  That  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Gas  Company  does 
restrict  the  power  of  the  Council  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the  streets. 
And,  therefore,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  whenever  a  majority  of  the 
Council  shall  determine  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  city  and  her 
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citizens  to  change  or  alter  the  present  regulations  for  lighting  the 
streets,  by  dispensing  with  part  of  the  lamps,  or  by  lighting  them  for 
a  shorter  period  per  night,  or  in  any  other  manner,  it  is  her  duty  and 
right  to  do  so" 

Public  Parks— 

In  answer  to  a  motion  "directing  him  to  define  the  duties  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parks"  [see  page  71], 

City  Attorney  states  that  he  does  not  find  any  ordinances  expressly 
defining  such  duties ;  but  Held,  That  a  fair  construction  of  section  2 
of  the  ordinance  prescribing  the  Rules  of  the  Common  Council,  which 
reads,.  "They  [the  Standing  Committees]  shall  have,  under  the  Coun- 
cil, full  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  special  subjects  and 
departments  for  which  they  were  organized,"  etc.,  clothes  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parks  (which  is  named  in  said  section)  with  full  supervision 
of  the  city  parks 

Above  officer,  in  same  opinion,  states  that  he  can  not  find  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  so-called  Park  Com- 
missioners  I 

On  a  resolution  of  inquiry  as  to  the  "legal  status  of  Military  Park,"  after 
giving  a  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  the  custody,  care,  and  con- 
trol of  said  park  was  lodged  in  the  city,  and  setting  forth  what  the 
city  had  done  in  its  behalf  since  1868, 

City  Attorney  Held,  That  the  city,  under  her  Charter,  is  empowered 
to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  public  parks,  and  to  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which,  and  the  persons  by  whom,  the  same  may  be  used 
and  occupied ;  that  all  the  public  parks  in  the  city  are  under  the  man- 
agement and  subject  to  the  control  of  the  city  government  as  long  as 
they  are  used  as  public  parks,  and  the  expense  of  lighting  and  keeping 
them  in  repair  is  paid  by  the  city ;  that,  under  the  general  police 
powers  of  the  city,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  regulate  and 
control  all  public  parks  and  grounds  ;  that  the  fact  that  the  title  to  the 
real  estate  is  in  the  State  does  not  affect  the  case  until  the  Legislature 
shall,  by  law  or  joint  resolution,  declare  that  the  property  shall  no 
longer  be  used  for  park  purposes,  or  direct  how  and  in  what  manner  it 
shall  be  managed  and  controlled  ;  that  he  has  been  unable  to  find  any 
Act  of  the  Legislature  empowering  the  Auditor  of  State  to  control  or 
manage  the  property  known  as  "Military  Park,"  or  to  appoint  any  one 
else  to  do  so  ;  that  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Auditor  of  State  has 
no  such  power  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and,  therefore,  he  is  not  em- 
powered to  assume  control  of  that  park 

Upon  the  petition  of  Powell  Howland,  who  asks  the  city  to  re-convey 
to  him  certain  real  estate,  situate  on  Fall  Creek,  which  he  (Howland) 
had  deeded  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  a  portion  of  the  North  Park, 
alias  "Shoestring  Park"  [see  petition  on  page  906,  and  deed  on  page 
907,  of  this  year's  Proceedings], 

Council  Committee  on  Parks  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  Mr. 
Howland's  deed  contained  no  stipulations  requiring  the  city  to  fence 
or  otherwise  improve  his  donation,  on  or  before  any  mentioned  date  (as 
did  the  deed  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fleming,  whose  lands,  deeded  for  the  same 
purpose,  were  quit-claimed  back),  the  city  is  under  no  legal  liability  to 
re-convey  the  property  to  him ;  that  "  the  city  has  the  power  to  do  so,

[Opinion  received,  and  no  further  action  had. — Compiler  of  Digest.] 

Sewers,  Assessments  for  Construction  of — 

Upon  a  petition  of  property  owners  on  N.  Illinois  street  to  be  relieved 
from  the  sewer  assessments  upon  their  property 

Council  Select  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  after  giving  a  state- 
ment of  facts,  Held,  That  "the  city  is  legally  entitled  to  collect  the 
amounts  due ;  that  the  City  Council  had  the  power  to  make  the  assess- 
ment, and  that,  under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  their  action 
could  not  be  reviewed  or  changed  by  any  Court ;  and  that,  after  the 
improvement  or  work  has  been  done,  the  property  owner  can  not  re- 
lieve himself  of  the  assessment  by  suit,  after  having  stood  by  and 
seen  the  city  expending  money  and  constructing  the  sewer  upon  the 
faith  of  the  assessment" 

"  If  the  prayer  of  the  petition  is  granted,  the  city  will  not  only  lose  the 
amount  now  due  on  these  assessments,  but  she  would  be  in  duty  bound 
to  refund,  out  of  the  treasury,  all  money  that  has  been  paid  by  the 
property  owners,  being  about  $3,162.15" 

Preceding  legal  opinions  are  concurred  in 

Street  Railways — 

On  a  motion  to  instruct  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  take  up 
the  T-rails  on  the  English  avenue  route,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  the 
Corporation  line,  and  to  re-lay  the  same  with  improved  rails 

Board  of  Public  Improvements  Held,  That  "  the  charter  of  the  com- 
pany requires  all  tracks  laid  and  used  by  them  to  be  made  of  the  most 
approved  rail.  It  is  therefore  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  cause  the 
rails  on  this  line  to  be  removed,  but  they  have  no  power  to  cause  them 
to  be  re-laid  with  an  improved  or  any  other  rail" 

Streets,  etc.,  Improvement  of — 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  contractor  John  Greene,  for  payment  of 
cost  of  improvement  of  Wisconsin  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Mis- 
souri street,  alias  bed  of  old  Central  Canal  [for  prior  proceedings,  see 
pages  690,  710,  1077,  1 104,  and  11 13,  Proceedings  of  1876-1877,  or 
Indexical  Digest  for  that  year,  under  heading  of  "Wisconsin  Street," 
page  cxlii], 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  Held,  That  the  said  Greene  has  no 
claim  against  the  city,  and  that  the  proper  course  for  the  collection  of 
his  claim  is  by  way  of  precept.     [Concurred  in.] 

In  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  Dodd  &  McKinney  for  the 
stone  sidewalk  at  the  intersections  of  Washington  and  Alabama  streets 
and  of  Washington  and  Delaware  streets 

Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  and  City  Attorney  find  that, 
"on  April  30th,  1877,  the  Council  granted  the  County  Commissioners 
permission  to  pave  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Court  House  Grounds  ; 
that  "  there  was  nothing  in  it  in  relation  to  the  street-crossings  "  ;  and 
Held,  That  "  when  the  sidewalk  is  paved  by  ordinance  and  contract 
by  the  city,  the  city  is  liable  for  the  work  done  upon  the  street-cross- 
ings ;  but  when  parties  are  granted  permission  to  pave  at  their  own

expense,  the  city  is  not  liable  for  any  work  done  by  them  upon  the 
city  street-crossings,  unless  the  same  is  ordered  to  be  done  by  the 
Council";  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  bill  be  not  allowed. 
[Concurred  in.] 

Upon  verbal  instructions  to  ascertain  and  report  the  law,  if  any  exists, 
regulating  and  establishing  what  property  frontage  is  necessary  to  be 
represented  in  a  successful  remonstrance  against  the  passage  of  ordi- 
nances providing  for  the  improvement  of  streets  and  alleys  on  which 
such  property  is  situated 

Board  of  Public  Improvements  Held,  That  "  the  Charter  of  the  city 
provides  that  unless  the  improvement  is  petitioned  for,  the  same  can 
not  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  property,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Common 
Council  "  ;  that  "  there  is  no  provision  of  the  Charter  upon  the  subject 
of  a  remonstrance  in  such  cases."  "We  have  not  been  able  to  find 
any  ordinance  upon  the  subject  of  remonstrances."  "We  are,  there- 
fore, of  the  opinion  that  improvements  may  be  made,  and  ordinances 
providing  for  the  same  may  be  passed,  upon  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Council  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men ;  and  that  any  remonstrance  that  might  be  presented  would  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  ordinance."     [Concurred  in.] 

Streets,  etc.,  Opening  of- — 

In  1875,  m  tne  opening  of  Peru  street,  the  city  condemned  and  appro- 
priated fifteen  feet  off  of  the  entire  east  side  of  lot  5,  in  Samuel  Han- 
way's  Subdivision  of  lots  9  and  10,  in  Ovid  Butler's  Subdivision  of  part 
of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  36,  township  16,  north  of  range  3. 
At  the  time  of  such  condemnation  and  appropriation,  said  lot  was 
owned  by  one  Rufus  Nutting,  jr.  The  City  Commissioners  assessed  his 
damages  at  the  sum  of  $600 ;  which  sum  was  paid  to  said  Nutting. 
Samuel  Hanway  holds,  and  is  now  foreclosing,  a  mortgage  upon  said 
lot,  which  mortgage  was  executed  and  a  valid  lien  upon  the  same  at 
the  time  of  the  condemnation  of  the  above  described  portion  by  the 
city.  Mr.  Nutting  is  insolvent,  and  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State  at 
this  time 

City  Attorney  Held,  That  "  the  city  is  liable  to  Mr.  Hanway  for  what- 
ever damages  he  has  sustained  by  such  condemnation;  that  is,  the 
difference  between  the  value  of  the  lot  as  it  now  is  and  the  amount  of 
his  claim  against  the  original  lot."  [Concurred  in,  and  $478.75  is 
ordered  to  be  paid.] 

In  1875,  m  tne  opening  of  Second  street,  from  Meridian  street  to  Penn- 
sylvania street,  the  city  condemned  and  appropriated  fifty  feet  of  a 
sixty- foot  lot  belonging  to  Frederick  Ruschaupt,  and  awarded  and  paid 
him,  as  damages,  the  sum  of  $6,600.  Simon  Yandes  now  holds  a 
mortgage  upon  said  lot,  to  secure  certain  notes,  now  due,  amounting 
to  about  $5,000.  Ruschaupt  is  unable  to  pay  said  notes,  but  is  willing 
and  ready  to  execute  and  deliver,  to  Mr.  Yandes  or  the  city,  additional 
security  upon  other  property  to  secure  the  claim 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  Held,  That  "as  the  city  has  already 
paid  Mr.  Ruschaupt  the  full  amount  of  his  damages,  without  any 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  Yandes  mortgage,  and  as  the  city 
is  not  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  same  (the  only  liability,  if  any 
exists,  being  the  right  of  Yandes  to  purchase  and  sell  the  real  estate), 
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we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  Mr.  Yandes's  duty  to  secure  from  Mr. 
Ruschaupt  the  additional  security  before  mentioned,  and  to  exhaust 
that  before  the  city  is  called  upon  to  pay  any  further  damages."  [Con- 
curred in.]  

Taxes  and  Tax-Sales — 

Upon  a  petition  from  Frank  Fertig,  to  have  taxes  paid  by  him,  in  1876,  on 
36  feet  of  north  side  of  lot  4,  square  1,  Southeast  Addition,  changed  to 
and  credited  on  his  property,  being  30  feet  of  south  side  of  same  lot 
[see  p.  1435,  Proceedings  of  1876-1877], 

Council  Committee  on  Finance  and  City  Assessor  Held,  That  we 
can  not  recommend  refunding,  as  the  city  has  only  received  her  due. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  parties  adjust  the  taxes  between  them- 
selves."    [Concurred  in.] 

Above  committee  render  a  similar  opinion  on  the  petition  of  Lizzie  E. 
Miller.     [See  petition  on  page  1269,  Proceedings  of  1876-1877.] 

Upon  a  petition  from  John  W.  Davis,  for  the  refunding  of  $5.71,  taxes 
erroneously  paid,  in  the  name  of  Eliza  Davis,  on  lot  103,  Noble's  Sub- 
division of  out-lot  55,  which  said  lot  did  not  belong  to  said  Eliza  Davis 

Council  Committee  on  Finance,  City  Assessor,  and  City  Attorney 
Held,  That  "as  the  taxes  were  due  the  city,  the  payment  by  the  peti- 
tioner voluntarily  made,  and,  if  refunded,  could  not  be  collected  from 
the  present  owner,  if  payment  should  be  resisted,  your  committee  re- 
commend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted."  [Con- 
curred in.]. 

Upon  a  petition  from  Emily  Birchard,  for  the  refunding  of  $35,  erro- 
neously paid  on  lot  23,  square  2,  Martindale's  South  Addition,  when 
she  intended  to  pay  on  lot  9,  square  22,  Johnson's  Heirs'  Addition 

Council  Committee  on  Finance  Held,  That  inasmuch  as  "  the  peti- 
tioner formerly  owned  the  first-described  lot,  and  it  remained  in  her 
name  on  the  tax-duplicate,"  and  as  "the  payment  prevented  the  lot 
from  being  returned  delinquent  at  the  time  the  law  directs,  and  would 
prevent  the  city  from  enforcing  the  collection  of  the  taxes  by  sale  or 
otherwise,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not 
granted."     [Concurred  in.] .. 

Upon  a  petition  from  Timothy  Foley,  for  the  refunding  $8.40,  by  him 
paid  on  certain  real  estate  belonging  to  another  Timothy  Foley 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  "It  is  al- 
ways presumed  that  parties  are  acquainted  with  their  own  property,  and 
certainly  the  city  is  in  no  wise  to  blame  if  they  do  not.  Besides,  should 
the  taxes  on  this  property  be  refunded,  as  requested  by  the  petitioner, 
it  would  prove  a  total  loss  to  the  city,  as  she  would  not  have  the  right 
to  re-assess  it  against  the  property,  it  having  once  been  paid.  We  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioner's  only  recourse  is  against  the  owner 
of  the  property  on  which  he  has  paid  the  taxes.  We  would,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted." 
[Concurred  in.]  

On  a  petition  from  J.  George  Stilz,  for  himself,  wife,  and  children,  asking 
that  their  forty  acres  in  w.  yz  of  n.  w.  J^  of  sec.  13,  tp.  15,  range  3 
east  (the  same  being  used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes),  be  released 
from  corporation  taxes  for  year  1876  [see  petition  on  page  1324  of  Pro- 
ceedings for  1876- 1877],  because  said  tract  was  illegally  annexed, 
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Council  Judiciary  Committee  state  that  "this  question  has  been  thor- 
oughly adjudicated  and  passed  upon  by  the  several  courts  of  the  State, 
including  the  Supreme  Court,  all  of  which  said  courts  have  decided 
that  the  annexation  of  said  land  was  legal  [see  City  Attorney's  report 
of  Supreme  Court's  decision  on  Council  page  86].  To  a  second  objection 
made  by  petitioners,  in  petition  of  April  9th,  1877,  noted  above,  by 
which  it  is  claimed  that  said  land  is  exempted  from  taxation  for  gen- 
eral city  or  town  purposes  by  the  provisions  of  a  certain  legislative 
enactment,  approved  March  13th,  1877,  aforesaid  committee  Held, 
"That  the  said  law  is  in  no  way  retrospective,  and  that  the  said  forty- 
acre  tract  of  land  has  been  legally  annexed  to  the  said  city  ;  that  the 
taxes,  for  the  year  1876,  have  been  legally  assessed  against  the  same, 
and  that  the  law  referred  to  in  said  petition  in  no  wise  affects  the  le- 
gality of  said  assessment,"  and  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  peti- 
tioners be  not  granted.     [Concurred  in.] 

Upon  a  petition  from  George  P.  Bissell,  trustee  for. the  owners  of  the  so- 
called  "New  Hotel,"  for  a  reduction  of  the  aggregate  taxable  valua- 
tion of  the  real  estate  and  improvements  thereon  to  $ioo,O00,  for  the 
years  1877  and  1878,  on  the  distinct  understanding  "that  he  would 
complete  the  hotel,  ready  for  occupancy,  inside  of  six  months" 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  "  the 
Council  have  no  power  to  make  any  contract  to  reduce  the  appraise- 
ment of  property,  in  consideration  of  improvements  that  may  be  made 
upon  it,  and  that  this  Council  have  no  power  to  say  what  the  appraise- 
ment of  property  shall  be  for  the  year  1878.  *  *  *  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  present  appraisement  of  the  property  is  just,  and  cor- 
responds with  the  appraisement  of  other  property  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood. We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner be  not  granted."     [Concurred  in.] 

Upon  a  petition  from  James  C.  Davis,  asking  that  the  tax  paid  by  him 
on  $2,435  OI"  worthless  notes  be  refunded  to  him 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  "the 
property  was  duly  returned  by  the  petitioner,  under  oath,  and,  from 
said  return,  was  duly  assessed  and  placed  on  the  duplicate  for  taxation  ; 
and  that  your  committee  have  no  power  to  go  behind  the  returns  so 
made  by  the  petitioner.  They  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  from  the 
face  of  the  papers,  that  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  said  $44. 10 
was  just  and  correct,  and  would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  be  not  granted."     [Concurred  in.] 

Upon  sundry  petitions  for  refunding  taxes  under  the  so-called  "Widows' 
Exemption  Act," 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  inas- 
much as  the  petitioners,  or  most  of  them,  are  persons  who,  as  either 
widows  or  heirs  of  deceased  persons,  hold  real  estate  in  common  with 
other  parties,  which,  if  divided,  might  reduce  the  valuation  below 
$1,000,  and  have  allowed  the  same  to  remain  upon  the  duplicate  undi- 
vided, neither  the  Assessor  nor  any  other  city  officer  is  able  to  say  or 
determine  who  is  exempt;  and,  as  these  parties  have  paid  their  taxes, 
the  city  is  not  liable,  and  can  not  be  compelled  to  re-pay  it."  [Con- 
curred in.] 

Same  committee  and  officer  Held  (on  sundry  other  like  petitions  for  re- 
funding taxes),  That  aforesaid  law  was  not  applicable  to  city  taxes 

until  the  year  1875 
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Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  adopt  the  following  motion,  on 
May  6th  and  7th,  1878:  "That,  in  the  future,  no  more  taxes  be  re- 
funded under  what  is  known  as  the  '  Widows'  Exemption  Act,'  and  that 
all  persons  claiming  such  exemption  be  required  to  make  such  claims 
to  the  City  Assessor,  before  paying  their  taxes" 

Upon  a  petition  from  John  R.  Nickum,  asking  for  the  reduction  of  ap- 
praisement on  lot  8,  May's  Addition,  from  $3,800  to  $2,050,  the  latter 
being  the  actual,  or  market,  value  of  the  property 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  they 
"have  no  power  to  go  behind  the  acts  of  the  Board  of  Equalization, 
which  was  the  proper  place  for  the  petitioner  to  have  applied  for  relief, 
if  he  felt  aggrieved  at  the  appraisement  of  the  property."  [Con- 
curred in.] 

Upon  a  petition  from  Eleanor  D.  Mase,  widow,  for  refunding  taxes  by 
her  paid  on  parts  of  lots  29  and  30,  in  square  5 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That  the  pe- 
titioner never  having  had  her  deed  recorded,  the  property  was  assessed 
against  and  paid  by  other  parties,  to  whom  she  made  settlement.  While 
this  may  be  a  hard  case,  it  being  her  own  neglect,  we  feel  that  she  is 
not  entitled  to  the  relief  asked.     [Concurred  in.] 

Water-  Works  and  Water  Supply — 

In  an  opinion  "as  to  the  existence  of  any  contract  between  the  city  and 
the  Water- Works  Company,  whereby  the  city  is  bound  to  lease  any  or 
all  of  the  fire-plugs  now  erected  ;  and  if  any  such  contract  exists,  what 
steps  are  necessary  to  annul  the  same 

City  Attorney,  after  giving  a  resume  of  the  several  agreements  be- 
tween the  city  and  the  Water-Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  from 
October,  1871,  to  date,  Held,  That  there  is  no  direct  contract  between 
the  city  and  Water- Works  Company  upon  the  subject,  that  I  have  been 
able  to  find  "  ;  "  that  neither  the  provisions  of  the  company's  charter, 
nor  the  subsequent  actions  of  the  Council,  can  be  construed  to  mean, 
or  be,  an  obligation  upon  the  part  of  the  city  to  for  ever  use  and  pay 
for  all  that  have  been  or  may  be  erected ;  and,  therefore,  I  think  the 
city  is  not  obligated  to  use  any  specified  number  of  fire-plugs  for  any 
particular  time,  but  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
have  the  right  and  power  to  designate  what  number  they  will  use, 
and  the  city  would  be  bound  to  pay  only  for  those  so  used";  that 
"as  to  the  365  plugs  provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  June  15th,  1874, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  bound  to  pay  $50  per  annum  for 
all  of  them  that  she  uses,  unless  a  smaller  sum  should  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  city  and  company,  or  be  fixed  by  arbitration";  that  "as  to 
those  that  have  been  erected  under  the  charter,  the  city  is  bound  to 
pay,  for  all  such  as  she  may  determine  to  use,  whatever  sum  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  city  and  the  company,  and,  if  an  agreement 
can  not  be  made,  then  the  matter  would  have  to  be  arbitrated  under 
the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  company" 

In  answer  to  a  communication  from  John  R.  Elder,  President  of  the 
Water-Works  Company  of  Indianapolis 

Fire  Board  and  City  Attorney  Held,  That. the  provisions  of  sections 
3  and  8  of  the  charter  of  said  company  (which  they  quote)  "are  not 
such  as  compel  the  city  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  water,  or  that  she 
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shall  take  and  pay  for  all  the  water  that  the  company  might  desire  to 
furnish,  but,  on  the  contrary,  they  are  direct  provisions  that  the  com- 
pany will  and  shall  furnish  such  quantities  of  water  as  may  be  required 
by  the  City  Council.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council,  as  representa- 
tives of  the  people,  to  decide  what  amount  of  water  the  city  needs,  or 
can  afford  to  take  and  pay  for,  and  the  company  is  under  obligations 
to  furnish  that  amount" 

"That  if  the  Water- Works  Company  should  refuse  to  furnish  the  city 
such  water  as  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  require, 
for  a  period  of  thirty-six  hours  [as  required  by  section  4  of  said  com- 
pany's charter],  they  would  thereby  forfeit  all  their  rights  under  the 
charter  granted  them  by  the  city" 

"That  it  can  not  be  claimed,  we  think,  that  the  charter  granted  by  the 
city  to  this  company  was  a  contract,  upon  the  part  of  the  city,  to  take 
and  pay  rent  for  any  particular  number  of  hydrants  for  ever  or  for  an 
indefinite  time ;  for  the  8th  section,  before  quoted,  states  explicitly 
that  the  city  reserves  all  rights  upon  that  point" 

That  "the  resolution  of  June  15th,  1874,  was  directly  in  conflict  with 
the  4th  section  of  the  ordinance  of  the  August  1st,  1872,  and  for  that 
reason  would  be  null  and  void" 

That  "if  the  city  had  entered  into  an  agreement  in  writing,  to  take  a 
given  number  of  plugs,  and  pay  for  them  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  annum 
for  ever,  or  as  long  as  the  Water- Works  Company  furnished  water  for 
them,  such  a  contract  would  have  been  void,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
not  within  the  power  of  a  City  Council  to  make  such  a  contract" 

"  That  there  is  no  valid  contract,  upon  the  part  of  the  city,  to  pay  $50 
per  year  for  550  or  365  hydrants,  but  that  she  is  only  bound  to  pay  for 
such  as  are  required  by  the  Council  and  Aldermen,  and  by  their  order 
used.  That  the  company  are,  by  their  charter,  required  and  obligated 
to  furnish  such  water  to  the  city.  And  that  the  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  have  the  power  and  right,  and  it  is  their  duty,  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  any  plugs  that  the  city  can  dispense  with,  or  to  increase  the 
number  when  the  public  interests  demand  it" 

"That,  in  the  event  the  Water- Works  Company  shall  refuse  to  supply 
the  city  with  such  water  as  she  needs  and  desires,  [they  recommend] 
that  the  Council  and  Aldermen  at  once  pass  ordinances  repealing  all 
ordinances  now  in  force  for  the  protection  of  the  Water-Works  Com- 
pany's pipes  and  hydrants,  and  regulating  the  use  of  them,  and  which 
were  passed  for  their  benefit."     [Concurred  in.] 

LIBERTY    STREET. 

S.  O.  213,  1875 — An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  lamp-posts, 
lamps,  and  fixtures  (complete  to  burn  gas,  except  the  service-pipes),  on 
Liberty  street,  between  Washington  and  Market  streets.  Stricken  from 
the  files  on  April  22d,  1878 

LICENSES. 

G.  O.  55>  ^76 — An  Ordinance  prohibiting  any  person  from  soliciting 
Passengers  or  Baggage  at,  or  carrying  Passengers  or  Baggage  to  or  from, 
the  Union  Depot,  without  a  License  from  the  President  of  the  Union 
Railway  Company.     Stricken  from  the  files  on  April  22d,  1878 

G.  O.  30,  1877 — An  Ordinance  fixing  the  amount  of  License  to  be  paid 
by  the  owner  of  the  City  Garden  Theatre.     Read  the  second  time  on 
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Aldermen  Coburn,  Chandler,  and  Stratford  are  appointed  as  Aldermanic 
Committee  on  Markets 

Reports  from  Standing  and  Select  Committees  on  Markets — 

Councilmen  Steinhauer,  Thomas,  and  Byram,  who  were  appointed  by 
Common  Council  of  1876-1877,  to  ascertain  upon  what  terms  grounds 
for  a  Southside  Market  could  be  obtained,  recommend  that  the  City 
Clerk  be  instructed  to  advertise  for  grounds  south  of  the  railroads,  to 
be  as  near  central  as  possible.  [Recommendation  is  not  concurred  in, 
and  matter  is  referred  back  to  committee,  with  instructions  to  report 
cost  of  proposed  market  building  and  site,  etc.] 

Above  committee  report  that  they  had  been  unable  to  find  a  suitable 
location,  at  a  price  that  would  justify  a  purchase  of  the  same  in  the 
present  limited  financial  condition  of  the  city.     [Approved.] 

Council  committee  report  that  an  examination  of  the  final  report  of  Wil- 
liam Show,  ex-Market  Master,  has  been  made,  and  same  appears  to  be 
correct.     [Approved.] 

Aldermanic  committee  recommend  concurrence  in  Council  action  on 
above  report;  which  is  done 


Council  committee  and  City  Attorney  recommend  passage  of  G.  O.  39, 
1877,  establishing  a  Southside  [private]  Market 

Council  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  G.  O.  14,  1878,  changing 
the  location  of  aforesaid  market  from  Pennsylvania  street  to  Delaware 
street . 

Ordinances  relative  to,  and  Proceedings  had  thereon — 

G.  O.  52,  1875 — An  Ordinance  for  the  inspection  of  Live-Stock,  Meats, 
and  Fish,  and  how  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  inspection,  and  regu- 
lating the  condemnation  and  sale  thereof.  Stricken  from  the  files  on 
February  18th,  1878 

G.  O.  61,  1875 — An  Ordinance  supplemental  to  an  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Sale  of  Fresh  Meats  in  the  East  Market 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis."  [Referred  to  Committee  on  Markets  on 
August  14th,  1876,  and  has  not  yet  been  returned  to  the  files. — Com- 
piler of  Digest.] 

G.  O.  43,  1876 — An  Ordinance  prescribing  certain  regulations  relative  to 
the  sale  and  purchase  of  Provisions,  Produce,  and  other  articles  at  any 
Market  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  [Referred  to  Committee  on  Mar- 
kets on  August  14th,  1876,  and  has  not  yet  been  returned  to  the  files. — 
Compiler  of  Digest.] 

G.  O.  18,  1877 — An  Ordinance  to  amend  sections  five  (5)  and  six  (6)  of 
an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  Markets  within 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  defining  the  duties  of  Market-Master,  and 
prescribing  certain  Rules  and  Regulations  relative  to  the  sale  of  Pro- 
visions, Produce,  and  other  Articles  in  the  Markets  and  other  portions 
of  said  city  (ordained  November  30,  1863)."  Passed  May  14th  and 
16th,  1877 

G.  O.  22,  1877 — An  Ordinance  to  amend  section  twenty-two  (22)  of  an 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  Markets  within  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  defining  the  duties  of  Market-Master,  and  pre- 
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scribing  certain  Rules  and  Regulations  relative  to  the  sale  of  Provis- 
ions, Produce,  and  other  Articles  in  the  Markets  and  other  portions  of 
said  city  (ordained  November  30,  1863)."  Passed  by  Common  Coun- 
cil on  May  28th,  1877

The  residue  of  my  estate  which  may  remain  after  her 
decease,  whether  the  same  be  acquired  by  exchange  or  purchase,  I 
bequeath  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  use  of  citizens  and  city  authorities  (what  are  com- 
monly termed  'Public  Buildings'),  on  the  west  end  of  the  East  Mar- 
ket House,  fronting  on  Delaware  street,  and  next  north  of  Market 
street.  And  I  further  direct  that  there  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in 
converting  the  property  hereby  bequeathed  to  the  uses  designated,  as 
I  do  not  wish  to  endow  the  city  with  a  property  to  be  held  indefinitely 
for  rent. 

"Item  third.  Should  it  be  that  the  city  provides  these  public  buildings 
before  this  devise  shall  come  it,  I  hereby  authorize  my  beloved  wife 
to  direct  the  purpose  to  which  the  same  may  be  applied."  See  Coun- 
cil Proceedings  for  1870-1871,  page  827. 

Text  of  the  agreement  entered  into  (on  March  27th,  1872),  between  Mary

The  an- 
nuity which  is  given  to  Mrs.  Tomlinson  is  about  equal  to  the  annual 
income  from  rents,  or  to  seven  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  present  value 
of  the  property."

She  now,  in  view  of  widening  Dillon  street,  hereby 
proposes  to  release  all  claim  for  damages  against  the  city;  provided,  Bobbs'  street, 
as  it  now  exisis,  be  vacated  ;  which,  when  done,  will  enable  her  to  change  the 
frontage  of  her  lots,  and  will  be  injurious  to  none.  The  parties  on  the  west 
side  of  Dillon  street,  opposite  her  premises,  have  been  informed  of  this  propo- 
sition, and  are  well  satisfied,  because  the  damages  will  be  settled,  as  far  as 
she  is  concerned,  without  expense  or  injury  to  any  of  them.

Gentlemen : — I  would  report  that  in  the  year  1875,  the  city,  in  the  opening 
of  Peru  street,  condemned  and  appropriated  fifteen  feet  off  of  the  entire  east 
side  of  lot  number  5,  in  Samuel  Hanway's  subdivision  of  lots  9  and  10  in 
Ovid  Butler's  subdivision  of  part  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  36,  town- 
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ship  16,  north  of  range  3,  as  recorded  in  Plat  Book  No.  3,  page  194.  That  at 
the  time  of  such  condemnation  and  appropriation,  said  lot  was  owned  by  one 
Rufus  Nutting,  Jr. ;  that  the  City  Commissioners  assessed  his  damages  at 
the  sum  of  $600;  which  sum  was  paid  to  said  Nutting.  That  Samuel  Han- 
way  holds,  and  is  now  foreclosing,  a  mortgage  upon  said  lot,  which  mortgage 
was  executed  and  a  valid  lien  upon  the  same  at  the  time  of  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  above  described  portion  by  the  city.  The  city  is  liable  to  Mr. 
Hanway  for  whatever  damages  he  has  sustained  by  such  condemnation  ;  that 
is,  the  difference  between  the  value  of  the  lot  as  it  now  is  and  the  amount  of 
his  claim  against  the  original  lot.  Mr.  Nutting  is  insolvent,  and  is  not  a  res- 
ident of  this  State  at  this  time. 

There  are  two  ways  by  which  the  city  might  settle  the  matter:  by  paying 
Mr.  Hanway  the  amount  of  said  difference  in  value,  or  by  bidding  the  remain- 
der of  said  lot  in  for  the  amount  of  the  claim  against  it. 

The  lot  is  a  vacant  and  unimproved  one,  and  property  which  it  would  be 
very  hard  for  the  city  to  dispose  of.  The  amount  of  the  claim  is  $828.75,  and 
j.he  remaining  part  of  said  lot  is  worth,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  Councilman 
from  the  First  Ward,  about  $350  cash;  so  that  the  amount  of  Han  way's  dam- 
ages would  be  $478.75. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  I  be  instructed  to  settle  the  matter 
upon  that  basis,  and  that  said  sum  be  paid  to  Mr.  Hanway;  and  also  that  it 
be  included  in  the  next  appropriation  ordinance.

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned  would  represent  to  your  honorable  bodies 
that  the  creek,  known  as  Crooked  Creek,  passing  west  through  the  grounds 
of  the  State  used  by  the  Female  Reformatory,  thence  west,  formerly  ran  in 
a  portion  of  Michigan  street,  opposite  south  end  of  Woodruff  Place.  In  the 
improvement  of  said  street  the  city  filled  the  channel  of  so  much  as  was  in 
the  street.  On  protest  of  Ridenour,  Becker,  Rickard,  and  others,  the  city 
officers  agreed  to  relieve  private  property  from  the  overflow,  by  constructing 
a  sewer  in  the  street.  Instead  of  this,  they  placed  a  wooden  box  under  south 
sidewalk  of  Michigan  street,  which  in  a  few  days,  caved  in,  and  all  the  water 
has  since  flowed  promiscuously  over  the  private  lands  adjoining.  Into  this 
creek  the  sewerage  of  the  State  Reformatory  is  discharged  constantly  ;  and 
it  is  so  near  the  source  of  the  offensive  supply  that,  when  thus  exposed,  it 
makes  residence  in  the  neighborhood  intolerable,  and  is  of  such  detriment 
to  the  property  over  which  it  flows  as  to  make  it  valueless  for  any  purpose. 
The  ground  was  all  platted  into  lots,  and  would  have  been  improved  before 
this,  but  for  the  action  of  the  city  and  the  conditions  herein  referred  to. 

We,  therefore,  pray  your  honorable  bodies  to  order  the  construction  of  a 
sewer  in  the  center  of  Michigan  street,  from  said  State  Reformatory,  west,  to 
State  avenue,  and  thence  south,  on  State  avenue,  to  the  ditch  made  by  Col. 
Sturm,  where  it  may  have  a  temporary  out-let.  It  would  be  better,  however, 
to  continue  the  sewer  in  Michigan  street  to  Pogue's  Run,  which  would  complete 
the  work  that  must  be  finally  accomplished.  The  necessity  is  so  great,  and 
the  damages  continuous,  that  delay  will  only  increase  the  liability  of  the 
city.  The  Mayor  was  served  with  written  notice,  at  the  time,  that  if  the 
property  owners  referred  to  were  not  relieved,  they  would  be  compelled  to 
seek  protection  in  all  ways  left  to  us. 

Feeling  that  justice  will  be  done  by  responding  to  this,  our  appeal,  that  all 
proper  relief  will  be  afforded,  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

We  propose  to  open  a  room  or  rooms,  centrally  located  and  of  easy  access, 
for  a  dispensary,  and  furnish  all  medicines  and  appliances  necessary  for  the 
successful  treatment  of  all  cases  that  may  fall  into  our  hands.  We  further- 
more agree  to  devote  our  personal  services  and  employ  competent  assistants, 
so  that  the  poor  may  have  equal  attention  with  the  affluent. 
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In  offering  our  services,  we  feel  that  we  are  not  offering  those  of  a  tyro, 
but  an  experience  of  twenty-five  years  of  active  practice.  We  agree  to  em- 
ploy a  competent  person,  a  graduate  of  medicine,  of  considerable  experience, 
who  can  be  found  at  the  dispensary  at  all  hours  of  day  or  night,  to  attend  to 
any  urgent  calls. 

And  whilst  retrenchment  seems  to  be  the  order  of  the  day,  we  would  ask 
your  honorable  body  to  remember  that  the  hard  times,  and  the  increase  of 
population  of  our  city,  has  increased  the  number  of  applicants  for  free  med- 
ical services,  and  a  large  advance  in  all  the  leading  essential  articles  of  med- 
icines, and  a  reduction  in  none,  gives  us  but  a  poor  chance  to  economize.

Councilman  Tucker,  from  the  Committee  on  Parks,  submitted 
the  following  report;  which,  on  motion  of  Councilman  Steinhauer, 
was  referred  back  to  said  Committee  and  the  Southern  Park  Com- 
missioner : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Common  Council  : 

Gentlemen : — Having  investigated  the  present  condition  of  the  Southern 
Park,  we  make  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  the  city  is  paying  about  $300  per  year  for  a  man  to  watch  the 
fences;  he  also  has  his  house-rent  and  fire-wood  free.  His  duty  appears  to 
be  that  of  keeping  the  fence  in  repair;  that  is,  to  see  that  boards  are  replaced 
when  knocked  off.  Time,  however,  is  fast  getting  away  with  the  present 
keeper,  and,  within  less  than  two  years'  time,  it  will  require  the  City  Engineer's 
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time  to  make  a  survey,  that  we  may  know  where  its  boundary  lines  are;  for, 
at  the  present  rate  of  destruction,  there  will  be  no  fence  to  designate  its 
boundaries. 

The  amphitheater  building  is  nearly  destroyed,  and  fast  tumbling  down  ; 
the  agricultural  hall  has  its  roof  only  to  show  that  it  was  once  a  building; 
what  there  is  left  of  the  sheds  and  stalls  amounts  to  but  little — in  fact,  the 
improvements  are  things  of  the  past. 

If  the  city  was  in  a  financial  condition  to  make  improvements,  so  that  the 
grounds  could  be  used  for  park  purposes,  we  would  recommend  an  expendi- 
ture of  $25,000.  Any  less  amount  would  not  do.  The  grounds  are  so  remote 
from  the  city,  it  would  require  a  large  expenditure,  in  order  to  make  the  park 
inviting  to  the  public  as  a  place  of  resort. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  said  Southern  Park  be  advertised,  by  the  City 
Clerk,  for  lease  for  a  term  of  five  years — all  bids  subject  to  the  approval  of 
this  Council.  The  grounds  are  well  adapted  for  dairy  and  poultry  yards, 
having  ample  pasturage  and  water  for  a  large  dairy;  and  with  the  material 
now  on  the  grounds,  sheds  and  buildings  necessary  for  such  use  could  be 
repaired  and  erected  at  trifling  cost  to  the  renter. 

If  said  property  is  not  very  soon  rented,  the  material  now  on  the  grounds 
will  be  destroyed  and  the  inducements  to  a  renter  will  be  far  less.

I  would  report  that  he  has 
done  so  ;  and  Messrs.  Scott  &  Matthews  have  accepted  his  note  for  the  amount, 
and  agreed  to  release  the  lien  upon  the  building.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen:  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  a  motion  was 
passed,  directing  me  to  define  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Parks. 
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I  would  report  that  I  have  examined  the  matter,  but  do  not  find  any  ordi- 
nance expressly  defining  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Parks.  Section  2  of 
the  ordinance  prescribing  the  rules  of  the  Common  Council,  at  page  168  of 
the  Charter  and  Ordinances,  is  as  follows  :  "The  standing  committees  of  the 
Council  shall  consist  of  three  members  each,  excepting  the  Finance  and 
School  Committees,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members  each,"  etc.  "  They 
shall  have,  under  the  Council,  full  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the 
special  subjects  and  departments  for  which  tbey  were  organized,  and  shall  be 
as  follows,"  etc.  The  fair  construction  of  this  section,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  that  these  standing  committees  have,  under  the  Council,  full  supervision 
of  all  matters  relating  to  the  special  subjects  for  which  the  committees  were 
formed. 

I  am  aware  that  Park  Commissioners  have  been  elected  from  time  to  time, 
but  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council  defining  their  powers  or  duties.  The  only  provision  or  mention  of 
the  duties  of  Park  Commissioners,  that  I  have  been  able  to  find,  is  in  section 
5  of  an  ordinance  passed  June  7,  1869,  providing  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  grounds  of  the  city,  pages  247  and  248  of  Charter  and  Ordinances. 
That  section  provides  that  the  Commissioners  having  in  charge  Military  Park 
are  authorized  to  employ  a  man  to  take  charge  of  the  "  Governor's  Circle  " 
and  "  University  Park,"  from  June  1  to  November  1,  at  a  salary  not  exceed- 
ing $10  per  week;  and  it  also  provides  what  shall  be  the  duties  of  such  man 
so  employed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  ordinance  should  be  passed  defining  the  duties 
of  these  officers.

The  same  officer  reported  as  follows  as  to  certain  suits  against 
the  city : 

Indianapolis,  June  4,  1877. 

To  the  Maj'or  and  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — 1st.  I  would  report  that  the  case  of  J.  George  Stilz  et  al.  vs. 
The  city,  has  been  affirmed  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  city  by  the  Supreme 
Court. 

The  question  involved  in  the  case  was  the  legality  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  annexing  the  property  of  Stilz  et  al.  to 
the  city. 
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2d.  I  would  further  report  that  the  case  of  John  Donahue  vs.  The  City,  in 
the  Superior  Court,  has  been  tried  by  jury  since  the  last  meeting  of  Council, 
and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  city. 

This  was  a  suit  for  damages,  caused  by  an  alleged  defect  in  the  fence 
around  the  tunnel  on  South  Illinois  street,  through  which  plaintiff's  child 
fell,  and  which  fall  resulted  in  its  death. 

3d.  I  would  also  report  that  the  case  of  Casper  Maus  vs.  The  City,  in  the 
Circuit  Court  has  Jaeen  tried,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  and  judgment  against 
the  city  for  $1,650. 

This  was  a  suit  for  damages,  to  recover  the  value  of  an  ice-house  and  six 
hundred  tons  of  ice,  which,  it  was  claimed,  was  washed  away  by  the  flood  in 
Fall  Creek  in  June  1875,  the  ice-house  being  situated  south  of  the  levee  built 
by  the  city  in  changing  the  channel  of  Fall  Creek. 

Negligence  of  the  city,  in  the  construction  of  the  levee  and  changing  the 
said  channel,  being  the  basis  of  the  action,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is 
error  in  the  record,  and  that  the  case  would  be  reversed  in  the  Supreme 
Court.  But  if  the  case  were  appealed  and  reversed,  I  do  not  think  the  judg- 
ment could  be  reduced  or  changed  upon  another  trial,  I  would  therefore 
ask  to  be  instructed  by  your  honorable  body  as  to  what  steps  I  shall  take  in 
the  case,  and  as  to  whether  I  shall  appeal  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Court.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — Some  time  since  I  was  instructed  by  the  Common  Council  to 
have  abstracts  of  titles  made  to  all  the  property  owned  by  the  city.  I 
would  report  that  I  have  done  so,  and  placed  the  same  on  file  in  the  Clerk's 
office.  I  find  them  to  be  all  right,  or  have  been  able  to  get  the  parties  from 
whom  the  city  purchased  to  make  them  so,  excepting  the  following : 
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The  Sellers  Farm  abstract  shows  the  mortgage  of  the  city  to  Amos  Sellers, 
for  part  of  the  purchase  money,  unsatisfied,  when,  in  fact,  it  has  been  paid.  I 
have  tried  to  get  Mr.  Sellers  to  satisfy  the  same,  but  he  has  failed  to  respond 
to  my  letters  as  yet.  There  are  also  two  old  mortgages  upon  the  property 
that  are  unsatisfied,  dated  in  1835  and  1836.

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REPORTS   FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  June  11,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  was  directed  to  examine  the  drainage  on  Market  street,  from 
Mississippi  street  to  the  railroad,  and  report  if  any  improvement  can  be  made- 
without  building  a  sewer. 

I  have  examined  said  point,  and  would  report  as  follows :  Market  street  is 
a  main  drainage  for  North  Tennessee  street;  but  as  Market  street,  between 
Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  has  been  vacated  for  use  of  the  new  State 
House,  a  radical  change  in  the  drainage  will  become  necessary  when  said 
street  is  finally  closed.  In  view  of  this,  I  would  recommend,  for  the  present, 
that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  clean  the  gutters  on  Market 
street,  from  Tennessee  street  to  the  railroad,  and  to  put  a  drainage  pipe 
twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  long,  in  the  south  gutter  of  said  Market  street,  west 
of  Mississippi  street,  said  pipe  to  connect  with  one  already  down  and  receiv- 
ing water  from  the  north  gutter.  I  would,  also,  recommend  that  the  work 
above  referred  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

It  has  been  customary  to  light  the  fourteen  lamps  in  Military  Park  from 
the  first  of  May  to  the  first  of  November.  The  gas  consumed  in  these  lamps 
are  paid  for  by  metre  measurement,  the  cost  of  which,  last  year,  amounted 
to  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  dollars.  As  the  season  is  somewhat  ad- 
vanced, and  the  lamps  are  not  yet  lighted,  I  would  respectfully  ask  if  I  shall 
still  discontinue  their  use  or  order  them  to  be  lighted  ?

The  Commissioner  of  the  Southern  Park  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report;  which,  on  motion  of  Councilman  Thomas,  was  received, 
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and  laid  on  the  table  until  special  committee  on.Southside  Market 
should  report : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  Commissioner  of  the  Southern  Park,  desires 
to  make  the  following  report : 

1st.  ihe  grounds  at  this  time  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of 
the  race  track,  which  cannot  be  repaired  without  more  expense  than  would 
be  justifiable.     The  fence  needs  some  repairs. 

The  present  occupant,  M.  M.  Burns,  has  done  a  great  deal  of  work  in  the 
year  past.  The  underbrush  and  briers  have  all  been  destroyed,  and  the  old 
logs  all  removed,  a  water-gate  built  at  the  railroad  bridge,  and  one,  almost 
done,  at  the  opening  above. 

Under  a  resolution  passed  about  one  year  ago,  I  could  have  expended  $20 
per  month,  but  I  did  not  think  advisable. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  appropriate 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  in  repairing  the  fences  and  in  making  a 
water-gate  at  the  east  side — this  appropriation  only  to  be  made  in  case  the 
Council  thinks  best  not  to  dispose  of  the  grounds.  In  the  latter  event,  I  would 
recommend  that  M.  M.  Burns  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  premises  until  the 
1st  of  March,  1878,  without  pay,  allowing  him  the  privilege  of  making  what 
he  can  out  of  the  pasture,  but  to  reserve  plenty  for  the  horses  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  to  attend  to  them  as  heretofore.  He  has  a  garden  spot  there 
that  is  worth  something  to  him,  and  the  first  of  March  is  the  best  time  to 
make  a  change,  if  any  is  necessary. 

But  I  would  further,  and  more  especially  recommend,  that  an  effort  be 
made  to  sell  the  grounds,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  grounds 
more  easy  of  access.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  grounds  can  be  had  near  the 
•center  of  the  south  part  of  the  city,  sufficient  to  combine  both  a  small  park 
and  a  market-place,  or  the  grounds  might  be  exchanged  for  other  suitable 
grounds  within  the  city,  for  the  purpose  above-named. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  report  be  referred  to  the  special  committee  that 
has  in  charge  the  location  of  a  market-place  south  of  the  railroads  (which  I 
believe  is  composed  of  Messrs.  Byram,  Steinhauer,  and  Thomas),  with  instruc- 
tions to  examine  the  grounds,  and  report  what  is  best  to  do  in  the  premises.

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  recommendations ;  which, 
were  received : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — A  considerable  number  of  laboring  men  in  this  city  are  now 
out  of  employment,  and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  there  is  some  suffering.. 
The  manufactories  of  Indianapolis  are  now  employing  more  men  than  at  any 
former  period.  The  surplus  of  laborers  grows  out  of  this  circumstance:  that 
so  many,  thrown  out  of  employment  at  other  places,  congregate  here,  at- 
tracted by  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city.  It  is  a  common  thing,  in 
the  Police  Court,  in  the  morning,  to  find  ten  to  thirty,  who.  have  come  the 
day  before  from  all  parts  of  the  country — from  New  York  to  California — 
from  north,  south,  east,  and  west,  and  from  every  city  in  the  Union — and 
who  say  they  could  findfno  work,  and  came  here  in  search  for  it.  The  effect 
of  this  influx  is  to  throw  some  of  our  own  men  out  of  employment.  After 
remaining  here  a  while,  they  claim  to  be  residents,  and  demand  work  and 
aid.  This  the  city  cannot  give,  and,  besides,  it  is  no  time  to  pay  men  for  un- 
profitable employment;  it  is  peculiarly  a  time  when  every  dollar  spent,  and 
every  stroke  of  labor,  should  produce.  We  cannot  long  rob  Peter  to  pay 
Paul. 

If  one-half  of  those  who  have  come  here,  in  the  last  six  months,  in  search 
of  work,  would  leave,  we  would  have  employment  for  the  rest.  With  88,000' 
acres  of  fertile  and  uncultivated  lands  in  Marion  county,  and  8,000,000  acres 
in  the  State,  never  touched  by  the  plow,  we  should  have  no  idle  or  hungry 
people.  The  uncultivated  land  in  this  county  would  employ  4,000  farmers,, 
and  in  the  State  400,000.  If  men  are  idle  and  hungry,  and  fertile,  unculti- 
vated lands  lying  all  around  by  the  millions  of  acres,  the  simple  remedy,  at 
least  in  theory,  would  be  turn  this  idleness  to  industry  by  cultivating  that 
soil,  producing  food  for  themselves,  and  change  want  into  plenty.  These  idle- 
men,  however,  do  not  own  the  land,  and  have  no  implements  or  supplies — no 
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means  of  removing  and  supporting  themselves,  even  temporarily.  To  find 
employment,  then,  in  agriculture,  they  would  have  to  seek  it  as  employes 
among  the  farmers  of  the  State.  If  there  is  no  demand  for  such  labor,  then 
this  supposed  outlet  does  not  exist;  and,  if  it  does,  the  question  is,  how  to 
bring  the  supply  and  demand,  the  labor  and  the  laborer,  together  ?  Men  of 
families,  and  without  means,  say  they  cannot  go.  Young  men  are  loth  to 
start  out  to  seek  it,  not  knowing  where  to  go — wandering  about,  they  are  in 
danger  of  being  regarded  as  tramps  and  suspicious  characters.  The  harvest 
will  soon  oe  nere,  and  promises  well.  There  are,  no  doubt,  hundreds  of 
young  men,  without  families,  and  married  persons  without  children,  who 
could  leave  at  once,  if  they  only  knew  just  where  to  go. 

Might  it  not  be  well  to  appoint  a  committee  of  the  Council,  or  of  the 
workingmen  themselves,  to  advertise  in  the  weekly  papers,  as  they  have  a 
large  circulation  among  the  farmers,  that  any  one  wishing  to  employ  a  laborer 
should  correspond  with  this  committee,  and  those  wishing  labor  should  leave 
their  names  and  address  with  the  committee,  and,  when  a  laborer  was 
wanted,  he  could  be  sent  at  once  to  his  destination.

Gentlemen  : — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of 
the  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company,  to  rent  the  farm  for  a  period  of  five  years* 
submit  the  following  lease,  and  recommend  its  approval.

The  draft  of  the  proposed  lease  is  as  follows  : 

This  Indenture  Witnesseth,  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  this  day  de- 
mised and  leased  to  The  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company  the  following  premises, 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  Marion  county,  to-wit : 

The  south  half  (J)  of  the  northwest  quarter  (£),  and  the  southwest  quarter 
(£)  of  section  twenty-two  (22),  township  fifteen  (15),  north  of  range  three  (3) 
east;  and,  also,  the  northwest  quarter  (£)  of  section  twenty-seven  (27),  town* 
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ship  fifteen  (15),  north  of  range  three  (3)  east;  west  of  White  River,  contain- 
ing in  all  223§  acres,  and  known  as  the  "Sellers'  Farm;"  together  with  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging,  subject  to  all 
the  conditions  herein  contained :  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  for  and  during 
the  term  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1877. 

And  the  said  The  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company  hereby  agrees  to  pay,  as  rent 
for  said  premises,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year,  payable  quar- 
terly on  the  first  days  of  July,  October,  January  and  April  of  each  year,  with- 
out relief  from  valuation  or  appraisement  laws. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed,  That  this  lease  is  made  subject  to  all  the 
rights  that  any  of  the  present  occupants  of  the  said  premises  have,  excepting 
that  the  said  The  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company  is  to  have,  from  and  after  this 
date,  the  right  to  collect  and  receive  all  rents  that  may  become  due  from  any 
such  occupants  to  the  city. 

And  the  said  The  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company  further  agree  that,  during 
the  continuance  of  this  lease,  they  will  sublet  to  and  allow  any  and  all  persons 
or  corporations  to  occupy  any  unoccupied  part  of  the  said  premises,  for  the 
purposes  of  rendering  up  dead  animals,  manufacturing  soap,  fertilizing  mate- 
rial, or  anything  of  that  kind  or  nature.  And  the  said  The  Indiana  Fer- 
tilizer Company  agrees  not  to  charge  any  such  person  or  corporation  any 
greater  sum  for  the  said  use  of  the  said  premises  than  is  now  charged  for 
like  privileges  by  the  city. 

And  it  is  also  understood  and  agreed,  That  the  City  Dead- Animal  Man,  or  any 

\  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  city  may  award  any  contract  in  relation  to  the 

dead  animals  of  the  city,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  upon  the 

said  premises  that  the  persons  now  having  the  dead  animsl  contract  with  the 

city. 

And  it  is  further  understood  and  agreed,  That  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis 
waives  none  of  her  rights  to  establish  and  enforce  any  and  all  sanitary  mea- 
sures and  ordinances  that  she  may  deem  proper.  And  the  said  City  of  In- 
dianapolis reserves  the  right  to  ordain  and  establish  any  and  all  ordinances 
for  the  sanitary  government  of  said  premises  hereby  leased;  and,  also,  the 
right,  at  any  time,  by  her  officers,  to  enter  upon  and  examine  the  premises, 
and  order  any  and  all  changes  in  the  management  thereof,  that  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  her  health  officers,  be  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  city  and 
better  sanitary  condition  of  the  said  premises.  But  said  Fertilizer  Company 
shall  not  be  held  liable  for  any  violations  of  any  such  ordinance  or  order 
committed  by  any  of  her  sub-lessees. 

And  the  said  The  Indiana  Fertilizer  Company  further  agree  to  build  and 
keep  in  good  repair  all  of  the  fences  on  the  said  premises,  and  also  to  keep> 
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in  good  repair  all  of  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  belonging  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis ;  the  said  Fertilizer  Company  to  have  the  right  to 
use  all  the  down  timber  and  young  saplings  on  the  said  premises  that  may  be 
necessary  in  building  and  repairing  the  fences.  But  no  other  timber  upon 
the  said  premises  is  to  be  cut  or  used  without  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis. 

And  at  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  or  on  failure  to  pay  rent  when  the  same 
is  due,  or  on  failure  to  comply  with  any  ot  the  conditions  or  stipulations  of 
this  lease,  the  same  shall  terminate  at  once,  without  notice,  and  the  said  City 
of  Indianapolis,  or  her  assigns,  may  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  said 
premises,  and  expel  the  occupant  thereof,  without,  in  any  wise,  being  a  tres- 
passer.

RELIEF    TO    UNEMPLOYED    WOKKINGMEN. 

Councilman  Reed  stated  that  he  noticed  Hon.  W.  H.  English, 
chairman  of  the  late  joint  convention  of  the  Citizens'  Advisory 
Committee  [see  list  in  Proceedings  of  Third  Joint  Convention, 
page  6o]  and  a  committee  of  the  unemployed  workingmen,  held 
on  5th  instant,  was  present ;  and,  on  his  motion,  Mr.  English  was 
called  upon  for  a  report  of  said  convention's  proceedings,  which 
was  given  to  the  following  effect : 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — At  a  joint  meeting  of  your  honorable  bodies,  held  in  the  Council 
Chamber  on  the  evening  of  June  1,  on  a  petition  of  the  unemployed  workingmen 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  we,  the  undersigned,  were  appointed  a  committee,  in 
the  language  of  your  convention,  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  affording  relief  in 
this  present  emergency  in  which  a  large  number  of  workingmen  find  themselves 
without  money  and  without  work. 

We  would  respectfully  report  that  we  h  ave  received  notice  of  our  appointment 
•on  such  committee,  and  that  while  we  would  gladly  do  anything  in  our  power  to 
relieve  the  want  and  suffering  of  the  unemployed  in  our  midst,  yet  we  could  do 
nothing  by  authority,  except  as  the  means  were  supplied  by  your  honorable  bodies. 
That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  are  composed  of  thirty-five  of 
our  most  competent  business  men,  and  whatever  duty  they  could  authorize  us  to 
perform  in  the  premises  could  be  performed  as  efficiently  and  more  legally  by  a 
committee  of  your  own  body. 

We  are  creditably  informed  that,  within  a  few  days,  the  Belt  Kailroad  Company 
will  be  ready  to  commence  work  on  an  extended  scale  in  the  construction  of  their 
road  and  buildings,  which  will  require  all  classes  of  laborers  and  mechanics.  One 
of  the  greatest  inducements  to  aid  furnished  by  the  city  to  that  enterprise  was  the 
pledge  given  that  the  workingmen  of  this  city  should  have  the  preference  in  em- 
ployment, and  we  are  very  confident  the  pledges  given  our  people  will  be  fulfilled. 
We,  therefore,  refer  the  whole  subject  back  to  your  honorable  bodies,  with  full  faith 
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and  confidence  that  you  will  be  willing  and  competent  to  furnish  any  relief  that 
would  be  within  our  power  to  give. 

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  high  taxation  is  particularly  oppressive  to  small  property  holders 
of  limited  incomes,  and  prevents  men  of  capital  from  engaging  in  the  erection  of 
buildings,  or  in  manufacturing,  or  in  any  of  the  other  branches  of  business  that 
give  profitable  employment  to  labor ;  therefore,  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the 
Common  Council  strict  economy  in  the  administration  of  city  affairs,  and  especially 
in  the  expenditure  of  the  people's  money  in  the  payment  of  high  salaries  to  officers, 
or  exhorbitant  sums  to  corporations,  thus  better  enabling  the  Council  to  keep  taxa- 
tion within  reasonable  and  lawful  limits,  and  at  the  same  time  to  pass  such  measures 
for  public  improvements  as  are  legitimate,  actually  needed,  and  most  likely  to  give 
employment  to  unemployed  labor. 

Resolved,  That  as  street  improvements  are  paid  for  by  the  owners  of  the  adjoin- 
ing property,  and  not  out  of  the  general  tax  fund,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
Council  pass  all  ordinances  for  street  improvement  where  it  is  asked  for  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  adjoining  property  holders,  or  where  such  improvements  would  be 
clearly  of  public  utility,  thus  increasing  the  number  of  employed  laborers. 

Resolved,  That  there  are  large  tracts  of  first-rate  farming  land  near  the  city  limits 
that  have  been  laid  off  into  streets,  alleys  and  lots,  but  are  unused  and  yielding 
nothing  to  the  support  of  the  human  family,  although,  if  properly  cultivated,  would 
more  than  support  all  the  unemployed  in  the  city;  therefore  we  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  the  proper  authorities  lend  every  facility  to  the  vacation  of  streets  and 
alleys  and  plats  of  these  additions,  to  the  end  that  the  land  may  be  brought  into 
cultivation  and  more  laborers  given  employment. 

Resolved,  That,  whereas,  a  lien  of  $500,000  has  been  placed  upon  all  the  property 
in  this  city,  whether  owned  by  rich  or  poor,  to  aid  a  corporation  in  the  construction 
of  certain  railwavs,  stock  yards,  and  buildings ;  and,  whereas,  one  of  the  principal 
inducements  held  out  for  the  creation  of  this  enormous  debt  was  that  it  would  give 
employment  to  our  unemployed  citizens  ;  and,  whereas,  a  much  larger  force  can  be 
employed  than  now  are  in  the  construction  of  said  works ;  therefore,  we  respect- 
fully recommend  that  the  Common  Council  request  the  Belt  Railway  Company  to 
employ  five  hundred  more  more  men,  but  only  our  own  citizens  who  have  no  other 
means  of  support,  and  men  of  families  rather  than  single  men;  and,  as  complaints 
are  made  by  workingmen  that  the  work  is  not  now  so  given  out,  we  suggest  whether 
it  would  not  be  better  to  give  employment  to  those  who  are  recommended  by  a 
committee  chosen  by  the  workingmen  themselves. 
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Resolved,  That  in  our  opinion  the  demand  for  labor  in  this  city  is  not  sufficient  to 
employ  all  the  laborers  now  here,  and  is  not  likely  to  be  for  some  years  to  come ; 
and,  therefore,  the  only  permanent  remedy  for  existing  evils  is  to  provide  for  the 
withdrawal  of  a  reasonable  number  of  .laborers  from  this  field.  We  believe  that 
if  a  few  hundred  could  find  employment  elsewhere,  there  would  be  sufficient  de- 
mand for  labor  here  to  employ  the  rest.  Any  other  remedy  is  only  temporary, 
and,  comparatively,  of  but  little  importance.  As  the  labor  supply  in  other  cities 
seems  to  be  in  excess  of  the  demand,  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  a  removal  from 
this  city  to  another  might  not  much  benefit  those  who  would  be  willing  to  so  re- 
move. This,  however,  would  not  be  true  as  to  a  removal  to  the  country.  The 
pending  war  and  other  causes  have  made  farming  particularly  desirable,  as  all  farm 
products  command  good  prices.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  glutting  the  demand  for 
farm  labor  as  long  as  there  are  untold  millions  of  uncultivated  lands  and  remuner- 
ative prices  for  farm  products.  Neither  is  it  necessary  to  go  out  of  Indiana,  although 
it  would  be  better  to  go  away  from  the  immediate  vicinity  of  large  cities.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  encouragement  and  aid,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  way  of 
transportation,  be  given  to  such  of  our  worthy  unemployed  citizens  as  may  desire 
to  remove  to  other  points  of  this  State,  and  that  a  fund  for  that  purpose  should  be 
raised  by  private  subscription  or  otherwise. 

On  motion,  the  above  report  was  received,  and,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Mr.  English,  the  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee  was  then  dis- 
charged. 

On  motion,  the  Common  Council  then  adjourned.

REPORTS   FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report;  which, 
on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Fire  Board  and  the  City  Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  June  18,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen : — I  would  respectfully  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  fire  cis- 
tern at  the  corner  of  Decotah  and  Morris  streets,  and  ask  what  steps  shall  be 
taken  relative  thereto. 

The  contractor,  William  L.  White,  has  received  a  partial  estimate  on  said 
cistern,  but,  it  having  failed  to  hold  water  when  tested,  I  have  refused  to 
report  a  final  estimate  thereon.  The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  recently  notified 
me  that  the  cistern  was  still  leaking,  and  said  it  was  important  that  it  should 
be  put  in  good  condition.  I  notified  the  contractor  twice,  by  letter,  to  make 
the  necessary  repairs,  but,  so  far,  he  has  failed  to  do  so.  Inasmuch  as  there 
is  expressed  need  of  the  cistern,  it  is  important  that  some  means  be  taken  to 
repair  it;  and,  as  there  is  still  due  the  contractor  $135.57,  this  might  be  ap- 
plied to  putting  it  in  good  shape.

Gentlemen  :— I  was  directed  to  furnish  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  connecting 
the  several  drinking  fountains  with  the  nearest  fire  plugs  adjacent  to  them. 
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I  have  taken  the  necessary  measurements,  and  examined  into  the  details 
of  the  cost  of  such  work,  and  find  the  whole,  when  completed,  will  cost  about 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  you  should  see  proper  to  do  this  work,  and  should 
advertise  for  proposals,  the  actual  cost  will  not  exceed  the  above  estimate, 
and,  po»sibly,  may  fall  below  it.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which,  on 
motion,  was  received  : 

Indianapolis,  June  18,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — I  was  instructed  to  furnish  an  opinion  as  to  the  existence  of 
any  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Water  Works  Company,  whereby  the 
city  is  bound  to  lease  any  or  all  of  the  fire  plugs  now  erected;  and  if  any 
such  contract  exists,  what  steps  are  necessary  to  annul  the  same. 

I  have  examined  the  matter,  and  would  report  that  there  is  no  direct  con- 
tract between  the  city  and  the  Water  Works  Company  upon  the  sul  ject,  that 
I  have  been  able  to  find. 

In  October,  1871,  shortly  after  the  company  had  completed  their  works, 
the  Common  Council  appointed  a  special  committee,  who,  together  with  the 
City  Attorney  and  Fire  Engineer,  were  in  itructed  to  prepare  a  contract  with 
the  company  to  furnish  water  for  fire  purposes  for  one  year,  provided  the 
company  should  change  the  single  plugs  to  double  ones  whenever  needed. 
That  committee  reported  a  contract  to  the  Council,  for  their  approval,  on  the 
24th  day  of  April,  1872;  but  the  same  was  never  executed,  as  the  Council, 
by  a  vote,  laid  the  same,  together  with  the  report  of  the  committee,  on  the 
table. 

The  charter  of  the  Water  Works  Company,  granted  by  the  city,  provides, 
in  section  three,  that  "The  company  shall  supp'y  to  the  city,  upon  the  sev- 
eral streets  and  avenues  in  which  pipes  and  conduits  are  laid,  and  in  such 
cisterns  and  localities  off  the  same  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such 
quantity  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  public  use  or 
drainage  and  fire  purposes ;.  and,  to  that  end,  said  company  shall  erect  and  at- 
tach as  many  hydrants  or  fire  plugs  as  the  City  Council  may  direct,  and,  from 
the  same,  the  city  may  draw  all  water  necessary  for  the  prevention  and  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  washing,  cleaning,  cooling,  flushing,  or  sprinkling 
the  streets,  pavements,  gutters,  alleys,  sewers,  and  public  grounds ;  and  the

city  may  attach  to  each  hydrant  a  cock,  faucet,  or  nozzle,  from  which  water 
may  be  drawn  by  the  citizens,"  etc.,  etc.  And  said  section  further  provides 
"  That  the  company  shall  furnish  water  to  the  city  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  City  Council  and  the  compa  y. 
The  company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  the  city  and  the  citizens  thereof, 
for  such  water  as  may  be  supplied,  as  much  as  the  average  price  paid  by 
other  cities  of  the  United  States  and  citizens  thereof  of  like  population  that 
are  supplied  with  as  efficient  water  works,  unless  a  less  price  may  be  agreed 
upon,  but  the  company  may  not  demand  or  charge  a  greater  price."  And 
there  is  the  further  provision  that,  in  case  of  disagreement,  the  matter  of 
rates  may  be  arbitrated,  and  that  rates  may  be  readjusted  as  often  as  once  a 
year;  but  it  provides  that,  in  no  event,  shall  the  city  be  charged  more  than 
fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  hydrant  or  fire  plug. 

In  1872,  the  company  presented  their  first  bill  to  Council,  and  it  was  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  who  reported  July  8th  of  that  year,  and  they 
recommended  the  payment  of  certain  parts  of  it,  including  $50  per  year  for 
hydrants  or  fire  plugs ;  and,  since  that  time,  that  amount,  I  believe,  has  been 
allowed  for  all  fire  plugs  or  hydrants. 

In  March,  1874,  the  company  made  certain  propositions  to  the  Council 
looking  to  the  laying  of  additional  mains  and  enlarging  their  works.  That 
proposition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water  Works,  who  reported 
that  they  could  not  agree,  and,  therefore,  reported  the  whole  matter  back  to 
the  Council;  and,  on  the  15th  of  June,  1874,  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Common  Council,  which  provided  that,  in  consideration  of  the  company  in- 
creasing the  capacity  of  their  works  and  laying  twenty  miles  of  additional 
mains  as  directed,  and  attach,  at  her  own  expense,  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  additional  lire  plugs  to  those  now  in  use,  the  city  obligated  herself  to  ac- 
cept said  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  additional  fire-plugs,  for  fire  purposes, 
and  pay,  as  rent  for  the  use  of  each  of  them,  for  fire  purposes,  the  sum  of 
$50  per  annum  under  the  same  rules  and  conditions  as  is  provided  in  the 
original  ordinance. 

The  foregoing  is,  in  brief,  all  the  agreement  that  exists  between  the  city 
and  the  company  upon  this  subject. 

And,  as  the  charter  of  the  company  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Council 
do  not  fix  or  declare  what  length  of  time  the  city  will  use  any  specified  num- 
ber of  hydrants,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  provisions  of  the  com- 
pany's charter,  nor  the  subsequent  actions  of  the  Council,  can  be  construed 
to  mean,  or  be,  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  forever  use  and  pay 
for  all  that  have  been  or  may  be  erected;  and,  therefore,  I  think  the  city  is 
not  obligated  to  use  any  specified  number  of  fire  plugs  for  any  particular 
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time,  but  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  right 
and  power  to  designate  what  number  they  will  use,  and  the  city  would  be 
bound  to  pay  only  for  those  so  used. 

As  to  the  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  plugs,  provided  for  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  June  15th,  1874,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  bound  to  pay 
$50  per  annum  for  all  of  them  that  she  uses,  unless  a  smaller  sum  should  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  city  and  company,  or  be  fixed  by  arbitration. 

As  to  those  that  have  been  erected  under  the  charter,  the  city  is  bound  to 
pay,  for  all  such  as  she  may  determine  to  use,  whatever  sum  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  city  and  the  company,  and,  if  an  agreement  can  not  be 
made,  then  the  matter  would  have  to  be  arbitrated  under  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  the  company.

Attorney  : 

Indianapolis,  June  18,  1877. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  year  1875,  the  city,  in  the  opening  of  Second  street,  be- 
tween Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  condemned  and  appropriated  fifty 
feet  of  a  sixty  foot  lot  belonging  to  Frederick  Ruschaupt,  and,  in  so  doing, 
awarded  and  paid  him  the  sum  of  sixty-six  hundred  dollars  damages. 

I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Simon  Yandes  is  the  holder  of  a  mortgage  upon 
said  lot,  which  mortgage  was  given  before  such  condemnation,  and  to  secure 
notes  amounting  to  about  five  thousand  dollars,  which  notes  are  now  due  and 
unpaid,  and  Mr.  Ruschaupt  is  unable,  at  this  time,  to  pay  them.  Mr.  Yan- 
des intends  to  enforce  the  lien  of  his  mortgage,  and  has  requested  me  to  call 
the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  the  facts  in  the  case.  Mr.  Rusch- 
aupt has  made  several  propositions  to  secure  the  claim  either  to  Mr.  Yandes 
or  the  city. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  some  regular  or  special 

committee,  to  investigate  and  report  what,  if  any,  action  the  city  should  take 

in  the  premises.

Clause  ist  of  message  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  last  above 
given,  being  under  consideration,  the  report  of  the  Aldermanic 
Committee  on  Sellers  Farm  (which  is  as  follows)  was  read  : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  on  Sellers  Farm,  report  that  we  have  examined  the  lease  adopted 
therein,  and  that,  while  we  are  in  favor  of  the  action  therein  set  out,  we  con- 
sider the  lease  inadequately  drawn,  and  submit  the  following  objections: 

1st  On  page  2.  line  9,  after  the  word  "  than,"  the  maximum  amounts  al- 
lowed to  be  charged  sub-tenants  should  be  stated.  The  words  used  are  open 
to  investigation  and  debate,  and  open  the  avenue  for  litigation. 

2d.  Any  rights  the  dead-animal  man  has  should  be  clearly  stated  by  the 
draftsman,  in  the  contract  itself.  Let  the  contract  guide  the  rights  of  the 
parties  without  reference  to  statutes,  ordinances,  and  customs  (see  page  2, 
lines  11  to  14  inclusive,  after  the  words  "shall"). 
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3d.  On  page  4,  line  2,  omit  the  word  "  reasonable,"  and  insert  instead 
thereof,  a  specific  time,  as  u  four  months."  Parties  often  want  a  court  to  say 
what  is  "a  reasonable  time,"  because  they  know  a  court  can  hardly  determine 
such  questions. 

We,  therefore,  with  these  objections,  recommend  that  you  remand  said 
lesse  back  to  the  Common  Council  for  accurate  draft  and  for  further  action.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  pa- 
pers, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  would  report  as  follows: 

First — Is  a  report  of  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Assessor,  in  reference  to 
the  ownership  of  a  piece  of  ground  on  Wisconsin  street,  on  which  John 
Greene  presents  a  claim  for  improvement  of  said  Wisconsin  street. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  report,  and  are  satisfied  that  the  said 
Greene  has  no  claim  against  the  city,  and  that  the  proper  course  for  the  col- 
lection of  his  claim  is  by  way  of  precept;  and  we  would  therefore  recommend 
that  as  the  proper  course  for  him  to  take. 

Second — Is  a  claim  presented  by  W.  H.  Brown,  for  preparing  plans  and 
specifications  for  rebuilding  the  Central  Station  House. 

We  have  examined  into  the  merits  of  this  claim,  and  find  the  city  is  in  no 
wise  liable  for  the  same,  and  would  recommend  that  it  be  not  allowed. 

Third — Is  a  petition  of  J.  George  Stilz  and  others,  setting  forth  that  a  cer- 
tain forty  acre  tract  of  land,  owned  by  the  petitioners,  was  illegally  taxed  and 
placed  in  the  duplicate  of  the  city  for  the  year  1876,  and  asking  that  the  taxes 
for  the  year  1876  may  be  exempted  and  stricken  from  the  duplicate. 

One  of  the  reasons  offered  by  the  petitioners  is,  that  the  said  land  was  ille- 
gally annexed  to  the  said  city.  This  question  has  been  thoroughly  adjudi- 
cated and  passed  upon  by  the  several  courts  of  the  State,  including  the  Su- 
preme Court,  all  of  which  said  courts  have  decided  that  the  annexation  of 
said  land  was  legal. 

A  second  objection  offered  by  the  petitioners  is,  in  consequence  of  the 
passage  of  a  certain  law  by  the  late  Legislature,  approved  March  13th,  1877, 
said  land  is  exempted  from  taxation  for  general  city  or  town  purposes. 

While  your  committee  take  cognizance  of  the  passage  of  the  law  above  re- 
ferred to,  we  would  report  that  the  said  law  is  in  no  way  retrospective,  and 
that  the  said  forty-acre  tract  of  land  *  has  been  legally  annexed  to  the  said 
city ;  that  the  taxes,  for  the  year  1876,  have  been  legally  assessed  against  the 
same,  and  that  the  law  referred  to  in  said  petition  in  no  wise  affects  the  le- 
gality of  said  assessment. 
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We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petitioners 
be  not  granted.

L.  Wright,  referred  to  the  City  Attorney,  with  instructions  for  that 
officer  to  make  a  one  year's  contract,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  with 
the  "  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  upon  the  terms  offered,  and 
the  second  clause  was  duly  received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — We  herewith  submit  letter  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  contain- 
ing information  in  reference  to  the  imprisonment  of  female  criminals,  for  a 
term  of  days,  in  the  Station  House,  and  his  method  of  relief  for  the  same, 
together  with  proposal  for  the  imprisonment  and  maintenance  of  said  crim- 
inals, during  their  term  of  sentence,  from  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

The  Board  has  had  the  matter  specially  under  advisement,  and  fully  agree 
with  His  Honor.  The  Station  Houses  are  certainly  inadequate,  especially 
during  the  warm  weather,  for  the  confinement  of  this  class  of  prisoners,  the 
rooms  being  entirely  too  small  to  healthfully  contain  the  number  confined 
there  at  present,  and  we  know  of  no  reason,  now,  that  would  contemplate 
the  confinement  of  a  lesser  number.  All  opportunities  for  any  kind  of  labor 
or  reformation  is  lost,  and  the  habit  of  lazy  worthlessness  is  not  only  increased, 
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but  actually  engendered ;  for,  frequently,  those  whose  time  has  expired,  ap- 
parently violate  the  law  for  the  express  purpose  of  being  returned  to  prison. 
And  as  the  expense  of  keeping  such  prisoners  will  not  be  increased  over 
present  cost,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  we  agree  in  recommending  that  your  honorable  bodies  enter  into 
contract,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  with  said  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
for  the  keeping  of  such  female  prisoners  as  may,  by  the  judgment  of  the 
Police  Court,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  said  institution. 

2.  We  also  report  the  payment  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  sum  of  $39.53, 
as  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  unclaimed  goods  at  Central  Station  House

Gentlemen: — The  Station  House  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  place  for  the  con- 
finement of  female  prisoners,  they  being,  there,  wholly  without  employment 
or  reformatory  influence.  The  Home  for  Friendless  Women  and  the  House 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  are  both  legal  places  of  imprisonment  for  women. 
With  a  view  to  ascertain  on  what  conditions  these  institutions  would  receive 
and  care  for  our  female  prisoners,   I  addressed  a  communication  to  each. 

From  the  Home  of  the  Friendless  I  have  no  reply. 

The  communication  to  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd  was  as  follows : 

Indianapolis \  June  18,  1877. 

Father  Bessonies,  V.  G.  : 

Very  Rev.  Sir : — Our  Police  Board  have  under  consideration  the  confine- 
ment of  our  female  prisoners  in  one  of  the  Homes  They  have  directed  me 
to  inquire  of  you,  and  also  of  the  Home  in  the  North,  on  what  terms  you 
would  agree  to  receive  and  care  for  them — say  on  a  contract  for  one,  two  or 
three  years,  at  a  per  diem  for  the  time  committed. 

An  early  reply  will  much  oblige,  yours,  sincerely,

Upon  the  first  survey  of  the  line  for  the  extension  of  the  street,  it  was-  re 
ported  that  a  part  of  my  stable  wall  would  be  only  a  few  inches  in  the  street, 
and  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  take  it  down  or  remove  the  wall  at 
present,  and  this  was  reported  to  the  City  Commissioners,  and  acted  upon  by 
them  in  making  up  their  judgment.  ;ihe  result  was,  they  assessed  me  $167 
for  enhancement  of  values,  and  allowed  me  $30  for  land  taken,  making  no 
appraisement  of,  or  allowance  for,  damages  to  the  stable. 

The  new  route  determined  upon  by  the  City  Engineer,  made  since  the 
Commissioners  reported  their  assessment,  takes  much  more  of  my  land,  and 
cuts  off  almost  one-third  of  my  stable,  and  this  will  damage  my  building  at 
least  $200.  This  changes  the  aspect  of  affairs  seriously;  and  I  insist  upon 
compensation  being  made  to  me  before  my  property  is  thus  taken  for  public 
uses.

He  has  been  suffering 
for  the  last  year,  a  serious  bodily  affliction,  which  could  only  be  removed  un- 
der the  use  of  the  knife.  So  harrassing  has  this  trouble  become  to  him,  that 
during  the  early  part  of  this  month,  I  was  compelled  to  perform  the  opera- 
tion, and  the  result  promises  him  an  early  recovery.  He  paid  for  license  to 
sell  goods  in  our  city  for  the  year  ending  June,  1877,  but  in  consequence  of 
his  disease  and  the  operation,  he  has  not  been  able  to  avail  himself  of  its 
privileges — at  least  to  any  great  amount.  He  will  be  able  in  a  few  days  to 
resume  his  business;  and  in  consideration  of  his  misfortune  and  affliction  I 
hope,  in  renewing  his  license,  you  will  extend  to  him  some  compensation  for 
the  money  he  has  paid  for  the  year,  as  he  is  very  little,  if  any,  benefitted  by 
it.  He  has  three  young  children  depending  on  his  labor  for  support,  and  he 
has  never  asked  any  assistance  of  the  Township  Trustee.  Whatever  kind- 
ness you  may  be  able  to  extend  to  him,  in  the  matter  above  referred  to,  is 
merited  by  his  circumstances,  and  will  be  approved  by  common  justice.

The  matter  of  fines  paid  into  the  city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
"  Home  for  Friendless  Women,"  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Accounts  and  Claims,  that  said  sum  might  be  drawn  out  and  paid 
over  to  said  "Home,"  through  the  next  regular  appropriation  or- 
dinance introduced  by  such  committee. 

INTRODUCTION    OF    ORDINANCES. 

Councilman  Reed  introduced  the  following  general  ordinance  ~y 
which  was  read  the  first  time:

THE    THOMAS    D.    GREGG    BEQUEST. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Common  Council,  William  Sullivan,  Esq.j, 
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was  invited   to  address  said   body  on  the   subject  of  the  reported 
bequest  made  the  city  by  the  late  Thomas  D.  Gregg. 

Mr.  Sullivan  read  the  following  statement : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — On  or  about  the  first  of  May,  A  D.  1877,  it  came  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  undersigned,  that  one  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  an  early  teacher  and 
subsequent  broker  of  this  city,  but,  for  years  last  past,  a  resident  of  his  early 
home,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  departed  this  life,  at  the  residence  of  his 
brother,  Doctor  Daniel  H.  Gregg,  in  King  William's  county,  in  the  State  of 
Virginia,  on  the  17th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1876,  leaving  a  sealed  letter 
addressed  to  one  Thomas  Hollis  (his  brother-iu-law),  endorsed  ilnot  to  be 
opened  and  read  until  after  my  death,"  in  the  which  the  deceased  mentions 
the  making  of  a  last  will  and  testament,  "to  be  found  among  his  papers  after 
his  death."  And  the  undersigned  learns  that  said  will  has  not  been,  and 
most  probably  can  not  be,  found.  And  it  is  further  alleged  that  said  dece- 
»  dent  made  a  last  will  in  the  winter  of  1875-1876,  while  in  Virgini  ,  in  which 
he  nominated  said  brother  Daniel  U.  Gregg  and  said  brother-in  law  Thomas 
Hollis,  of  Boston,  the  executors  of  said  will,  in  the  which  he  bequeathed  two- 
fifths  of  his  estate  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  educational  purposes;  and 
this  will,  like  the  former,  has  not  been,  and  probably  can  not  be,  found. 

It  seems,  however,  that  said  brother  and  brother-in  law  knew  that  there  was 
an  earlier  will  made  by  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  in  care  and  keeping  of  one 
William  D.  Wygant,  formerly  of  this  city,  but  now  of  Minnesota,  and  they 
made  search  by  letter  and  otherwise,  without  being  able  to  find  his  whereabouts 
or  said  will ;  and,  upon  failure,  knowing  that  the  undersigned  had,  for  many 
years  been  the  financial  agent  of  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  at  Indianapolis,  said 
Doctor  Daniel  H.  Gregg,  under  date  of  "  King  William's  county,  Va.,  May  1, 
1877,"  wrote  the  undersigned,  requesting  aid  in  searching  for  said  earlier 
will, 

On  the  receipt  of  said  letter,  I  wrote  to  J.  W.  Yandes,  Esq.,  formerly  of  St. 
Paul,  Minnesota,  who,  knowing  the  pr.st-office  of  said  Wm.-  D.  Wygant,  for- 
warded my  letter  to  him,  and  he,  in  answer,  sent  said  will  to  me,  with  the 
seals  broken,  with  explanations  how  they  were  broken. 

Said  will  is  now  in  my  possession,  and  the  following  is  a  true  copy  thereof, 
to-wit : 

I,  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  now  of  Indianapolis  in  the  county  of  Marion,  and 
State  of  Indiana,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  do  make  and  declare  this 
my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following: 
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After  the  payment  of  my  just  debts  and  the  charges  against  my  estate,  I 
dispose  of  what  shall  remain  of  my  estate  as  follows,  viz  : 

I  give  to  my  daughter  Mary  Elizabeth  Gregg,  who  was  born  on  the  31st 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  1839,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  case  she  shall 
live  to  attain  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  to  be  paid  to  her  when  she  is 
twenty-five  years  old,  which  will  be  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1864;  but 
in  case  she  shall  die  before  attaining  said  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  whether 
dying  before  said  period,  she  shall  leave  heir  or  heirs  behind  her,  is  of  no  mo- 
ment, for,  in  case  of  the  death  of  my  said  daughter  as  aforesaid,  my  intention 
and  determination  is  not  to  suffer  or  allow  said  bequest  to  go  to  any  heir  or 
heirs  of  hers,  and  my  will  is  (and  I  order  and  direct  in  the  event  of  the  death, 
as  aforesaid,  of  my  said  daughter),  that  the  said  one  thousand  dollars,  be- 
queathed to  my  said  daughter,  fall  into  the  residuum  of  my  estate,  and 
become  a  part  thereof,  to  be  distributed  as  I  have  hereafter  directed  con- 
cerning the  same. 

I  give  my  affectionate  mother,  Mary  Gregg,  widow,  now  of  West  Eoxbury, 
in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  and  State  of  Massachusetts,  all  the  money  due  me 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  last  will  of  my  father  Daniel  Gregg,  who  de- 
parted this  life  during  the  last  year,  which  I  believe  will  amount  to,  or  about, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  and  be  it  more  or  less,  all  thereof  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  my  affectionate  mother  as  aforesaid. 

I  give  to  my  favorite  niece,  Mary  Catherine  Gregg,  the  daughter  of  my 
brother  Daniel  H.  Gregg,  of  King  William's  county,  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  with  the  request  that  said  bequest  be  invested 
by  her  in  some  useful  keepsake,  to-wit.  that  of  a  good  watch. 

I  give  to  the  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Martinsville,  Indiana, 
three  hundred  dollars,  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  design  of  said  Order,  that 
of  true  philanthropy. 

All  the  rest,  residue,  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  of  every  description,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund  for  the  advance- 
ment and  promotion  of  free  schools  in  said  city,  hereby  authorising  and  di- 
recting the  legal  authorities  of  said  city  to  invest  said  bequest  in  productive 
stocks,  or  put  the  same  out  on  interest,  and  the  income  or  interest  thereon 
only  to  be  expended  annually  for  the  benefit  and  advancement  of  said  free 
schools. 

I  appoint  William  Sullivan  and  Charles  Fisher  executors  of  this  will,  hereby 
revoking  all  other  wills  by  me  heretofore  made. 

in  testimony  whereof ,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal,  this  twenty-fifth 
*ay  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty.

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On  the  day  and  year  before  written,  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  the  testa- 
tor, signed,  sealed,  and  declared  the  foregoing,  as  and  for  his  last  will  and 
testament,  in  presence  of  us,  who,  at  his  request,  in  his  presence,  and  in 
presence  of  each  other,  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses.

(Signed)  WM.  CAMPBELL. 

Finding  that  said  will  was  in  favor  of  our  city,  I  retained  and  now  have  it 
in  keeping;  but  in  the  meantime  have  been  corresponding  with  said  Daniel 
H.  Gregg,  of  King  William's  county,  Virginia,  to  learn,  if  possible,  what  said 
decedent  s  estate  consisted  in,  and  where  located  ;  also,  whether  either  of  the 
supposed  last  wills  had  been  found  and  admitted  to  probate ;  and,  if  not 
found,  how  the  estate  was  being  disposed  of;  and  I  am  informed  by  said 
Daniel  H.  Gregg  that  neither  of  the  wills  mentioned  by  him  had  been  found 
up  to  June  22,  1877,  and  that  said  brother  in-law,  Thomas  Hollis,  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  had  taken  out  letters  of  administration  on  said  estate  in  King 
William's  county,  Virginia,  with  said  Daniel  H.  Gregg  as  his  bondsman;  and 
that  the  assets  found  in  that  county,  consisting  of  bank  and  insurance  stock, 
bonds,  and  other  personal  property,  are  of  the  appraised  value  of  between 
forty  and  forty -five  thousand  dollars,  besides  other  and  various  interests  of 
large  value,  not  yet  ascertained. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  information,  and  believing,  as  I  do,  that  said 
Thomas  D.  Gregg  fully  intended  to  bequeath  a  large  portion  of  his  estate  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Attorney,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  King  William's  county, 
Virginia,  of  which  the  following  is  a  true  copy,  to  wit: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  28,  1877. 

To  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  having  probate  jurisdiction  in  and  for  King  William's  County,  Va. : 

Dear  Sir: — It  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  Thomas  D.Gregg,  a  non- 
resident of  your  State,  departed  this  life  on  the  17th  day  of  December  last, 
1876,  while  sojourning  with  his  brother  Daniel  H.  Gregg,  in  your  county,  and 
that  administration  on  his  estate  was  taken  by  Mr.  Thomas  Hollis,  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  at  the  last  May  term  of  your  Court,  1877,  who  returns  an  in- 
ventory of  some  forty  odd  thousand  dollars  in  personal  property,  etc. 

This  is,  perhaps,  all  right,  under  the  circumstances;  but  it  is  claimed  that 
■decedent  made  a  last  will  and  testament  in  the  year  1876,  wherein  said  brother 
Daniel  H.  Gregg,  and  said  administrator  Thomas  Hollis,  are  nominated  as 
executors,  and  bequeathing  two  fifths  of  his  estate  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  three  fifths  to  Dallas  county,  Iowa,  for  educational  purposes ;  but  this  will 
has  not  and  perhaps  can  not  be  found. 
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Besides  this  supposed  will  of  LS76,  there  is  another,  in  due  form,  now  in 
the  keeping  of  the  undersigned,  who  is  nominated  as  one  of  the  executors 
thereof,  under  date  of  September  21,  1850,  wherein,  after  sundry  bequests 
not  exceeding  $2,000  in  amount,  the  whole  of  the  balance  is  bequeathed  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  educational  purposes. 

Now,  should  the  supposed  will  of  1876  come  to  light,  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis will  have  only  two-fifths  interest  in  said  estate;  whereas,  should  that  will 
fail  to  appear,  then  the  will  of  1850  will  come  in  for  probate  ;  and  it  is  the 
interest  and  design  of  the  city  that  the  one  or  the  other  of  said  wills  shall 
be  probated,  but  of  course  she  would  prefer  the  will  of  1850,  as  therefrom 
she  would  acquire  the  greater  estate. 

In  the  probate  of  our  will,  we  do  not  seek  to  change  the  present  adminis- 
tration of  said  estate,  but  prefer  that  Mr.  Hollis  shall  go  on  and  complete  his 
administration;  we  only  wish  to  place  the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  record  as 
the  proper  legatee  in  due  tims,  for,  in  any  event,  we  apprehend  she  will  be  a. 
legatee 

As  regards  the  proving  our  will,  the  only  surviving  witness  to  the  execu- 
tion resides  in  a  remote  part  of  Minnesota.  The  other  witness  to  the  execu- 
tion is  long  since  deceased,  but  he  was,  at  the  time  of  the  execution,  an  act- 
ing justice  of  the  peace  of  this  city,  and  his  signature  to  the  will  can  be 
easily  proven. 

From  the  foregoing  statement,  we  believe  you  can.  give  us  all  the  informa- 
tion required  to  probate  our  will.  But  we  are  informed  you  have  an  officer  of 
the  law,  an  attorn  ey'-general  or  his  deputy,  in  your  county,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  attend  to  the  probate  of  wills,  for  which  he  is  allowed  certain  fees;  and 
if  our  information 'on  this  head  is  correct,  we  will  be  under  many  obligations 
if  you  Land  him  this  letter,  or  cause  it  to  reach  his  hands,  with  a  request- 
that  he  communicate  with  the  undersigned  on  this  subject.

P.  S.  The  above  is  written  at  the  suggestion  our  Mayor  and  advice  of  our 
City  Attorney.  W.  S. 

And  on  the  same  day  I  wrote  to  said  Daniel  H.  Gregg;  but  as  yet  no  answer 
has  come  to  either  letter,  although  more  than  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed 
for  an  answer  from  said  letters  to  arrive.  Perhaps  none  will  come,  for  the 
following  reasons,  to  wit: 

It  is  to  the  interest  of  the  heirs  of  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg  that  no  will  of 
his  shall  be  admitted  to  probate,  because  then  his  estate  would  be  divided 
among  them,  whereas,  the  probate  of  either  this  or  the  alleged  last  will  of

1875-76,  would  give  at  least  a  large  amount  to  our  city.  Now,  if  there  is  no 
will  but  that  of  1850  to  be  probated,  I  take  it  to  be  the  interest  of  the  city  to 
have  that  done  as  soon  as  practicable;  for  I  take  it  that  the  attempt  to  prove 
the  will  of  1850  is  the  only  way  to  compel  the  heirs  to  produce  the  alleged 
will  of  1875-76,  and,  in  this  way,  the  city  can  compel  the  probate  of  the  one 
or  the  other  of  said  wills  ;  and  upon  probate  of  either  of  said  wills,  the  city 
will  become  a  legatee  to  a  large  amount — otherwise,  she  will  get  nothing. 

Furthermore,  it  is  my  opinion,  based  upon  the  known  habits  and  disposi- 
tion of  heirs,  generally,  to  suppress  and  contest  the  probate  of  wills  when  the 
bequests  are  nott3  their  advantage  and  liking;  that  had  this  will  of  1850  got 
into  the  hands  of  the  legal  heirs  of  said  estate,  instead  of  mine,  without  our 
knowledge  of  its  existence  and  contents,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  never  would 
have  known  anything  about  it,  nor  anything  of  the  two  fifths  bequest  said  to 
be  contained  in  the  alleged  will  of  1875-76. 

From  the  known  bequest  in  this  will  of  1850,  and  the  stated  bequest  in  the 
alleged  will  of  1875-76,  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  the  City  of  Indiana- 
polis is  a  party  interested  to  the  extent  of  the  bequest  contained  in  which- 
ever of  said  wills  may  be  admitted  to  probate,  and  that  it  is  to  the  city's  in- 
terest that  the  one  or  the  other  of  said  wills  shall  be  probated  ;  and  as  delay's 
are  dangerous,  I  suggest  that  the  city  take  immediate  steps  to  probate  the 
will  of  1850. 

The  inattention  paid  to  my  letter  of  inquiry,  as  to  the  modus  operandi  of 
probating  said  will,  indicates  the  necessity  of  a  visit  to  King  William's  coun- 
ty, Virginia,  for  that  purpose;  and  as  this  will  require  ready  money  to  some 
amount,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  whomsoever  the  city  may  select  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  same  should  be  appropriated,  if  the  city,  from  the  foregoing  state- 
ment, concludes  that  it  is  her  duty  and  interest  to  proceed  in  this  matier, 
either  in  the  manner  indicated  or  in  any  other  manner.

After  reading  the  above,  Mr.  Sullivan  answered  certain  inquiries 
propounded  to  him  by  the  Councilmen,  thus  placing  his  belief  in 
the  Gregg  bequest,  and  his  acquaintance  with  the  peculiarities  of 
the  wealthy  decedent,  quite  plainly  before  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Councilman  Walker,  this  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  with  power  to  pro- 
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vide  for  probating  of  will  or  wills,  and  with  instructions  to  prepare 
and  introduce  an  ordinance  appropriating  the  necesssary  moneys 
to  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  same. 

Later  in  the  evening,  the  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Coun- 
cilman Byram,  introduced  the  following  appropriation  ordinance ; 
which  was  read  the  first  time : 

O.  53,  1877 — An  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  incident  to  the  probating  of  the 
will  of  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased.

Gentlemen,  there  is  one  other  matter  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to,  and 
that  is  this :  Mr.  Fulmer  is  the  owner  of  a  one-horse  lumber  wagon  and 
team.  It  is  used  by  the  bridge  carpenters  on  Southside.  It  appears  on  the 
pay-roll  in  Gum's  name,  his  partner  in  the  silver-plating  business.  During 
the  months  of  January  and  February,  it  appears  that;  it  made  full  time  at 
three  dollars  per  day — eighteen  dollars  per  week.  Three  weeks  of  this  time 
the  horse  was  not  out  of  the  stable,  owing  to  the  heavy  sleet  and  ice  that 
covered  the  ground  at  that  time,  leaving  the  city  minus  fifty-four  dollars.  If 
you  desire,  I  will  assist  you  in  obtaining  necessary  evidence  on  this  point. 

Gentlemen,  in  the  midst  of  all  this  fog  and  mist,  I  see  the  outlines  of  a 
lumber  contract,  made  with  his  friend  at  eighteen  dollars  per  thousand,  when 
thirteen  dollars  was  the  market  price;  but  I  will  pass  on  this  subject  for  the 
present. 

Gentlemen,  I  now  appeal  to  the  generosity  of  the  City  Council  in  behalf  of 
the  laboring  poor  of  the  city,  to  remove  this  man  Fulmer,  and  place  in  his 
stead  a  man  of  honor,  a  man  of  experience  and  judgment,  a  man  who,  when 
in  discharge  of  his  duties,  will  not  know  politics,  nationality  or  isms,  but,  in 
times  like  these,  give  the  benefit  of  the  public  labor  of  the  city  to  the  labor- 
ing poor,  and  to  them  only,  and  to  them  in  turn,  and  let  such  men  as  Wm. 
Johnson,  Jacob  T.  Wright,  Joseph  Fisher,  McCabe,  and  many  other  rich  men 
who  have  had  steady  employment  given  to  them  by  Fulmer,  let  them  look 
out  for  themselves.

2d.  Is  a  report  from  the  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  his  former 
report,  submitted  to  the  Council  June  4,  1877,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  June  6,  1877,  in  relation  to  the  suit  of  Casper  Maus  vs.  The 
City,  and  which  report  was  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  with  instructions  to  consult  with  the  representative  of  the  Maus 
estate,  and  report  upon  what  terms  they  would  agree  to  compromise  their 
claims  against  the  city  for  damages.  The  report  of  the  Attorney  was  received,, 
and  said  officer  instructed  to  effect  a  compromise  upon  the  terms  named,, 
viz.:  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

on  motion,  referred  to  said  special  committee. 

Motion,  suggesting  the  propriety  of  appointment,  by  the  Coun- 
cil, of  a  special  committee  of  two  Councilmen  and  one  Alderman, 
to  inquire  into  the  expense  attending  present  method  of  street  clean- 
ing*and  repairing,  and  whether  or  not  many  leaks  in  Street-Repair 
Department  might  not  be  stopped  [see  Proceedings  of  Board  of 
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Aldermen,  page  130],  was  read,  and,  on  Councilman  Marsee's  mo- 
tion, was  referred  to  Council  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys. 

Report  from  City  Attorney,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, recommending  an  agreed  compromise,  for  the  sum  of  $1500, 
of  the  Maus  judgment  of  $1650,  together  with  satisfaction  of  all 
other  claims,  by  said  party,  for  additional  damages  growing  out  of 
the  Fall  Creek  overflow  of  1875  [see  Proceedings  of  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, page  120],  was  read,  and,  on  Councilman  Byram's  motion, 
the  Aldermanic  action,  instructing  the  City  Attorney  to  effect  the 
compromise  on  proffered  terms,  was  concurred  in. 

The  resolution  printed  in  extenso  on  page  123  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  read. 

Councilman  Marsee  moved  that  the  Council  refuse  to  concur  in 
Alderman  Foster's  amendment. 

Councilman  Byram  moved  that  "the  Street  Commissioner,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  be 
instructed  to  employ  the  necessary  number  of  men  and  teams  to 
perform  the  work  promptly." 

Councilmen  Steinhauer  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "  Council  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,"  and 
inserting  " Street  Commissioner"  in  lieu  thereof;  which  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

The  said  resolution  now  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  in  view  of  the  approaching  hot  season  and  the  danger  of  epidem* 
ics  likely  to  result  from  the  accumulation  of  filth  and  decomposition  of  an- 
imal and  vegetable  matter  in  the  streets,  alleys,  and  gutters,  that  we  recom- 
mend the  Council  to  immediately  order  all  streets  and  gutters  to  be  cleaned 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  under  th«  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Alleys,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  employ  the  neces- 
sary number  of  men  and  teams  to  perform  the  work  promptly ;  also,  to  in- 
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struct  the  Marshal  to  notify  all  persons  who  allow  waste  water  to  run  into 
gutters,  to  provide  proper  sinks  to  receive  the  water,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  or  to  discontinue  the  flow  of  water  into  the  gutters. 

Councilman  Bugbee  was  excused  for  the  balance  of  session. 

Communication  from  contractor  John  Low,  in  which  he  states 
that  the  street  assessment  against  Frederick  Ruschaupt  had  been 
satisfied  since  the  said  precept  had  been  ordered  by  the  Council  on 
9th  instant,  and  asking  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the 
Common  Council,  so  that  their  said  action  might  be  re-considered 
[see  Proceedings  of  Board  of  Aldermen,  page  124],  was  read,  and, 
on  motion,  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  not  concurring 
in  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk  recommending  the 
issuance  of  aforesaid  precept,  was  approved. 

On  motion  of  Councilman  Reed,  the  vote  by  which  said  Low-

Gentlemen : — I  have  examined  the  wooden  pavements  of  your  city,  and 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  my  method  of  repairs  to  such  pavements,  as  I 
am  confident  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  city  and  the  property  owners 
to  adopt  it  on  the  streets  named  in  your  late  resolutions  in  regard  to  repairs. 

My  plan  is  to  remove  the  rotten  wood;  fill  the  holes  with  concrete;  then 
cover  the  entire  surface  with  concrete,  three  inches  thick,  making  virtually 
a  smooth  concrete  roadway,  by  utilizing  the  present  partly  worn-out  wood 
for  a  foundation. 

This  plan  has  been  successfully  followed  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where  eight 
miles  have  been  treated  in  tMs  way  during  the  last  five  years.  It  is  much 
preferable  to  the  plan  of  repairing  with  wood,  and  is  considerably  cheaper 
than  re-laying  the  wooden  pavement. 

Sufficient  security  will  be  offered  as  to  perfect  work  and  durability,  so  that 
there  shall  be  no  risk  to  the  city  in  adopting  it. 

In  order  that  your  Honorable  Council  may  obtain  full  information  as  to 
the  merits  of  my  pavement,  I  respectfully  ask  that  you  appoint  a  committee 
to  visit  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  examine  a  large  amount  of  work  I 
have  done  there.  In  this  way,  you  can  obtain  more  satisfactory  information 
than  by  any  representations  I  can  make.  There  need  be  no  expense  attached 
to  the  visit  to  Columbus,  as  the  company  with  which  I  am  connected  will 
bear  the  expense,  in  order  to  bring  the  matter  before  you.

To  the  Mayor  and  Coramou  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  were  referred 
sundry  papers,  would  report  as  follows,  to  wit: 
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1st — Is  a  petition  from  M.  J.  Vieira  and  Francis  Thompson,  stating  that 
they  are  the  owners  of  a  valuable  improvement  in  Street  Guides,  which  they 
propose  to  furnish  the  city  for  one  dollar  each,  payable  in  city  warrants  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  payable  in  one  year  after  date,  and 
asking  that  the  city  adopt  the  same. 

Would  report  that,  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  money  we  will  have  this 
year  to  spend  upon  the  improvement  of  streets,  we  recommend  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted.

3d — Is  a  petition  from  G.  W.  Alexander  and  others,  petitioning  for  the 
drainage  of  certain  lots  on  Yeiser  and  Downey  streets,  between  East  (or  Ja- 
pan) street  and  Kennington  street,  and  for  the  proper  drainage  of  said 
district. 

Would  report  that  we  have  viewed  the  property  on  said  streets,  and  find 
the  same  in  as  bad  condition  as  represented  by  said  petitioners.  We  would,, 
therefore,  recommend  that,  in  order  to  give  permanent  relief  to  citizens  re- 
siding in  this  overflowed  district,  the  streets  and  alleys  be  improved,  and  that 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  prepare  such  ordinances,  and  that  the 
property  owners  be  instructed  to  fill  their  lots  where  stagnant  water  stands. 

4th — Is  a  motion  requiring  the  Marshal  to  notify  the  property  owners  at 
the  intersection  of  McCarty  and  Ann  streets  to  fill  a  certain  pond  ofstagnant 
water  within  ten  days,  and,  in  case  they  refuse,  the  Street  Commissioner  to 
do  the  work,  and  charge  the  cost  to  the  property  owners. 

Would  recommend  that  the  Marshal  be  instructed  to  notify  the  property 
owners  to  fill  said  pond,  but  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  not  required  ta 
do  said  work,  in  the  event  of  failure  on  part  of  property  owners.

Whereas,  The  following  communication  has  been  presented  to  this  body 
to- wit: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  following  extract  from  the  papers  of  this  morning  will 
sufficiently  explain  to  you  the  action  taken  yesterday  by  a  public  meeting  of 
citizens : 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  protection,  the  preservation  of 
peace,  the  prevention  of  riots,  and  all  violations  of  the  rights  of  persons  and 
property,  and  to  aid  the  officers  of  the  law  in  "maintaining  peace  and  order 
we  join  in  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Public  Safety. 
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The  resolution  also  recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following  gentle- 
men on  this  committee:  Hop.  Joseph  E.  McDonald,  General  Ben.  Harrison, 
Hon.  Conrad  Baker,  General  John  Love,  General  T.  A.  Morris,  General  Dan. 
Macauley",  and  Hon.  W.  Q.  Gresham.  This  committee  was  directed  to  act 
with  the  Mayor  and  other  lawfully  constituted  authorities,  in  adopting  and 
enforcing  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  safety; 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  being  that  although  there  might  be  no  danger  to 
the  city  from  mob  violence,  the  city  should  at  once  be  placed  in  a  condition 
that  would  make  any  riotous  demonstrations  impossible. 

In  pursuance  of  the  designation  of  said  meeting,  and  under  a  grave  sense 
of  the  responsibilities  involved,  we  have  entered  upon  our  duty  as  a  Commit- 
tee of  Public  Safety.  We  have  ordered  a  special  police  force  for  duty,  and 
taken  other  steps  which  need  not  now  be  detailed,  to  secure  the  end  for 
which  we  were  appointed,  viz.:    the  preservation  of  law  and  order  in  our  city. 

These  measures  have  been  taken,  with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  Mayor 
and  State  authorities. 

They  involve  expense.  The  city  ought  to  assume  these  expenses,  and  such 
others  as  may  be  necessary. 

We  ask  you  to  take  such  action  as  will  facilitate  our  work. 

We  believe  our  citizens  have  unitedly  determined  to  stand  by  the  law,  and 
put  down  all  forms  of  lawlessness  in  our  midst.  We  hope  that,  as  the  result 
of  this  consolidated  public  sentiment,  and  of  the  active  and  determined  ex- 
pression which  it  has  found  in  the  instant  organization  of  a  large  force,  all 
ready  armed  and  ready  for  duty,  that  the  law  may  be  promptly  and  thoroughly 
re-established,  without  any  conflict  in  our  streets.

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Councilman 
Watts,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read,  consid- 
ered, and  duly  concurred  in,  by  clauses  : 

Indianapolis,  July  30,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers,  would  report  on  the  following,  to-wit: 

1st.  Is  a  petition  from  Dr.  L.  D.  Waterman,  stating  that  the  drainage  on 
New  Jersey  street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  streets,  is  incomplete,  leaving 
a  pond  of  water  in  front  of  lots  165  and  169,  in  Allen  &  Root  s  addition,  on 
said  street,  and  asking  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  place  a 
drain  pipe  from  said  pond,  northward,  to  the  State  Ditch. 

We  would  report  that  it  would  require  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  drain, 
age  pipe;  and  the  Civil  Engineer  estimates  that  the  cost  of  said  work  would 
be  $170.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  in- 
structed to  clean  out  the  gutters  where  said  drain  pipe  is  wanted,  so  the  water 
will  flow  off,  and  would  further  recommend  that  the  drain  pipe  be  not  laid 
down  at  this  time. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  suggesting  to  the  Common 
Council  the  propriety  of  appointing  a  special  committee  of  three,  composed 
of  two  Councilmen  and  one  Alderman,  with  instructions  to  inquire  into  and 
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report  whether  or  not  the  present  plan  of  cleaning  and  repairing  of  streets 
is  not  much  more  expensive  than  necessary  for  the  amount  of  work  done; 
also,  whether  or  not,  by  proper  attention,  many  leaks  might  be  stopped  in 
this  Department. 

We  would  respectfully  report  that  we  are  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any 
leaks  in  this  Department,  and  v»e  believe  that  the  repairing  and  cleaning  of 
streets  is  managed  in  an  economical  manner.  We  therefore  do  not  see  the 
propriety  of  the  appointment  of  such  cotumittee,  and  would  recommend  that 
the  motion  be  not  adopted. 

3d.  Is  a  .motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck- 
holes,  with  gravel,  on  College  avenue,  between  Christian  avenue  and  Tinker 
street,  and  on  Central  avenue,  between  its  southern  terminus  and  Tenth 
street 

We  would,  respectfully,  recommend  that  the  motion  be  adopted. 

4th.  Is  a  motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  chuck-hoh 
on  Huron  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and  Noble  street. 

Would  recommend  that  the  motion  be  adopted. 

5th.  Is  a  motion,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  kill  oi 
the  Canada  thistles  in  the  street  south  of  Military  Park,  under  the  directioi 
of  Mr.  Otwell,  Military  Park  Policeman. 

Would  recommend  that  the  motion  be  adopted. 

6th.  Is  a  motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  a  wooden 
culvert  at  the  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Alabama  streets. 

Would  recommend  that  the  work  be  done.

Whereas,  The  City  Attorney  has  given  a  written  opinion  that  there  is  no 
contract  existing  between  the  city  and  Water-Works  Company,  wherein  the 
city  is  compelled  to  use  and  pay  for  all  the  fire  plugs  now  erected ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Marshal  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  give  proper 
notice  to  the  Water- Works  Company  of  the  intention  of  the  city  to  dispense 
with  the  use  and  rent  of  one  hundred  of  these  fire-plugs,  and  that  the  city 
will  decline  to  pay  for  that  number  from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1877. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  together  with  the  Fire  Board,  be  di- 
rected to  designate  one  hundred  of  the  fire-plugs  now  in  use,  to  be  dispensed 
with,  and  that  they  notify  the  Water-Works  Company  of  the  location  of  the 
plugs  so  selected.

Dear  Sir :— In  obedience  to  the  request  of  the  Board,  as  communicated  to 
me  in  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  have,  caused  an 
abstract  to  be  made  of  the  title  to  the  property  situate  between  Tennessee 
and  Mississippi,  Washington  and  Ohio  streets,  Indianapolis,  and  also  made 
the  other  investigations  necessary  in  the  premises.  Herewith  I  hand  you 
the  abstract. 

You  will  perceive  that  it  shows  the  title  to  a  portion  of  the  lots  to  be  still 
vested  in  parties  other  than  the  State  or  City,  by  virtue  of  Sheriff's  sales 
made  in  1848. 

But  in  the  case  of  Ketcham  vs.  The  State,  12  Ind.  620,  Supreme  Court  held 
the  Sheriff's  sales  to  have  been  void.  Therefore,  the  title  to  said  lots  is  still 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  necessary  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  pass  an 
ordinance,  by  its  Common  Council,  and,  accordingly,  execute  deeds  for  a  por- 
tion of  said  square  forty-eight,  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  order  to  perfect 
the  title  of  the  latter  to  the  same. 

In  1872,  the  said  Common  Council  passed  a  resolution  to  vest  the  title  to 
said  property  in  the  State,  as  well  as  to  vacate  the  parts  of  Market  and  Wa- 
bash streets  embraced  within  said  squares  48  and  53,  in  consi  leration  of  the 
erection  of  a  new  State  House.  But  I  think  it  clear  that  such  resolution  is 
not  sufficient  in  the  premises,  but  the  conveyance  must  be  made  through  the 
vehicle  of  an  ordinance  and  deed,  as  above  named. 

Accordingly,  I  have  prepared  a  petition  for  such  an  ordinance  to  be  made 
and  deed  executed,  addressed  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, to  be  signed  by  your  Commission  and  myself,  which  I  recommend  you 
present  to  said  Council  at  the  earliest  opportunity.

By  an  act  of  the  14th  Congress,  1st  session,  chapter  57,  approved  April  19, 
1816,  four  sections  of  land  in  Township  15,  north  of  range  3  east,  of  the  1st 
principal  meridian,  are  donated  to  the  State  of  Indiana  for  a  seat  of  Govern- 
ment.

By  an  Act  of  the  15th  Congress,  2d  session,  chapters  83,  84,  and  85,  approved 
March  3,  1819,  sections  1  and  12,  and  fractional  sections  2  and  11,  which  lies 
on  the  east  side  of  White  River,  and  so  much  of  section  3  as  will  make  four 
entire  sections,  or  2,560  acres,  shall  constitute  the  above  donation. 

[The  original  survey  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  made  in  the  year  1821, 
is  included  within  North,  South,  East,  and  West  streets,  embracing  squares 
from  I  to  101  inclusive,  which  are  subdivided  into  lots ;  and,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  of  1824,  out-lots  numbering  from  1  to  10  on  the  nosth,  and  11  to  20,  in- 
clusive, on  the  south  side  of  the  city  were  laid  off,  and  in  1825  an  additional 
survey  of  out-lots,  including  21  to  30  on  the  south,  and  31  to  40  on  the  north 
side  of  the  city  was  authorized.

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned,  late  of  the  firm  of  Stough  &  Hugo,  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  bodies  that 
there  is  an  error  in  their  schedule  for  taxation,  of  credits,  stocks,  and  other 
personal  property  held  by  them  as  a  firm  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1876,  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

In  item  No.  10,  "Value  of  all  goods  and  merchandise  on  hand,"  is  reported

Sealed  proposals  for  grading  and  graveling  Bellefontaine  avenue, 
and  paving  with  brick  the  sidewalks  thereof,  from  Lincoln  avenue 
to  Tinker  or  Seventh  street ;  also,  for  grading  and  graveling  Her- 
bert street  and  sidewalks,  between  Illinois  and  Meridian  streets, — 
were  received,  opened,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Contracts.

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Sealed  proposals  for  repairing  the  wooden-block  pavements  on 
Meridian  street,  from  New  York  to  Seventh  street ;  on  Tennessee 
street,  from  Market  to  Seventh  street ;  and  on  Delaware  street, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Seventh  street, — were  received, 
opened,  and  read. 

On  Councilman  Steinhauer's  motion,  the  special  committee  who 
had  visited  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
Abbott  method  of  improving  defective  wooden  pavements,  was 
by  unanimous  consent,  permitted  to  submit  its  report. 

The  report  of  said  special  committee  is  as  follows  : 

Indianapolis,  August  13,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of  the 
Columbus  Paving  Company,  with  instructions  to  visit  the  City  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  and  make  special  examination  of  the  concrete  pavements  in  said  city, 
would  report  the  following  facts,  to-wit: 

High  street,  from  the  depot  to  Friend  street,  was  paved  with  the  "Parisian 
Concrete  "  two  years  ago.  A  part  of  it  is  good,  but  the  greater  portion  of  it 
is  badly  broken  up.  The  City  Council  is  taking  steps  to  have  it  surfaced 
with  the  "Abbott  Concrete." 

Town  street  was  paved  with  the  "  Filbert  Vulcanite,"  by  Smith  &  Co.,  two 
years  ago,  and  began  breaking  up  before  it  was  finished.  Last  year,  the 
greater  portion  was  re-coated,  and  it  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Fourth  street,  at  the  Market,  the  intersection  of  Broad  and  Third  streets, 
and  the  intersection  of  South  High  and  Mound  streets,  were  paved  with 
"Abbott  Concrete"  two  years  ago,  and  are  now  in  perfect  condition,  without 
any  repairs  having  to  be  done. 

Fourth  street  is  laid  three  inches  thick,  over  old  cobble  stone;  Broad 
street,  three  inches,  over  old  McAdam ;  and  South  High  street,  three  inches, 
over  old  wooden  block  pavement. 

North  High  street,  from  the  depot  to  the  city  line,  a  distance  of  three  and 
a  half  miles,  was  pavsd  last  year  with  the  Abbott  Concrete,  five  inches  thick, 
over  seven  inches  of  broken  stone.  It  passed  through  last  winter  without 
any  cracks  or  disintegration,  and  has  now  passed  through  the  heat  of  sum- 
mer without  becoming  too  soft.  Its  flexibility,  elasticity,  tenacity,  smooth- 
ness, and  durability,  are  evidently  satisfactory  to  the  most  skeptical  investi- 
gator. The  contractors,  who  have  guaranteed  it  for  five  years,  expect  that 
the  interest  on  $5,000,  retained  by  the  city  for  five  years,  will  keep  it  in  per- 
fect repair. 

This  street  is  kept  clean  by  the  Columbus  Paving  Company,  on  a  five  years* 
contract.     They   use   horse-sweepers,  with    a  sprinkling-cart   ahead   of  the 
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sweeper,  which  throws  the  sweepings  into  the  gutters,  where  they  are  after- 
wards taken  up  by  a  cartman  and  drawn  off  the  street.  The  entire  street  is 
cleaned  once  each  day,  at  an  annual  cost  of  fifteen  cents  per  front  foot. 

In  addition  to  the  above  pavements,  the  State  has  laid  down  seven  thou- 
sand yards  of  the  "Abbott  Concrete"  in  the  State  House  and  Blind  Asylum 
grounds,  and  have  just  closed  up  a  contract  for  an  addition  of  three  thousand 
yards.  All  of  this  pavement  is  in  perfect  condition,  and  gives  universal 
satisfaction. 

The  Columbus  Paving  Company  have  the  most  complete  apparatus  in  the 
country  for  constructing  concrete  pavements.  The  greatest  improvement 
yet  made  in  methods  of  handling  bitumen  is  the  air-tight  tank  system, 
which  they  exclusively  use.  By  this  is  secured  perfect  uniformity  of  heat. 
Ten  thousand  gallons  are  kept  at  a  heat  of  400°,  indicated  by  a  pyrometer. 
All  other  parties  use  open  kettles,  in  which  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to 
obtain  uniformity  of  heat. 

After  making  careful  investigation,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that,  in  our 
opinion,  the  only  real  and  fruitful  causes  of  failure  are,  imperfect  apparatus, 
bad  material,  and  unskilled  labor;  all  of  which  the  Columbus  Paving  Com- 
pany have  avoided,  and  have  met  with  uniform  success. 

We  gave  our  special  attention  to  the  surfaced  wooden-block  pavement  on 
South  High  street,  which,  in  our  opinion,  has  proven  a  complete  success;  so 
much  so,  indeed,  that  the  property  owners  along  the  line  petitioned  the  City 
Council  to  cover  with  concrete  the  remainder  of  the  block  pavements  in  the 
•«ity.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was 
read  by  clauses,  and  the  several  legal  opinions  therein  contained 
were  severally  concurred  in : 

Indianapolis,  August  13,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — 1st.  General  ordinance  No.  30,  1877,  providing  for  the  grant- 
ing of  a  special  license  to  the  City  Garden  Theatre,  was  referred  to  me. 

I  would  report  that  there  is  a  general  ordinance  now  in  force  that  pre- 
scribes how  licenses  shall  be  granted  to  theatrical  and  other  exhibitions,  and 
fixing  the  amount  that  shall  be  paid  for  the  same.  The  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance would  grant  a  license  to  this  theatre  or  garden,  at  a  much  less  sum 
than  they  would  otherwise  have  to  pay. 

If  the  ordinance  is  passed,  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  amended,  by 
^striking  out  the  clause  providing  that  it  may  be  repealed  at  any  time  after 
the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  that  a  clause  be  inserted,  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  any  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  room,  building,  or  place  where  the  said 
theatrical  performances  are  conducted,  and  also  prohibiting  any  exhibition  to 
be  carried  on  therein  on  Sunday;  and  that  the  c<  nviction,  before  the  Mayor, 
of  the  violation  of  any  of  said  provisions,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
license. 
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2d.  The  petition  of  J.  H.  Gruenert,  asking  for  a  special  license,  was  also 
referred  to  me. 

My  report  upon  general  ordinance  No.  30  applies  to  this  petition  also,  as  I 
understand  the  cases  to  be  similar. 

3d.     General  ordinance  No.  31,  1877,  was  also  referred  to  me. 

It  is  amendatory  to  an  ordinance  that  prohibits  the  giving  of  exhibition&- 
and  theatrical  performances  in  the  room  or  building  where  intoxicating; 
liquors  are  sold.  The  only  change  that  this  ordinance  makes  is,  that  it  pro- 
hibits such  performances  in  a  place  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold, 
except  when  license  is  obtained  of  the  city,  and  fixes  the  amount  of  the 
license.  Any  person  carrying  on  any  exhibition  or  theatrical  performance  is 
required,  by  ordinances  now  in  force,  to  procure  license.  The  effect  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  would  be  to  reduce  the  license  now  required,  and 
to  legalize  the  conducting  of  theatrical  performances  in  places  where  intoxi- 
cating liquors  are  sold.  The  object  of  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
March  14,  1864,  was  to  prohibit  the  giving  of  theatrical  and  other  exhibitions 
in  saloons  and  places  where  liquor  was  sold.  If  the  Council  desire  to  remove 
that  prohibition,  the  best  way,  in  my  opinion,  would  be  to  repeal  the  second; 
section  of  the  ordinance  of  March  14,  1864. 

Therefore,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  should  not  be  passed. 

4th.     General  ordinance  No.  32,  1877,  was  also  referred  to  me. 

This  ordinance  seeks  to  amend  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance  of  March? 
14,  1864,  by  providing  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  exhibit,  for  the  purposes  of" 
gain,  or  to  attract  persons,  any  exhibition  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  fact  that  the  exhibition  is  given  for  gain,  or  to  attract 
persons,  in  any  way  affects  the  matter,  and  the  only  effect  of  this  change 
would  be  to  make  it  almost  impossible  to  enforce  the  ordinance,  for  the- 
reason  that  it  nrght  be  very  hard  to  prove  whether  or  not  an  exhibition  or 
theater  was  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  gain,  or  to  attract  persons. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  not  passed. 

5th.     General  ordinance  No.  33,  1877,  was  also  referred  to  me. 

This  ordinance  seeks  to  amend  an  ordinance  nosy  in  force,  prohibiting  the 
conducting  and  carrying  on  of  any  theatrical  or  negro-minstrel  performance 
on  Sunday,  or  on  the  evening  of  said  day.  The  only  change  that  the  amend- 
ment makes  is  a  provision  that  such  exhibitions  shall  not  be  given  on  Sun- 
day for  "gain,  or  to  attract  persons."  The  change  would  simply  make  it 
almost  impossible  to  convict  any  one  of  a  violation  of  the  ordinance,  for  the- 
same  reasons  that  I  have  stated  in  my  report  upon  ordinance  No.  32. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  not  passed.

The  following  message  was  duly  received :

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  held  August  8,  1877, 
the  following  recommendation,  which  I  herewith  transmit  for  your  action 
upon  same,  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  the 
repair  of  Virginia  avenue,  from   Louisiana  street  to  Dillon  street,  has  been 
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-exhausted,  and  there  still  remains  about  two  squares  in  very  bad  condition — 
in  fact,  the  worst  part  of  the  street ;  therefore,

THE   THOMAS    D.    GREGG    BEQUEST. 

By  consent,  the  following  papers  were  read ;  and  were  then,  on 
motion  of  Councilman  A.  L.  Wright,  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  we  (i.  «.,  Roscoe  0.  Haw- 
kins, City  Attorney,  and  the  undersigned)  proceeded  to  King  William's 
•county,  Virginia,  on  the  25th  of  July,  and  returned  home  on  the  5th  August 
instant. 

On  arriving  at  Richmond,  in  that  Slate,  we  consulted  with  several  attor- 
neys, there  resident,  in  regard  to  the  business  in  band;  which  resulted  in 
the  retaining  of  Major  Legh  R.  Page  as  senior  counsel  in  our  case,  and  he 
advised  the  employment  of  additional  counsel,  resident  of  King  William's 
county,  where  our  testator  was  sojourning  at  the  time  of  his  death;  said 
Page  proposing  Col.  William  R.  Aylett,  of  that  county,  as  most  suitable,  if 
not  already  retained  in  opposition  to  us. 

We  then  proceeded  to  King  William's  county,  and  found  Col.  Aylett  both 
•competent  and  agreeable,  and  perhaps  the  attorney  above  all  others  in  that 
county  we  ought  to  employ;  and  thereupon  we  retained  him  as  adjunct  and 
.junior  counsel  in  our  case;  and  under  his  advice  and  arrangement  we  had 
an  interview  with  Dr.  D.  H.  Gregg,  brother  of  the  deceased  testator. 

The  doctor  admitted  our  will  is  entirely  in  the  handwriting  of  his  deceased 
brother,  the  testator,  and  disclaimed  all  expectations  of  any  part  of  said  bro- 
ther's estate,  but  alleged  another  will  in  being.  But  we  are  informed  that 
the  will  alluded  to  by  the  doctor  was  prepared  by  him,  but  neither  approved 
nor  executed,  and,  therefore,  not  very  likely  to  be  set  up  in  opposition  to 
ours. 

We  ascertained  that  our  will  could  not  be  filed  for  probate  until  the  next 
€ourt,  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  the  present  month  (August),  and  that  publi- 
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cation  of  notice  of  the  pendency  of  our  suit  should  be  given  to  the  non- 
resident heirs-at-law days  before  the  time  of  trial;  and,  consequently,. 

full  probate  can  not  be  made  until  the  October  term  of  said  Court. 

As  it  is  necessary  that  our  will  shall  be  on  hand  for  filing,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  time,  the  same  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Major  Page,  senior  coun- 
sel, at  Richmond,  Va.,  taking  his  receipt  therefor  on  a  verified  copy  thereof, 
and  he  agreeing  to  deposit  the  original  in  bank,  for  safe  keeping,  until 
needed  for  filing  in  Court. 

The  counsel  retained  are  gentlemen,  both  eminent  in  their  profession  and 
social  position,  with  ample  substance  to  guaranty  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  trust  reposed  in  them;  and  we  are  satisfied  they  will  prosecute  our  claim 
promptly,  skillfully,  and  successfully. 

In  regard  to  the  manner  of  probating  our  will,  we  learn  that,  by  the  laws 
of  Virginia,  a  last  will  and  testament  wholly  in  the  handwriting  of  the  tes. 
tator  (as  is  ours),  and  proven  to  be  so  on  trial,  in  open  Court,  is  sufficient  to 
admit  the  same  to  full  probate.  The  undersigned  being  able  to  testify  to 
the  handwriting  of  our  testator,  and  Dr.  Gregg's  admission  in  our  presence, 
would  be  ample  testimony  on  trial,  under  the  law  as  above  stated;  but,  for 
fear  the  doctor  might  be  absent,  and,  if  present,  unwilling  to  go  upon  the 
stand,  our  attorneys  prefer  the  deposition  of  William  D.  Wygant,  the  only 
surviving  witness  to  the  execution  of  our  will.  Towards  obtaining  said  depo- 
sition, since  returning  home,  Mr.  Wygant's  address  and  venue  has  been  sent, 
to  our  attorneys,  in  order  that  they  may  cause  a  dedimus  or  commission  to 
issue  in  due  time  to  take  the  same. 

Pending  the  suit,  our  attorneys  suggest  the  removal  of  the  present  admin- 
istrator, and  the  appointment  of  a  curator  ad  hoc,  to  take  care  of  the  property 
of  deceased,  as  named  in  said  administrator's  inventory  filed  in  Court;  col- 
lecting the  dividends  on  the  same,  when  payable,  and  reinvest  them;  also,, 
to  take  possession  of,  and  safely  keep,  all  title  and  other  papers  of  value 
pertaining  to  said  estate,  until  the  Court  shall  determine  our  city's  rights- 
therein.     We  approve  this  course. 

The  undersigned,  a-s  a  probable  executor  of  said  estate,  suggests  that,  on 
final  probate  of  said  will,  a  copy  thereof,  duly  certified,  should  be  filed  in  the 
proper  Court  of  Dallas  county,  Iowa,  and  legal  proceedings  be  instituted  to 
recover  decedent's  real  estate  in  that  county,  or  the  value  thereof.

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed 
to  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  money  in  his 
Department,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen on  the  first  meeting  of  every  month.

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On  Councilman  Layman's  motion,  the  above  proposals  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  with  instructions  to  prepare 
and  submit  a  report  on  same  at  this  session.

Also,  presented  the  following  communication ;  which,  on  Coun- 
cilman Reed's  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Fire  Board  and  the  City 

Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  August  20,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — The  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  desire  to  call  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  some  facts  found  almost  wholly  within 
the  Council  records,  and  to  an  important  conclusion  obviously  resulting 
therefrom. 

1.  By  section  3  of  the  original  Water  Works  ordinance,  the  company  was 
required,  at  its  own  cost,  "to  erect  and  attach  as  many  hydrants  or  fireplugs 
as  the  City  Council  may  direct."  This  provision  related  to  the  first  twenty 
miles  of  pipe  put  down  by  the  company.  In  the  exercise  of  the  discretion 
thus  given,  the  Council  located  and  required  the  company  to  furnish  and 
erect  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  fire-plugs  or  hydrants  on  the  twenty  miles 
of  pipe  aforesaid.  This  was  promptly  done,  and  the  plugs  went  into  use  by 
the  city,  and  have,  until  now,  been  paid  for  at  the  price  mentioned  in  the 
ordinance. 

Upon  these  facts,  the  company  is  advised  that,  after  the  notice  by  the  city 
of  the  number  of  hydrants  to  be  placed  on  this  first  twenty  miles  of  pipe, 
the  case  is  the  same  as  if  the  ordinance  had  provided  that  this  company 
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should  "erect  and  attach  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  hydrants 
or  fire-plugs."  In  other  words,  that  there  was  here  a  contract,  on  the  part  of 
the  company,  to  erect  and  supply  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  plugs  with 
water,  and  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  pay  for  them  at  the  stipulated  rate  per 
plug. 

This  company  protests  that  a  construction  of  this  ordinance,  which  would 
allow  the  city  to  throw  out  of  use  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  these 
plugs,  and  require  the  company  to  maintain  its  works  in  a  condition  to  fur- 
nish a  fire  pressure  to  the  one  remaining  plug,  finds  no  support  in  the  letter 
of  the  ordinance,  and  is  utterly  variant  from  its  spirit  and  to  the  conduct  of 
the  parties  under  it. 

2.  On  the  15th  of  June,  1874,  your  honorable  body  proposed,  in  the  form 
of  a  preamble  and  resolution,  certain  terms  to  this  company,  for  an  exten- 
sion of  the  line  of  pipes  and  for  an  increase  of  the  number  of  fire  plugs. 
By  the  contract  resulting  from  an  acceptance  by  the  company  of  the  terms 
thus  proposed,  it  became  obligatory  upon  the  company  to  make  large  and 
very  expensive  additions  to  their  pumping  machinery,  and  to  put  down 
twenty  miles  more  of  pipe.  All  this  was  promptly  done.  On  the  part  of  the 
city,  it  was  stipulated  that  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  fire  plugs,  "in  addi. 
tion  to  those  now  in  use,"  to  be  located  on  the  old  mains  or  upon  the  exten- 
sion pipe,  as  the  city  might  direct,  should  be  accepted  by  the  city,  and  paid 
for  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  plug.  These  plugs  were 
put  in,  and  have,  until  now,  been  paid  for  by  the  city. 

This  company  understands  that  your  legal  adviser,  in  his  opinion  given  to 
you  on  this  subject,  admits  that  there  is  here  a  contract  which  binds  the 
city,  for  the  time,  to  take  and  pay  for  these  three  hundred  and  sixty-five 
additional  plugs. 

We  suggest,  but  do  not  stop  to  press  the  point,  that  an  agreement  to  take 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  "in  addition"  to  the  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  then  in  use,  is  very  much  like  a  contract  to  take  five  hundred  and  fifty 
hydrants. 

3.  On  the  18th  day  of  June,  1877,  in  response  to  a  resolution  of  your  hon- 
orable body,  R.  O.  Hawkins,  Esq ,  City  Attorney,  submitted  an  opinion  upon 
this  whole  subject,  from  which  the  following  extract,  showing  his  conclusion, 
is  taken:  *  *  *  "And,  therefore,  I  think  the  city  is  not  obligated  to  use 
any  specified  number  of  fire-plugs  for  any  particular  time,  but  that  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  right  and  power  to  designate 
what  number  they  will  use,  and  the  city  would  be  bound  to  pay  only  for 
those  so  used." 

Afterwards,  on  July  16,  1877,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
passed  by  the  City  Council,  viz. : 

"  Whereas,  In  consequence  of  a  limited  revenue,  it  is  necessary  to  curtail 
all  and  every  avoidable  expense  attending  the  city  government;  and, 

"Whereas,  It  is  believed  by  the  members  of  this  Council  that  the  number 
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of  fire  plugs  now  being  paid  for  by  the  city  can,  without  detriment  to  the 
welfare  of  the  fire  department,  be  reduced;  and, 

"Whereas,  The  City  Attorney  has  given  a  written  opinion  that  there  is  no 
contract  existing  between  the  city  and  Water  Works  Company,  wherein  the 
city  is  compelled  to  use  and  pay  for  all  the  fire-plugs  now  erected ;  therefore, 
be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  City  Marshal  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  give  proper 
notice  to  the  Water  Works  Company  of  the  intention  of  the  city  to  dispense 
with  the  use  and  rent  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  these  fire-plugs,  and  that 
the  city  will  decline  to  pay  for  that  number  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
August,  1877. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  together  with  the  Fire  Board,  be 
directed  to  designate  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  fire  plugs  now  in  use  to 
be  dispensed  with,  and  that  they  notify  the  Water  Works  Company  of  the 
location  of  the  plugs  so  selected." 

The  City  Marshal  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer  have  discharged  the  duties 
thus  devolved  upon  them.  Eighty  of  the  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  plugs, 
and  twenty  of  the  original  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  have  been  ordered 
out  of  use. 

This  arbitrary  action  of  your  honorable  body  is  so  injurious  to  this  com- 
pany, that  it  has  been  compelled  to  consider  the  question,  Whether,  if  the 
city  has  no  contract  with  the  company,  it  can  be  possible  that  this  company 
has  any  contract  with  the  city  ? 

Upon  advice  taken,  we  have  concluded  that  mutuality  is  of  the  essence  of 
contract.  That  if  this  is  true,  as  you  have  resolved,  "that  there  is  no  con- 
tract existing  between  the  city  an  i  Water  Works  Company,  wherein  the  city 
is  compelled  to  use  and  pay  for  all  the  fire-plugs  now  erected,"  then  it  must 
be  true  that  this  company  is  under  no  contract-obligation  to  furnish  to  the 
city  all  or  any  of  the  fire  plugs  now  in  use.  This  company  rejects  the  idea 
that  the  city  may  order  plugs  in  or  out  as  may  suit  its  caprice. 

The  very  large  expense  incurred  by  this  company  for  additional  machinery, 
for  the  purchase  and  placing  of  twenty  miles  of  pipe,  and  for  the  fire  plugs 
now  to  be  made  useless,  was  incurred  upon  the  faith  of  the  city's  promise  to 
take  and  pay  for  three  hundred  and  six'v-five  additional  fire-plugs.  This  ex- 
pressly so  recited  in  your  resolutions.  Upon  the  income  thus  to  be  derived 
the  company  largely  relied  for  means  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  bonded 
debt  necessarily  created  in  doing  the  work. 

In  view  of  the  position  taken  by  the  city,  but  one  course  is  open  to  this 
company,  and  that  is  to  give  notice,  as  is  hereby  done,  that,  on  account  of  the 
flagrant  violations  of  said  contracts  by  the  city,  this  company  will,  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  this  20th  day  of  August,  1877,  cease  to  fur- 
nish, for  the  use  of  the  city,  any  fire-plugs,  and  will  turn  off  the  water  supply 
for  all  plugs  now  in  use.         Very  respectfully,

on  Finance,  With  the  City  Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  August  13,  1877. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council,  adopted  last  evening, 
which  authorized  the  selection  of  a  committee,  consisting  of  Gov.  James  D. 
"Williams,  Hon.  John  Caven,  Adjutant-General  Russ,  General  Thomas  A.  Mor- 
ris, Commissary  John  D.  Nicholas,  William  Wallace,  and  Arthur  L.  Wright, 
said  committee  met  at  the  Governor's  office  this  day,  all  the  members  being 
present  save  General  Morris  and  Mayor  Caven,  who  were  represented,  res- 
pectively, by  General  Love  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  City 
Attorney  Hawkins  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

The  object  of  the  appointment  of  the  committee  was  to  adjudicate  certain 
expenses  incurred  during  the  recent  strike,  and,  after  full  consultation,  the 
following  reporfc  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  During  an  emergency,  a  number  of  debts  were  contracted,  which 
should  be  paid  promptly;  and, 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  committee  that  the  Mili- 
tary Contingent  Fund  of  the  State,  consisting  of  only  $3,000,  has  been  en- 
tirely exhausted,  with  provision  yet  to  be  made  for  the  payment  of  three 
companies;  and, 

Whereas,  The  State  has  assumed,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  separate 
accounts,  all  bills  for  rations  incurred  by  companies  regularly  mustered  into 
the  service  and  under  marching  orders,  amounting  to  $413.50,  of  the  total  of 
bills  in  the  hands  of  Commissary  Nicholas : 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  by  this  committee,  that  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis assume  and  authorize  at  once  the  payment  of  $1,873.00  (eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three  dollars),  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
in  order  to  liquidate  the  balance  of  accounts  outstanding.

I  have  signed  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  apportion  the 
account  of  commissary  for  supplies  furnished  the  several  military  companies 
during  the  late  strike,  without  intending  thereby  to  admit  the  liability  of  the 
city  to  pay  said  accounts. 
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On  the  other  hand,  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  pay 
ihem  But  I  am  informed  that  the  fund  provided  for  such  a  purpose  by  the 
proper  appropriation  has  been  exhausted,  and  the  effect  of  a  refusal,  on  the 
part  of  the  city,  to  pay  them,  will  be  to  delay  payment  to  persons  who,  under 
circumstances  of  great  emergency,  promptly  advanced  what  was  desired  and 
necessary.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  would  be  unjust,  and  that  all  citi- 
zens should  bear  the  burthen  equally.

The  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  through  Councilman  Izor,  pre- 
sented the  following  bond  of  the  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke 
Company: 

This  Indenture  Witnesseth,  That  we,  the  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
and - 

are  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  the  pe- 
nal sum  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars,  for  the  payment  whereof,  well 
and  truly  to  be  made,  without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraisement  laws, 
we  bind  ourselves,  our  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  by  these 
presents. 

Provided,  however,  and  these  presents  are  upon  this  express  condition,  viz.  r 
That,  whereas,  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  has,  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance 
of  said  city  entitled  "  An  ordinance  investing  Robert  Dickson  and  his  associ- 
ates, and  their  assigns,  with  the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  City  of 
Indianapo'is  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  upon  certain  conditions  therein 
named;  approved  the  22d  of  May,  1876";  and  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance^, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  to  amend  the  first  section  "  of  the  above  entitled 
ordinance;  approved  April  23d,  1877,  invested  said  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and 
Coke  Company  with  the  privilege  of  using  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  pub- 
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lie  grounds  of  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  in  the  streets,  etc. , 
pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  and  through  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said 
<jity  and  its  inhabitants,  upon  certain  conditions  and  provisos  in  said  ordi- 
nances fully  set  out  and  defined. 

Now,  therefore,  If  said  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  furnish, 
and  continue  to  furnish,  the  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  gas,  as  provided 
for  in  said  ordinances,  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years,  distinctly  and  apart 
from  any  other  gas  company,  and  shall  not  sell  to  nor  consolidate  with  the 
Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  then  this  obligation  shall  be  null 
and  void,  else  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue  in  law. 

And  it  is  agreed  by  us,  further,  that  said  amount  of  twenty-Jive  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  considered  as  liquidated  damages  if  said  Citizens'  Gas-Light 
and  Coke  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  and  all  provisions  of  said 
ordinances;  such  failure  to  be  determined  by  judicial  decision. 

But  in  case  said  company  shall  be  delayed  beyond  the  time  specified  in 
said  ordinances,  in  laying  the  ten  miles  of  pipe  therein  provided  for,  by  reason 
of  the  interruption  of  transportation  over  the  railroads,  from  causes  over 
which  said  company  have  no  control,  or  by  reason  of  the  interposition  of 
legal  proceedings,  restraining  their  proceeding  with  such  work,  such  delay 
shall  not  be  deemed  a  violation,  on  the  part  of  said  company,  of  the  provi- 
sions of  such  ordinances. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed,  That  each  party  who  signs  this  bond  as  surety  for 
said  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  binds  himself  only  for,  and  limits 
his  liability  to,  such  amount  of  said  penal  sum  named  therein  as  is  set  oppo- 
site his  signature.

We  are  informed  that  this  work  has  already  been  done  by  said  officer,  and, 
therefore,  the  adoption  of  above  motion  is  now  unnecessary. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  to  instruct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  or  drain  a  pond 
in  Spruce  street,  near  Woodlawn  avenue. 

We  respectfully  report  against  this  work  at  the  expense  of  the  Street- 
Kepair  Department. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  to  instruct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  a  certain  ditch 
in  New  York  and  Clinton  streets,  left  in  an  impassable  condition  by  the  Gas 
Company. 

We  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  notify  the  Gas  Company  to 
fill  and  grade  said  ditch  within  ten  days;  or,  on  its  failure  so  to  do,  within 
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the  allotted  time,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  do  the  work,  and  collect  cost 
of  same  from  said  company. 

7th.  Is  a  motion,  originated  in  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
reciting  that  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  recently  appropriated  for  the 
repair  of  Virginia  avenue,  from  Louisiana  to  Dillon  street,  had  been  exhaust- 
ed; that  there  still  remained  about  two  squares  unrepaired;  and  recom- 
mending that  the  Council  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  finish  said  street.

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mittee  of  Safety  and  by  their  order  during  the  late  "strike,"  would  report 
that  we  have  examined  the  matter;  and  while  we  feel  that  the  bills  should 
be  paid  by  the  State,  still,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  passed  a  resolution,  in  which  they  assumed  and  agreed 
that  the  city  should  pay,  or  be  responsible  for,  all  the  bills  incurred  by  "The 
Committee  of  Safety ;  V  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  has  paid  all 
the  men,  including  the  citizens  who  were  .formed  into  companies,  and  also 
those  in  the  State  service,  their  per  diem,  and  also  the  expenses  of  those  who 
were  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  State  authorities,  and  in  so  doing  have  ex- 
hausted the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature;  we  think  that  the  city 
should  appropriate  the  sum  necessary  to  pay  the  bills,  and  if  possible  induce 
the  State  Legislature  to  reimburse  her  at  its  next  session.  We  feel  that  the 
bills  should  be  paid  at  once,  as  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  due  are  citizens 
of  our  city,  who  advanced  the  necessary  supplies  upon  the  faith  of  the  action 
of  the  city  authorities,  and  are  in  need  of  the  money.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Asses- 
sor and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bonds  of  Wm.  M.  Wiles, 
City  Treasurer  elect;  Benj.  C.Wright,  City  Clerk  elect;  and  Wm.  Hadley, 
City  Assessor  elect,  would  report  that  we  have  examined  the  same,  and  find 
them  to  be  in  the  proper  form,  and  for  the  amounts  required  by  law  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  that  the  signers  of  the  same  are  amply  respon- 
sible for  the  amounts  named  in  each.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  same  be  approved  by  the  Council. 
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2d.  The  bond  of  The  Citizens'  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  was  also  re- 
ferred to  us.  We  would  report  that  the  bond  limits  the  liability  of  the  sign- 
ers to  the  amount  set  opposite  the  respective  signatures  of  each  signer,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Frost,  none  of  the  signers  fix  their  liability  above 
two  thousand  dollars.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bond  should  not  be 
in  this  form ;  that  it  should  not  be  limited,  but  that  it  should  be  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  signed  by  sureties  without  condition  as  to  the  liability 
of  each  signer.  We  have  also  examined  the  bond  as  to  the  responsibility  of 
the  signers,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bond,  as  presented  to  the  Coun- 
cil, would  not  be  security  to  the  city  for  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The 
ordinance  requires  the  bond  to  be  secured  by  "  good  and  sufficient  freehold 
security."  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  number  of  the  signers  are  not  re- 
sponsible to  the  amount  for  which  they  sign  the  bond,  and  Mr.  Frost,  the 
signer  for  the  largest  amount,  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  is  not  a  free- 
holder here,  although  he  may  be  amply  responsible. 

Since  the  bond  was  referred  to  your  committee,  the  company  have  pro- 
cured the  signature  of  Samuel  J.  Patterson  for  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and 
C.  E.  Merrifield  has  increased  the  amount  for  which  he  is  liable  to  four  thou- 
sand dollars.  With  these  additions  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  security  is  good  for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  but  that 
the  form  of  the  bond  is  not  such  as  the  city  ought  to  approve  or  accept.

REPORT    FROM    BOARD. 


The  Fire    Board  and   City  Attorney  submitted  the   following 
report;  which  was  concurred  in  : 
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Indianapolis,  September  3,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Fire  Board  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communication  from  John  R.  Elder,  President  of  the  Water-Works  Com- 
pany of  Indianapolis,  would  report  that  we  have  had  the  same  under  advise- 
ment, and  find  that  section  3  of  the  charter  of  the  Water- Works  Company 
provides,  among  other  things,  as  follows : 

"The  company  shall  supply  to  the  city,  upon  the  several  streets  and  ave- 
nues in  which  pipes  and  conduits  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cisterns  and  local- 
ities off  of  the  same,  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such  quantity  of  wa- 
ter as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  public  use  or  drainage  and  fire 
purposes " ;  and  section  8  of  the  same  charter  provides,  "  That  nothing  in 
this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  construed  as  a  grant  to  said  company,  or 
its  successors,  any  exclusive  privilege  of  constructing  and  operating  water- 
works in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  but  the  city  hereby  expressly  reserves  the 
right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  construct  and  operate  waterworks  for  itself,  or 
to  charter  another  company  to  construct  and  operate  water-works  in  said 
«ity." 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  tint  these  provisions  are  not  such  as 
compel  the  city  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  water,  or  that  she  shall  take  and 
pay  for  all  the  water  that  the  company  might  desire  to  furnish,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  they  are  direct  provisions  that  the  company  will  and  shall  furnish 
•such  quantities  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  City  Council,  as  representatives  of  the  people,  to  decide  what  amount 
of  water  the  city  needs,  or  can  afford  to  take  and  pay  for,  and  the  company 
is  under  obligations  to  furnish  that  amount. 

The  charter  of  the  company  also  provides,  in  section  4,  that  "  Should  the 
city  or  its  citizens,  at  any  time,  through  the  willfulness  or  carelessness  of  the 
company,  be  deprived  of  necessary  water  for  thirty  six  consecutive  hours,  the 
company  shall  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  rights  under  this  charter."  Un 
der  these  provisions  of  the  charter,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
if  the  Water  Works  Company  should  refuse  to  furnish  the  city  such  water  as 
the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  require,  for  a  period  of  thirty- 
six  hours,  they  would  thereby  forfeit  all  their  rights  under  the  charter  granted 
them  by  the  city. 

It  can  not  be  claimed,  we  think,  that  the  charter  granted  by  the  city  to 
this  company  was  a  contract,  upon  the  part  of  the  city,  to  take  and  pay  rent 
for  any  particular  number  of  hvdrants  forever  or  for  an  indefinite  time;  for 
the  8th  section,  before  quoted,  states  explicitly  that  the  city  reserves  all  rights 
upon  that  point.  The  resolution  of  June  15th,  1874,  it  is  claimed,  was  a  con- 
tract to  take  and  pay  for  365  or  550  plugs,  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  annum  If 
so,  for  how  long  ?  No  time  is  fixed  ;  and  the  inference  must  be  that  it  means 
forever,  or  else  it  means  so  long  as  the  City  Council  shall  deem  best.  If  the 
former  construction   is  placed  upon  it,  and  it  was  a  contract,  then  the  city  is 
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bound,  forever,  to  pay  to  the  company  $50  per  annum  for  each  of  the  550  hy- 
drants. We  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  such  construction  can  be  placed  upon 
the  resolution. 

But  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  reso- 
lution was  passed  June  15th,  1874,  by  which  the  Council  undertook  to  pro- 
vide for  365  additional  fire-plugs,  but  there  was,  at  that  time,  an  ordinance 
in  force,  that  was  ordained  and  established  August  1st,  1872,  in  relation  to' 
the  subject  of  fire-hydrants,  and  the  4th  section  of  that  ordinance  provides 
as  follows :  "  No  fire-hydrants,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  city,  shall  be  located 
and  established  at  any  other  point  than  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance, 
except  by  special  ordinance  regularly  passed  by  the  Common  Council."  The 
resolution  of  June  15th,  1874,  was  directly  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance,, 
and,  for  that  reason,  would  be  null  and  void. 

And  your  committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  city  had  entered 
into  an  agreement,  in  writing,  to  take  a  given  number  of  plugs,  and  pay  for 
them  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  annum  forever,  or  as  ong  as  the  Water-Works. 
Company  furnished  water  for  them,  such  a  contract  would  have  been  void,, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  within  the' power  of  a  City  Council  to  m  ke  such 
a  contract.  The  Council  have  the  power  to  legislate  upon  certain  subjects^ 
It  is  their  duty  to  legislate  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  to  do  so  as  often 
as  it  becomes  necessary  ;  and  they  can  not  delegate  that  power,  or  do  any 
act,  or  make  any  contract,  that  will  prevent  them,  or  any  future  Council,  from 
doing  so  This  proposition  is  sustained  by  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Courts  of  several  of  the  States,  and  also  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 
If  it  were  not  the  case,  the  present  City  Council  might  make  a  contract  run- 
ning for  a  term  of  years,  or  forever,  with  some  person  or  corporation,  to  carry 
on  the  street  repairs,  run  the  markets,  take  charge  of  the  fire  and  police  de- 
partments, etc  ,  at  a  stipulated  price,  and  no  Council  in  the  future  would  be 
able  to  regulate,  change,  or  contiol  any  of  these  things,  and  the  city  and  her 
citizens  would  be  compelled,  forever,  to  pay  the  prices  fixed  by  the  contract, 
independent  of  the  fact  whether  she  had  the  means  to  do  so  or  whether  the 
public  good  demanded  any  change  in  the  management  of  city  affairs. 

Your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  valid  con- 
tract, upon  the  part  of  the  city,  to  pay  $50  per  year  for  550  or  365  hydrants,, 
but  that  she  is  only  bound  to  pay  for  such  as  are  required  by  the  Council  and 
AlHermen,  and  by  their  order  used  That  the  company  are,  by  their  charter,, 
required  and  obligated  to  furnish  such  water  to  the  city.  And  that  the  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  the  power  and  right,  and  it  is  their  duty,  to- 
discontinue  the  use  of  any  plugs  that  city  can  dispense  with,  or  to  increase 
the  number  when  the  public  interests  demand  it. 

The  charter  of  the  Water  Works  Company  al<o  requires  that  they  "shall 
maintain  the  works  in  such  conditi  n  as  to  be  capable  of  throwing  eight 
streams,  at  once,  one  hundred  feet  vertically,  through  one  inch  nozzles." 
Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  have  failed  to  do  this, 
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and  that  the  works  have  always  proven  inadequate  in  cases  of  emergency, 
and  they  are  of  no  use  to  the  city  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  except  to 
fill  cisterns.  But,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  company  has  always  insisted 
that,  in  time  of  fire,  their  works  had  not  been  enabled  to  show  what  they 
could  do,  because  of  the  opening  of  the  hydrants  to  fill  cisterns  for  the  en- 
gines, your  committee  determined,  far  the  purpose  of  testing  the  condition 
and  efficiency  of  the  works,  to  make  a  test,  with  as  favorable  conditions  as 
possible.  They,  therefore,  on  the  31st  of  August,  caused  an  alarm  to  be  sent 
in  from  box  "52,"  corner  of  Louisiana  and  Illinois  streets,  and  eight  hydrants 
were  opened,  and  hose  attached  to  them,  and  streams  thrown  as  follows :  4  at 
the  corner  of  Illinois  and  Georgia  streets,  3  at  the  corner  of  Tennessee  and 
Georgia  streets,  and  one  on  Mississippi  street,  between  Louisiana  and  Georgia 
streets.  No  more  openings  were  made  in  the  hydrants.  The  size  of  the 
streams  were  as  follows:  4  were  1  inch  nozzles,  2  were  1£  inch,  and  2  were 
]  5-16 — being  equal  to  8  streams  of  1  inch,  and  one  stream  of  £  of  an  inch. 
The  result  of  the  test  is  as  follows :  Alarm  rung  at  10:05  o'clock ;  water  at  10:08  ; 
at  10:11,  streams  were  thrown  from  the  corner  of  Illinois  and  Georgia  streets  a 
distance  of  20  to  30  feet;  at  10:15,  they  were  throwing  about  40  to  50  feet; 
at  10:20,  the  same.  After  the  first  five  minutes,  there  was  no  visible  increase 
of  pressure  over  that  of  10:11  o'clock;  and,  during  some  of  the  time,  the  pressure 
ran  down  so  that  water  was  not  thrown  10  feet  from  the  nozzle,  and,  at  no 
time,  was  more  than  one  stream  at  once  thrown  as  high  as  the  telegraph 
wires ;  while,  at  the  corner  of  Tennessee  and  Georgia  streets,  none  of  the 
streams  could  be  thrown  as  high  as  the  wires  on  the  telegraph  poles. 

In  view"  of  the  foregoing  facts,  and  also  of  the  fact  that  the  Act  of  the  last 
Legislature  limiting  the  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  city  makes  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  there  should  he  a  reduction  in  the  expenses  of  the  city,, 
and  as  the  Water-Works  Company  have  refused  to  reduce  the  price  of  water, 
but  insist  upon  charging  the  maximum  rate  allowed  by  their  charter,  and 
the  same  that  has  been  charged  in  years  past,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
city  can  get  along  with  a  less  number  of  hydrants;  and  we  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  former  action  of  the  Council  and  Aldermen  be  adhered  to. 
And  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  company  have  notified  the  city  that  they 
shall  cut  off  all  of  the  hydrants,  and  refuse  to  supply  the  city  with  any  water 
after  September  20th,  we  recommend  that  $15,000  of  the  money  provided  for 
the  payments  of  water  rents  to  the  company  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  building  cisterns  and  wells,  and  that  the  same  be  done  at  once,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  as  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  such  an  expenditure  of  that  amount  will  enable  the  Fire  Department  to 
afford  the  city  a  more  efficient  protection  than  she  has  under  the  present  ar- 
rangement. And  we  would  also  recommend  that,  in  the  event  the  Water- 
Works  Company  shall  refuse  to  supply  the  city  with  such  water  as  she  needs 
and  deeir.  s,  that  the  Council  and  Aldermen  at  once  pass  ordinances,  repeal- 
ing all  ordinances  now  in  force  for  the  protection  of  the  Water-Works  Com- 
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pany's  pipes  and  hydrants,  and  regulating  the  use  of  them,  and  which  were 
passed  for  their  benefit.

Indianapolis,  September  3,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  motion  in  relation  to  dispensing  with  one  thousand 
of  the  street  lamps,  would  report:  That  the  city  is  now  lighting  and  paying 
for  2,784  lamps,  for  which  the  city  is  paying  $81,736  per  year;  that,  in  our 
opinion,  one  thousand  of  the  same  can  be  dispensed  with,  without  detriment 
to  the  interests  of  the  city. 

The  City  Attorney  has  reported  an  opinion,  in  which  he  holds  that  it  is 
within  the  power  of  the  city  to  dispense  with  the  lighting  of  any  of  the  lamps 
that  she  desires. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Gas  Company  have  refused  to  make  any  deduc- 
tion in  the  price,  or  to  consent  to  any  change  of  the  number  of  lamps  lighted; 
and  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  city  to,  at  once, 
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largely  reduce  the  city's  expenses,  for  the  reason  that  the  last  Legislature 
passed  an  Act  limiting  and  largely  reducing  the  revenues  of  the  city,  we 
would  recommend  that  the  motion  referred  to  us  be  passed,  and  that,  when 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  this  committee  shall  have  reported  to  the  Coun- 
cil what  lamps  can  best  be  discontinued,  that  a  proper  resolution  be  passed, 
and  that  the  company  be  notified  of  the  action  of  the  Council.

In  same  connection,  the  City  Attorney  delivered  the  following 
opinion  ;  which  was  duly  received  : 

Indianapolis,  September  3,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen :  At  a  meeting  of  the  Council,  on  the  20th  of  August,  a  motion  was 
introduced,  authorizing  "  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  Committee  on  Gas-Light  to 
select  one  thousand  street  lamps  to  be  discontinued,  in  the  most  suitable  locations," 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Gas-Light  and  City  Attorney. 

The  legal  questions  involved  are  not  entirely  free  from  doubt. 

On  the  17th  of  July,  1876,  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  and  the  Indianapolis 
Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  entered  into  a  contract,  by  which  it  was  stipulated 
that  said  company  should  furnish  gas  for  all  the  street  lamps  in  the  city  then  in 
use,  and  light,  clean,  and  repair  the  same  for  the  term  of  five  years;  that  each  post 
should  be  supplied  with  burners  of  a  capacity  to  burn  four  cubic  feet  per  hour ; 
and  that  the  city  should  pay  said  company  therefor  the  sum  of  $29  per  year  for 
each  and  every  post.  If  this  is  a  valid,  bindiDg  contract,  and  one  by  which  the 
city  is  bound,  the  effect  of  ordering  one  thousand  of  the  lamps  discontinued,  would 
be  to  make  the  city  liable  in  damages  to  the  company;  and  the  measure  of  the 
damages  would  be  the  amount  of  profits  that  the  company  would  have  realized, 
under  the  contract,  from  the  lamps  so  discontinued. 

The  question  then  arises:  Is  this  contract  between  the  city  and  the  gas  company 
a  valid  one,  and  such  an  one  as  the  Common  Council  had  the  power  to  enter  into 
at  the  time  of  its  execution  ? 

Municipal  corporations  can  exercise  no  powers  but  those  which  are  conferred 
upon  them  by  the  Act  by  which  they  are  constituted,  or  such  as  are  necessary 
to  the  exercise  of  their  corporate  powers  or  performance  of  their  corporate  du- 
ties. The  charter  of  this  city  provides  that  the  Common  Council  shall  have  the 
power  "To  construct  and  establish  gas-works,  or  to  regulate  the  establishment 
thereof  by  individuals  or  companies,  or  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  streets,  public 
grounds,  and  buildings." 
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It  is  well  settled  that  the  powers  conferred  upon  a  municipal  corporation  consti- 
tute a  trust,  and  they  must  be  exercised  for  the  public  good;  and  they  can  not  be 
delegated,  conveyed  away,  or  restricted  by  contract. 

"Powers  are  conferred  upon  municipal  corporations  for  public  purposes ;  and  as 
their  legislative  powers  can  not,  as  we  have  seen,  be  delegated,  so  they  can  not  be 
bartered  away.  Such  corporations  may  make  authorized  contracts,  but  they  have 
no  powers,  as  a  party,  to  make  contracts  or  pass  by-laws  which  shall  cede  away, 
control,  or  embarrass  their  legislative  or  governmental  powers,  or  which  shall 
disable  them  from  performing  their  public  duties." — Dillon  on  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions, Sec.  61. 

Judge  Cooley,  in  his  work  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  says :  "A  trust  created 
for  any  public  purpose  can  not  be  assignable  at  the  will  of  the  trustee.  Equally 
incumbent  upon  the  State  Legislature  and  these  municipal  bodies  is  the  restriction, 
that  they  shall  adopt  no  irrepealable  legislation.  No  legislative  body  can  so  part 
with  its  powers,  by  any  proceeding,  as  not  to  be  able  to  continue  the  exercise  of 
them.  It  can  and  should  exercise  them  again  and  again,  as  often  as  the  public  in- 
terests require.  Such  a  body  has  no  power,  even  by  contract,  to  control  and  em- 
barrass its  legislative  powers  and  duties."  Cooley  s  Constitutional  Lim  tations,  page 
206.  See,  also,  Gale  vs.  Kalamazoo,  23  Mich.,  354  ;  State  of  New  Fork  vs.  Mayor 
fa,,  3  Duer,  131. 

In  the  latter  case,  the  court  says:  "No  proposition  of  law  is  more  evident  and 
certain,  than  that  a  municipal  corporation  can  not,  by  contract,  or  by  any  other 
act,  abrogate  or  abridge  its  own  legislative  or  discretionary  power." 

The  power  of  the  Council  of  the  city  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the  streets  is 
one  conferred  by  the  charter,  the  same  as  the  power  to  regulate  the  markets,  to 
establish  and  regulate  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  the  city,  and  the  power 
to  control  and  regulate  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city.  They  are  all  powers 
■conferred  upon  the  Council,  to  be  by  them  exercised  for  the  public  good ;  and  they 
are  granted,  that  their  exercise  may  promote  the  public  comfort  and  welfare.  It 
is  a  part  of  the  public  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  furnish  light  for  her  streets,  and 
the  power  to  do  so  is  conferred  upon  them,  to  be  exercised  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
promote  the  welfare  and  sa'ety  of  her  citizens. 

Are  these  powers,  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  to  regulate  the  markets, 
«etc.,  granted  to  the  city  as  a  municipal  corporation  (which,  we  have  seen,  it  is  her 
duty  to  exercise  for  the  public  welfare,  health,  and  comfort  of  her  citizens),  gover- 
■mental  discretionary  powers?  If  they  are,  then  the  City  Council  have  no  power 
to  delegate  or  restrict  them  by  contract ;  and  any  such  contract  that  the  Council 
might  enter  into,  would  be  void. 

There  are  a  number  of  authorities  upon  this  point,  and  that  establish  and  define 
the  meaning  and  scope  of  the  principle  that  the  governmental  discretionary 
power  of  a  municipal  corporation  can  not  be  restricted,  impaired,  or  embarrassed 
by  contract ;  and  I  cite  some  of  them  : 

The  City  of  Baltimore  located  a  public  building,  and   made  a  contract  for  its 
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erection.  After  the  building  was  partly  completed,  the  Common  Council  deter- 
mined to  abandon  it,  and  not  complete  the  work.  The  contractor  brought  suit  for 
damages  (his  profits  that  he  would  have  made  in  finishing  the  building),  and  the 
court  held  that  he  could  not  recover,  because  the  city  had  the  right,  at  any  time,, 
to  repeal  its  former  action.     Riitenhouse  vs.  The  Mayor,  $c,  25  Md.  336. 

The  City  of  New  York  leased  a  lot  to  a  church,  with  a  covenant  of  quiet  enjoy- 
ment, and  that  it  might  be  used  for  burial  purposes.  The  Common  Council  after- 
wards passed  an  ordinance,  by  which  the  church  was  prohibited  from  using  the 
property  for  that  purpose.  The  court  held  that  the  contract  was  void,  and  say: 
11  The  corporation  had  no  power  as  a  party  to  make  a  contract  which  should  con- 
trol* or  embarrass  their  legislative  powers  and  duties.''  Presbyterian  Church  vs.. 
Mayor,  $c,  5  Cowen,  538. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  Goszler  vs.  Georgetown,, 
where  the  city  had  established  the  grade  of  a  street,  and  provided  that  it  should 
not  be  changed,  and  property  owners  had  built  upon  it  accordingly,  and  the  city 
afterward  changed  the  grade,  upon  suit  being  brought  by  the  property  holders,, 
held  that  they  could  not  recover,  and  the  court  say :  ''  The  power  of  this  body  to 
make  a  contract,  which  should  so  operate  as  to  bind  its  legislative  capacity  forever 
thereafter,  and  disable  it  from  enacting  a  by-law  which  the  legislature  enables  it  to 
enact,  may  well  be  questioned.  We  rather  think  that  a  corporation  can  not  abridge 
its  own  legislation."     Goszler  vs.  Georgetown,  7  "Wheaton,  593. 

Gale  vs.  Kalamazoo,  23  Mich.  344,  was  a  case  where  the  city  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  a  person,  that,  in  consideration  that  he  would  build  a  market  house,  etc.,. 
he  should,  for  a  term  of  years,  have  the  rents,  and  that  the  city  would  not  build  or 
establish  any  other  market  house  during  the  term  of  the  contract.  The  court  held 
the  contract  to  be  void ;  for  the  reason  that  the  power  to  regulate  and  establish 
markets  was  a  discretionary  power,  granted  by  charter,  and  the  Council  could  not 
abridge  or  contract  it  away. 

The  City  of  St.  Louis  had,  under  its  charter,  power  to  erect,  repair,  regulate  and  es 
tablish  wharves ;  and  made  a  contract  with  a  private  corporation,  by  which  the  city 
granted  the  corporation  the  right  to  occupy  a  portion  of  a  public  wharf,  for  a  grain, 
elevator,  for  a  term  of  fifty  years.  The  court  held  this  contract  void,  because  it  was 
an  attempt  to  limit,  by  contract,  powers  conferred  upon  the  city  by  charter.  Illinois, 
etc.,  Canal  Co.  vs.  St.  Louis,  2  Dillon,  70. 

When  the  charter  of  the  City  of  New  York  conferred  upon  the  Council  the 
power  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  cleaning  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  the 
Common  Council  entered  into  a  contract  with  a  person  to  clean  the  streets,  at  a 
certain  price,  for  a  term  of  years,  suit  was  brought  on  the  contract,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  held  the  contract  to  be  void,  for  the  reason  that  the  Common  Council  could 
not  bind  its  legislative  capacity  by  any  private  arrangement  or  stipulations,  so  as 
to  disable  itself  from  enacting  any  laws  that  might  be  deemed  essential  for  the 
public  good. 

In  the  State  vs.  Cincinnati  Gas  Light  Co.,  18  Ohio  State,  262,  the  City  of  Cincin- 
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nati  entered  into  a  contract  with  a  person,  granting  him  the  right  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  streets,  for  a  term  of  years,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  and  main- 
taining gas  works.  The  court  held  the  contract  to  be  void,  as  by  it  the  Common 
Council  sought  to  divest  itself  of  a  part  of  its  authority  over  the  public  streets. 

The  case  of  Richmond,  etc.  vs.  Middleton,  59  New  York,  228,  was  a  case  where 
the  Town  Auditors,  under  an  authority  to  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets, 
granted  by  the  legislature,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  gas  company  to  furnish 
certain  streets  with  gas  for  the  terms  of  five  years.  The  following  year,  the  legis- 
lature repealed  the  law  granting  them  the  power  to  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the 
streets.  The  company  continued  to  furnish  the  gas  until  the  expiration  of  the  con- 
tract, and  brought  suit  to  recover  the  contract  price.  The  court  held  the  contract 
to  be  void,  and  say :  "  There  is  another  ground  upon  which  I  think  it  legally  clear 
that  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover  upon  the  contract.  Under  the  act  of  1865,  the  Board 
of  Town  Authorities  had  no  power,  once  or  for  all,  to  determine  that  certain  streets 
should  be  lighted,  for  an  agreed  number  of  years,  and  deprive  those  who  should  suc- 
ceed to  their  places  of  all  control  over  the  subject,  by  entering  into  a  contract  with 
the  plaintiff  for  this  long  term.  An  examination  of  the  charter  shows  that  it  was  in- 
tended to  vest  a  discretion,  at  all  times,  in  the  Board,  whether  any,  and  which,  of 
the  streets  should  be  lighted  with  gas.  The  Board  could,  therefore,  contract  for  a 
supply  only  during  its  pleasure.  "When  a  majority,  either  from  a  change  of  views 
of  its  existing  members,  or  the  opinion  of  some  of  their  successors,  thought  best  to 
discontinue  the  lighting  in  some  or  all  the  streets,  they  could  not  be  divested  of  the 
power  so  to  do,  by  a  previous  contract  entered  into  for  the  supply  of  gas." 

The  recent  case  of  Garrison  vs.  The  City  of  Chicago  et  al.,  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court,  is  also  in  point.  The  City  of  Chicago,  under  the  provision  of  her 
charter  to  provide  for  lighting  her  streets,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  People's 
Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.  to  furnish  gas  to  light  certain  streets  for  a  term  of  years. 
The  city  determined  to  discontinue  some  of  the  lamps,  and  the  company  brought 
suit,  and  sought  to  enjoin  the  city  from  interfering  with,  or  discontinuing  the  use 
of,  the  lamps.  Judge  Drummond  denied  the  injunction,  and  held  that  the  City 
Council  had  no  power  to  make  such  a  contract. 

The  cases  I  have  cited  are  all  decided  upon  the  principle  that  the  powers  granted 
to  municipal  corporations,  such  as  to  regulate  the  cleaning  of  streets,  to  regulate 
and  establish  markets,  to  control  the  streets,  and  to  light  them  with  gas,  are  held 
by  the  Common  Council  in  trust  for  the  public  good  and  welfare,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Council  to  legislate  upon  and  make  changes  in  them  whenever,  and  as 
often,  as  the  public  interest  demands  it.  For  what  might  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  her  citizens  at  one  time,  might.be  directly  the  contrary  at  another ;  and,  therefore, 
they  are  governmental  discretionary  powers,  and  the  Council  can  not  delegate 
them,  or  make  any  contract  that  will  hinder  or  restrict  a  free  exercise  of  them. 
In  the  language  of  one  of  the  judges,  "If  any  of  these  powers  can  be  surrendered 
by  the  Council  for  five  years,  they  may  be  for  fifty  or  one  hundred  years;  and  what 
is  the  difference  between  such  a  surrender  and  an  absolute  alienation?"     There- 
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fore,  the  Council  can  make  no  contract  in  reference  to  them  that  is  not  determin- 
able at  their  will,  or  that  will  prevent  a  change  or  alteration  whenever  a  majority 
of  the  Council  shall,  in  their  discretion,  determine  that  the  public  interest  de- 
mands it. 

Does  the  contract  in  question  restrict  the  power  of  the  city  to  regulate  the  light- 
ing of  the  streets  ?  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  does ;  for  it  fixes,  for  a 
term  of  years,  what  number  of  lamps  shall  be  lighted,  the  number  of  hours  per 
year  that  they  shall  be  lighted,  and  the  amount  that  shall  be  paid  each  year  per 
lamp.  Under  this  contract,  the  city  can  not  regulate  or  change,  during  its  con- 
tinuance, the  number  of  lamps,  the  time  that  each  shall  be  lighted,  or  the  price  to 
be  paid  for  each ;  no  matter  what  the  ability  of  the  city  is  to  pay  the  price  con- 
tracted for,  nor  how  much  the  public  interest  and  welfare  might  demand  a  change 
in  other  respects.  In  the  light  of  the  authorities  I  have  cited,  as  well  as  a  num- 
ber of  others  that  I  have  examined,  I  am  forced  to  the  following  conclusions: 

1st.  That  the  City  Council  can  not  delegate,  embarrass,  or  restrict,  by  contract, 
the  legislative,  governmental,  or  discretionary  powers  granted  by  the  charter. 

2d.  That  the  power  granted  by  the  charter  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the 
streets,  public  grounds,  and  buildings  is  a  governmental,  discretionary  power, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council,  at  all  times,  to  exercise  it  for  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  city;  and,  therefore,  any  contract  by  which  it  is  restricted  or  embarrass- 
ed, that  may  be  entered  into  by  the  Council,  is  only  binding  so  long  as  a  ma- 
jority of  that  body  shall  deem  that  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  and  her 
citizens. 

3d.  That  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Gas  Company  does  restrict  the 
power  of  the  Council  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the  streets. 

And,  therefore,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  Council 
shall  determine  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  city  and  her  citizens  to  change  or 
alter  the  present  regulations  for  lighting  the  streets,  by  dispensing  with  part  of  the 
lamps,  or  by  lighting  them  for  a  shorter  period  per  night,  or  in  any  other  manner, 
it  is  her  duty  and  right  to  do  so. 

I  have  used  the  terms  "City  Council  "  and  "Common  Council,"  in  what  I  have 
said,  meaning  thereby  the  governing  power  of  the  city.  At  the  present  time,  of 
course,  that  power,  In  our  city,  is  composed  of  the  Council  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

I  have  expressed  my  opinion  upon  the  legal  questions  presented,  purely  from  a 
legal  standpoint.  What  the  action  of  the  Council  should  be,  is  a  question  for 
them  to  determine.

water  and  gas.

Negative — Councilmen  Bagby,  Case,  Izor,  Layman,  Marsee, 
Morse,  Reading,  Sindlinger,  Tucker,  Walker,  Watts,  Wood,  A.  L. 
Wright,  and  W.  G.  Wright— 14. 

Councilman  Izor  asked  leave  of  absence  for  Councilman  Brown, 
who  was  out  of  the  city,  and  said  privilege  was  duly  accorded. 

Councilman  Izor  submitted  sundry  claims  on  account  of  the  East 
Market,  and  Councilman  Tucker  submitted  a  claim  on  account  of 
University  Square  Park;  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Accounts  and  Claims,  without  being  read. 

Councilman  Walker  was  excused  for  the  balance  of  this  session.

Is  a  motion,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes 
in  Vermont  street,  between  the  Canal  and  West  street. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

5th      Is  a  motion,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  scrape  the  dust, 
and  fill  the  chuck-holes,  in  Ohio  street,  between  Illinois  and  Alabama  streets. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  build  a  wooden 
culvert  over  east  ditch  on  Cady  street,  from  Lord  street  to  the  I.,  O  &  L.  R. 
R.  tracks. 

We  recommend  that  said  work  be  done. 

7th.     Is  a  motion,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  put  in  a  wooden 
culvert  at  crossing  of  North  and  California  streets,  south  side  of  North  street. 
We  recommend  that  said  work  be  done. 

8th.     Is  a  motion,  authorizing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutter 
of  St.  Clair  street,  between  Broadway  and  Plum  streets. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

9th.    Is  a  motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters 
of  Bismark  street,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  Sullivan  street. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done.

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Indianapolis,  September  3,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  were  referred 
special  ordinances  Nos.  24  and  25,  1877,  and  remonstrances  against  the  pas- 
sage of  same,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

We  have  viewed  the  premises  of  the  contemplated  improvements  for  the 
second  time,  and  will  state  that,  on  our  last  visit,  we  found  this  location  in  a 
worse  condition  than  on  the  first.  Not  less  than  four  dead  dogs,  swelled  up 
ready  to  burst,  floated  around  in  the  water.  We,  also,  found  an  increase  of 
water,  in  a  green  and  stagnant  condition. 

We  consider  this  location,  in  its  present  condition,  as  seriously  detrimental 
to  health  and  a  breeder  of  sickness.  We,  therefore,  adhere  to  our  former 
action,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  special  ordinances  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  street  and  alley  named  therein. 

We  would,  also,  recommend  (should  our  report  be  concurred  in),  that  the 
contractors  for  the  improvement  under  the  aforesaid  ordinances  be  requested 
to  give  employment  to  the  owners  of  the  property  to  be  assessed  for  such 
contemplated  improvement,  paying  such  parties  the  same  rates  for  their  labor 
and  teams  as  like  laborers  and  teams  could  be  hired  for.  We  make  this  sug- 
gestion, for  the  reason  that  several  of  the  property  owners  residing  on  the 
lines  of  the  proposed  improvement  would  be  favorable  thereto,  if  the  means 
were  afforded  them  to  discharge  their  assessments  upon  some  such  plan  as 
we  have  now  recommended. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  requesting  your  committee  to  examine  the  alley  running 
south  from  South  street,  between  Madison  avenue  and  Pennsylvania  street, 
with  power  to  act. 

We  have  attended  to  the  duty  with  which  we  were  charged,  and  do  now 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Police  be  directed  to  instruct  the  sanitary  po- 
liceman to  notify  the  parties  offending  to  immediately  remove  the  obstruct- 
ing ashes  and  cinders.

Gentlemen : — I  would  respectfully  report  that  a  contract,  in  duplicate,  of 
date  July  18th,  1877,  for  the  keeping  of  our  female  prisoners,  was  duly  signed 
by  Mother  Mary  of  St.  Anselm  Wells,  President,  on  behalf  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  Society,  and  by  myself,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  one  of  which  dupli- 
cates is  filed  herewith.

This  Agreement,  made  this  eighteenth  day  of  July,  1877,  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  The  Good  Shepherd  Society  of  said  city, 

Witnesseth,  That  the  said  The  Good  Shepherd  Society  hereby  covenants 
and  agrees  with  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  and  during  the  term  of 
one  year  from  the  date  hereof,  to  keep  and  confine,  in  the  building  known  as 
the  "  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  any  and  all  female  prisoners  that  may 
be  sentenced  or  committed  to  such  confinement  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

And  she  further  agrees,  That  during  the  full  term  of  sentence  or  commit- 
ment of  any  and  all  such  prisoners,  she  will  keep  each  and  every  one  of 
them  safely  confined  ia  said  building,  and  not  allow  them  to  escape  or  be 
released  until  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  sentence  or  commitment,  and 
only  discharge  them  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  sentence  or  commit- 
ment, or  upon  the  order  of  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city ;  that  she  will 
also  furnish  to  all  such  female  prisoners,  during  the  term  of  their  imprison- 
ment, good,  wholesome  food,  and  the  necessary  light  and  heat  for  the  apart- 
ments occupied  by  them. 

The  said  The  Good  Shepherd  Society  shall  have  the  right  to  require  such 
manual  labor  from  said  prisoners,  and  to  use  such  necessary  force  and  means 
to  compel  the  enforcement  of  such  manual  labor,  as  she  may  deem  right  and 
proper. 

In  consideration  thereof  The  City  of  Indianapolis  hereby  agrees  to  pay  to 
the  said  The  Good  Shepherd  Society,  for  the  keeping  of  the  said  female  prisoners 
as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  week  for  the  actual 
time  each  prisoner  shall  be  so  kept  by  the  said  The  Good  Shepherd  Society; 
which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  city,  in  monthly  installments,  at  the  end 
of  each  and  every  month.

Gentlemen  : — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  I  was  instructed  to  prepare 
and  report  an  ordinance,  repealing  the  present  one  upon  the  subject  of  Concert 
Saloons,  and  providing  a  license  for  such  places. 

I,  therefore,  herewith  report  an  ordinance  that  I  have  prepared  upon  that 
subject.

General  ordinance  No.  38,  1877,  was  then  read  the  first  time,  for 

information,  and,  on  motion  of  Councilman  Reed,  the  City  Clerk 

was  instructed  to  print  same,  in  extenso,  in  the  Proceedings  of  the 

Common  Council,  and  the  ordinance  was  made  the  special  order 

for  next  regular  session  of  said  body : 

G.  0.  38,  1877 — An  ordinance  repealing  section  two  of  an  ordinance  entitled, 
"An  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  exhibition  of  Animals,  Deformed  Persons, 
or  Monstrosities,  within  buildings,  or  on  grounds  fronting  on  certain  streets; 
and  also  to  prohibit  certain  Exhibitions  in  any  room  or  building  wherein 
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intoxicating  liquors  are  sold"  (ordained  March  14th,  1864);  and  also  pro- 
viding for  the  licensing  of  Concert  Saloons,  and  the  regulation  of  the 
same. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  section  two  of  the  above  named  ordinance,  ordained 
March  14,  1864,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  exhibit  any  concert,  or 
dancing  or  theatrical  performance,  in  any  room,  or  place  or  building,  wherein 
intoxicating  Jiquors  are  sold,  or  in  any  place  or  room  or  building  where  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  kept  or  offered  for  sale,  unless  such  person  shall  have 
a  license  therefor,  as  in  this  ordinance  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  obtain  a  license  to  carry  on  a  concert 
saloon,  or  to  exhibit  any  concert,  or  dancing  or  theatrical  performance,  in 
anv  place,  room,  or  building,  wherein  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  or  where 
intoxicating  liquors  are  kept  or  offered  for  sale,  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and,  upon  the  presentation  to  the  City 
Clerk  of  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sum,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Clerk  to  issue  to  such  person  such  license. 

Sec  4.  All  such  licenses  shall  run  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  shall  state 
the  name  or  names  of  the  party  or  parties  applying  therefor,  with  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  same  is  issued,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  upon 
a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  shall  describe  the 
premises  where  the  same  may  be  exercised,  by  street  and  number.  Each 
license  shall  be  numbered,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  keep 
a  record  of  all  such  licenses  so  issued,  with  the  number  thereof,  and  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  issued,  and  date  of  the  same.  The  City  Clerk  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  license  so  issued,  to  be  paid  by  the 
the  person  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  Licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
be  assignable  by  the  holder  thereof,  and  shall  not  be  transferable;  and  any 
sale  or  leasing  of  the  premises  or  business  by  the  person  to  whom  such  license 
is  issued  shall  immediately  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  same.  Such  license  shall 
only  authorize  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  issued  to  act  under  it,  and 
only  upon  the  premises  described  in  such  license. 

Sec  6.  Any  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
at  once  forfeited,  whenever  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  issued,  or  any 
person  in  his  employ,  or  who  shall  be  engaged  for  him  in  assisting  in  carry- 
ing on  the  business  under  such  license,  shall  have  been  convicted,  before  the 
Mayor,  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  penal  ordinances  of  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  engaged  in  exhibiting  any 
concert,  or  dancing  or  theatrical  performance,  in  any  room  or  place  or  build* 
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ing  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  or  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  kept 
or  offered  for  sale,  to  allow  or  permit  any  prostitute,  lewd  woman,  or  any 
women  having  the  reputation  of  being  prostitutes  or  lewd  women,  to  congre- 
gate at,  or  attend  any  such  concert,  or  dancing  or  theatrical  performance. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  •

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  called  for  the  reading  of  the  resolution 
of  inquiry,  offered  by  Councilman  A.  L.  Wright  at  last  session  of 
this  body  [see  page  441,  ante],  together  with  the  motion  under 
which  adjournment  was  had  until  this  evening  [see  page  442,  ante]. 

The  Fire  Board,  through  Councilman  Case,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report ;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council,  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  regarding  the  addi- 
tional number  of  cisterns  that  will  be  necessary,  in  case  the  Water-Works 
Company  should  discontinue  the  further  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes, 
beg  to  report,  as  follows : 

It  will  be  necessary  to  build,  immediately,  cisterns,  as  follows  : 

One  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  New  Jersey  streets, 

One  at  the  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  Georgia  streets, 

One  at  the  corner  of  Kentucky  avenue  and  Washington  street, 

One  at  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Maryland  streets, 

One  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  West  streets, 

One  at  the  corner  of  Illinois  and  Garden  streets, 

— all  of  which,  we  would  recommend,  should  be  from  2000  to  2500  barrels, 
and  be  built  sewer-shaped.     Probable  cost,  if  built  properly,  will  be  from  40 
to  50  cents  per  barrel,  or  from  $5,500  to  $7,000  for  the  six  cisterns. 
Wells,  as  follows : 

One  at  the  corner  of  Kentucky  avenue  and  Washington  street. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Maryland  streets. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Delaware  and  Washington  streets. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  Market  streets. 
One  at  the  corner  of  Illinois  and  Ohio  streets. 
-     One  at  the  corner  of  Orange  and  Ohio  streets. 

Six-inch  driven-wells  will  cost  about  ten  dollars  per  foot;  common  or  open 
wells,  if  five  to  six  feet  diameter,  from  three  to  four  dollars  per  foot  in  depth  ; 
and  the  old  wells  will  have  to  be  repaired  and  deepened.  We  are  unable  to 
tell  exactly  the  necessary  depth  that  these  wells  will  have  to  be;  but  think 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty  feet. 

We  have  no  recommendation  to  make,  at  present,  on  the  fourth  clause; 
but  would  recommend  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordi 
nances  and  City  Attorney. 
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To  further  advance  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Department,  in  case  the  water 
supply  be  withdrawn,  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  ;i  steam  pump,  and  to 
also  put  a  driven  well  in  each  engine  house,  of  \\  inch  in  diameter,  which 
will  cost  $1.25  per  foot. 

We  recommend  that  any  variation  in  the  location  of  these  cisterns  or  wells 
be  left  to  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  City  Civil  Engineer. 
All  of  which  we  respectfully  submit.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Council,  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

These  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  to  the  Mayor,  Council,  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  they  have  been,  and  now  are,  in 
possession  of  a  certain  stand  outside  of  the  East  Market  House,  which  said 
fixtures  and  enclosures  are  their  own,  and  built  by  their  own  expense,  and 
they  have  been  paying  fourteen  dollars  a  year  for  two  stalls;  and  that  now, 
since  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  office  of  Market  Master  Hampton, 
he  demanded  that  they  should  pay  twenty-eight  dollars  per  year,  which  the 
city  nor  anybody  else  is  entitled  to.

We  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  take  action,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, in  the  important  matter  of  water  supply  for  our  city,  and  would  repre- 
sent that,  in  our  opinion,  an  abundant  supply  can  be  obtained,  at  a  compar- 
atively small  cost,  from  Fall  Creek,  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  twelve 
miles  from  the  city,  giving  a  fall  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet, 
and  a  natural  flow  down  hill,  instead  of  having  to  force  it  up  hill,  at  an  enor- 
mous expense  to  our  citizens.

We  will  be  independent  of  machinery,  which  is  liable  to  break,  and  of  the 
threats  of  companies,  who,  for  just  or  unjust  cause,  have  it  in  their  power  to 
shut  off  supplies  at  any  time. 
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Asa  matter  of  economy,  of  health,  of  safety,  and,  almost,  of  necessity,  we 
ask  you  to  take  action  in  this  matter.

The  undersigned,  John  F.  Logan  and  Michael  H.  Cain,  residents  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  body, 
that  the  said  Logan  has  received  letters-patent,  under  date  of  August  28, 
1877,  No.  194,697,  on  a  new  and  important  invention  of  his,  known  as  an 
"  Improvement  in  Hose-Leak  Stoppers,"  and  which  your  honorable  body, 
after  an  inspection  of  the  machine,  a  model  of  which  will  be  placed  on  ex- 
hibition at  the  first  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  we  are  confident  will 
be  pronounced  by  you  an  invention  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  its  use 
by  the  City  Fire  Department  recommended. 

We  beg  to  state  briefly,  among  other  advantages  connected  with  the  inven- 
tion, the  following:  1.  The  machine  can  be  applied  instantly  during  time  of 
fire,  in  whatever  position  the  hose  may  be  in  at  the  time,  either  perpendicu- 
lar or  horizontal,  either  in  the  half-ways  or  rooms  of  the  burning  building, 
or  in  the  street,  and  the  leakage  completely  stopped,  and  the  hose  rendered 
perfectly  tight.  2.  By  having  our  machines  accompanying  the  reel  or  engine, 
every  section  of  hose  can  be  depended  on  for  use  during  the  fire. 

And  we  also  claim  that  our  invention,  if  introduced  into  the  city,  will  be 
not  only  an  additional  protection  in  case  of  fire,  but  a  saving  of  large  expense 
to  our  Fire  Department,  in  preserving  damaged  hose,  which  otherwise  would 
be  abandoned. 

Our  machine  has  already  been  tested  by  the  Fire  Department  of  this  city, 
and  certificates  as  to  its  merits,  from  the  officers  of  that  Department,  are  filed 
herewith,  and  the  attention  of  3  our  honorable  body  invited  thereto. 

We  have  also  added  recommendations  of  leading  manufacturers  and  busi- 
ness men  generally  of  our  city  as  to  the  same  points. 

We  desire  to  make  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  proposition, 
namely  : 

We  propose  to  furnish  the  city  thirty  (30)  machines,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire 
Department,  being  all  that  is  necessary  at  present,  with  the  right  to  use  the 
said  invention  within  said  city  by  said  Department,  for  the  space  of  seven- 
teen (17)  years,  during  which  said  letters-patent  run,  for  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($250).

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1.  Differences  having  arisen  between  the  city  authorities  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  the  Water-Works  Company  of  said  city,  touching  the  water 
supply  for  public  use ;  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
having  ordered  the  discontinuance  of  one  hundred  fire-plugs  heretofore  used 
and  paid  for  by  the  city,  while  the  Water- Works  Company  claim  that  the 
city  is  under  legal  obligations  to  pay  for  said  one  hundred  fire-plugs  at  the- 
rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum  :  Now,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  said  con- 
troversy, and  make  provision  for  the  future  supply  of  water  for  public  pur- 
poses, for  the  term  of  one  year,  The  Water-Works  Company  makes  to  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  the  following  propositions, 
which,  if  accepted,  are  to  form  the  basis  of  a  contract  for  one  year,  and,  there- 
after, until  a  new  arrangement  shall  be  demanded  by  either  of  the  parties, 
which  may  be  done  at  the  end  of  any  year;  and,  in  the  event  The  Water- 
Works  Company  and  city  can  not  agree  upon  the  rates  to  be  paid  by  said 
city,  the  matter  of  rates  shall  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  as  provided  for  in 
an  ordinance  of  said  city,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Water- 
Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  Water- 
Works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining 
their  powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their  duties,"  passed  January  3V 
1870.  But  the  acceptance  of  these  propositions  shall  not  be  deemed  a  sur- 
render of  any  rights  of  either  party  under  the  prior  legislation  of  the  city,  or 
any  arrangements  heretofore  made  between  the  Water-Works  Company  and 
the  city,  except  so  far  as  modified  or  changed  herein.

3.  That  during  time  of  fires,  when  fire  streams  are  used  from  fire-plugs,. 
no  water  shall  be  used  from  fire-plugs  for  filling  cisterns,  cleaning  sewers,  or 
for  any  other  public  use. 

4.  That  the  company  be  authorized  to  employ  a  man,  to  see  that  the  fire- 
plugs are  properly  opened  ;  that  no  water  is  used  from  fire  plugs  for  filling 
cisterns,  slushing  sewers,  or  for  any  other  public  service,  during  time  of  fire  ;- 
and  that  he  be  granted  authority  and  protection,  by  ordinance,  in  exercising 
his  duties ;  that  he  shall  report  any  violation  of  these  rules  to  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  or  Fire  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate,  and  apply  the- 
proper  remedy. 

5.  That  street-sprinkling  from  fire-plugs  be  discontinued. 

6.  That  public  drinking  fountains  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  as  fire- 
plugs. 

7.  That  the  fountain  in  Military  Park  be  continued,  and  paid  for  as  here- 
tofore. 

8.  That  only  two  streams  from  a  fire-plug  shall  be  used,  at  one  time,  in 
cleaning  sewers,  and  that  not  to  exceed  six  hours  in  any  one  day. 
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9.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  each  tire-plug  and  drinking-fountain  to  be  $50 
a  year,  payable  quarterly.  The  number  of  fire-plugs  not  to  be  less  than  472? 
which  is  a  reduction  of  80  from  the  number  now  in  use. 

10.  The  use  of  water  at  the  engine  houses  from  a  regular  house  connec- 
tion, for  all  uses  connected  with  the  Department  and  at  the  Station  House, 
to  be  furnished  without  extra  charge. 

11.  The  Council  is  respectfully  requested  to  pass  the  ordinances  now  on 
their  files  for  the  better  protection  of  fire-plugs.

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned,  trustees  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of  certain 
bonds  held  in  trust  for  the  Union  Railroad  Transfer  and  Stock-Yard  Com- 
pany, would  respectfully  report : 

1st.  That  we  have  received  from  said  Company  a  communication,  claim- 
ing to  have  performed  so  much  of  the  contract  on  their  part  as  entitles  them 
to  a  delivery  of  the  first  installment  ($400,000)  of  said  bonds ;  which  com- 
munication (marked  "  Exhibit  A"),  is  presented  herewith.

6th.  We  have  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  for  expenses  by  said 
Company,  and  are  satisfied  that  over  $536,000  have  been  judiciously  expended 
by  said  company  in  the  construction  of  the  work. 

7th.  We  certify  that  said  company  have  completed,  according  to  the 
tenor  and  terms  of  the  proposition  of  said  company,  a  single-track  railroad 
from  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  to  the

Gentlemen : — I  have  made  personal  examination  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Transfer  &  Stock-Yard,  and  hereby  certify  that  the  single-track  road,  from 
the  C,  C,  C.  &  1.  R.  R.  to  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.,  and  the  double-track  from 
the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  to  the  St.  L.,  V.  &  T.  H.  R,  R.,  are  completed,  and 
connections  made  with  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L„  C,  H.  &  I.,  I,  C.  &  L.,  J.,  M.  &  Lt 
I.  &  V.,  St.  L..V.  &  T.  H.,  I.  &  St.  L.,  and  I.,  B.  &  W.  Railroads,  according  to 
the  tenor  and  terms  of  the  ordinance,  and  that  the  bridge  over  White  River 
is  built  of  iron,  with  stone  abutments  and  piers,  and  is  of  the  best  materiaL 
as  are  also  the  wooden  pile  bridges  at  other  points  on  the  road.

This  Indenture,  Made  as  of  the  first  day  of  December,  1876,  between  the 
Union  Railroad  Transfer  &  Stock -Yard  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  of  the  second  part,  Witnesseth  : 

Whereas,  On  the  30th  day  of  August,  1876,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
being  then  organized  as  a  corporation,  as  aforesaid,  had  in  view  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railroad  passing  around  said  city,  and  crossing  a  portion  of  the 
same,  and  entering  into  said  city,  and  also  the  erection  of  stock-yards  upon 
the  line  of  its  said  railroad,  and  to  that  end,  desired  to  obtain  aid  from  said 
city,  towards  the  construction  of  its  said  road,  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such 
case  made  and  provided. 

And,  Whereas,  On  the  day  last  aforesaid,  said  party  of  the  first  part,  through 
its  President,  submitted  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  through  its 
Mayor,  a  written  proposition,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

To  the  Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  Union  Railroad  Transfer  &  Stock- Yard  Company  have  organized  un- 
der the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  railroad  around  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  erection  of  stock-yards  in 
connection  therewith,  and  such  company  will  make  to  the  City  of  Indian 
apolis  the  following  proposition  : 
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We  will  build  a  single-track,  standard  gauge  railroad  from  a  point  in  North 
Indianapolis,  on  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad,  and  run- 
ning thence,  southwestwardly,  to  and  connecting  with  the  Terre  Haute  & 
Indianapolis  Railroad,  and  will  build  a  double-track,  standard-gauge  railroad 
(with  a  third  rail  for  narrowg'Buge  connections,  to  be  laid  as  soon  as  any  such 
narrow-gauge  road  is  built,  and  desires  to  connect),  commencing  at  the  Terre 
Haute  &  Indianapolis  Railroad,  west  of  White  River,  and  running  from 
thence,  continuously  southwestwardly,  eastwardly,  and  northwardly,  to  and 
connecting  with  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati  &  St.  Louis  Railroad,  and  a  single- 
track  to  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railroad,  with 
the  right  and  privilege  at  any  time  hereafter  to  lay  one  or  more  additional 
tracks  whenever  they  find  the  business  of  the  road  demands  it,  together  with 
all  necessary  and  proper  switch  connections  of  other  railroads  crossed,  and 
with  permission  to  manufacturers  and  others  to  connect  by  switches  and  side- 
tracks ;  said  road  to  be  built  entirely  at  the  expense  of  said  company,  and  to 
be  by  it  owned  and  controlled  and  forever  maintained  in  good  repair  and 
serviceable  condition.  Said  company  will  also  locate,  on  the  line  of  said  rail- 
road, stock-yards  of  a  sufficient  capacity  and  on  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than 
one  hundred  acres  in  extent,  and  erect  thereon  the  necessary  buildings,  pens, 
etc.,  of  a  character  to  attract  the  shipment  of  live-stock  to  this  city,  and  of 
ample  and  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  and  care  for  all  live-stock  that 
may  be  brought  to  this  city. 

The  length  of  said  railroad  will  be  about  twelve  miles,  and  the  cost  of  the 
road  and  stock -yards  will  be  about  $1,000,000. 

The  City  of  Indianapolis  to  prepare  her  bonds  to  the  amount  of  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  ($500,000),  running  twenty  years,  and  bearing  not  to 
exceed  seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  in  the  City  of  New  York.  Said  bonds 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  John  Caven,  as  trustee,  or  such  other  person  as 
may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  city  and  the  company,  and  when  said

And,  Whereas,  Immediately  after  the  reception  of  said  proposition  and 
supplemental  proposition,  respectively,  said  Mayor,  by  publication  in  the 
newspapers  of  said  city,  communicated  each  thereof  to  the  resident  freehold- 
ers of  said  city,  for  their  consideration. 

And,  Whereas,  Afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  18th  day  of  September,  1876,  a 
petition  of  resident  freeholders  of  said  city  was  presented  to  the  Common 
Council  of  said  city,  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"To  the  Honorable,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  Indianapolis  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  resident  freeholders  of  said  city,  respectfully  petition 
your  honorable  body  to  make  a  donation  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the 
Tailroad  of  the  Union  Railroad  Transfer  &  Stock-Yard  Company,  the  said 
company  having  been  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State  August  29, 
1876  ;  said  donation  to  be  in  form,  and  to  the  extent  following: 

When  said  company  shall  have  completed  said  railroad  and  stock  yards 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  proposition  to  build  said  road  and  stock-yards, 
addressed  to  John  Caven,  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  published  in  the  papers  of 
said  city  August  31,  1876,  and  a  supplemental  proposition  of  date  September 
4,  1876,  published  in  said  city  papers  September  5,  1876,  then  the  said  city  to 
^donate  to  said  railroad  company  her  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $500,000,  with 
seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semiannually,  running  twenty  years,  to  be 
-delivered  to  said  railroad  company  when  said  company  shall  agree  and  guar- 
antee to  and  with  said  city  that  said  railroad  company  will  pay  and  satisfy  all 
the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  promptly,  when  the  same  shall  fall 
•due,  and  also  execute  to  the  city  a  first  mortgage  on  their  said  railroad,  its 
franchises,  road-bed,  tracks,  switches,  and  rolling-stock,  and  on  the  stock- 
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yards,  its  lands  thereof,  not  less  than  one  hundred  acres,  with  all  the  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging,  to  secure  the  performance  of  the  agreement  on 
the  part  of  said  railroad,  to  the  effect  that  they  will  take  up  and  pay  said 
bonds,  principal  and  interest,  and  forever  save  the  city  free  and  harmless 
from  all  liability  or  payment  of  said  bonds  or  interest,  or  any  portion  thereof; 
said  proposed  railroad  running  into  and  through  a  portion  of  said  city. 
September  5th,  1876. 

And,  Whereas,  On  the  day  and  year  last  aforesaid,  upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition,  said  Common  Council,  at  said  meeting,  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  examine  the  said  petition,  and  ascertain  whether  a  majority  of  all  the 
resident  freeholders  of  said  city  had  in  fact  signed  the  said  petition ;  which 
committee  afterwards  reported  to  said  Common  Council,  at  a  meeting  had  on 
the  25th  day  of  September,  1876,  in  substance  and  effect  as  follows  :  That 
they  had  carefully  examined  said  petition,  and  compared  the  same  with  the 
tax-duplicate  of  said  city,  and  found  that  the  said  petition  had  been  duly 
signed  by  more  than  a  majority  of  all  the  resident  freeholders  in  said  city ; 
which  report  was,  by  said  Common  Council,  then  and  there  received  and 
adopted. 

And,  Whereas,  Afterwards,  to- wit,  on  the  16th  day  of  October,  1876,  said 
Common  Council  passed  and  established  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordi- 
nance providing  for  the  issuing  of  certain  bonds  in  aid  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Transfer  &  Stock- Yard  Company,  and  prescribing  the  condition  upon  which 
such  bonds  are  issued  and  delivered." 

In  and  by  the  first  section  of  said  ordinance,  it  was,  in  effect,  ordained  that 
said  proposition  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  be  accepted,  and  the  prayer  of 
the  said  petitioning  freeholders  granted ;  and  that  the  Finance  Committee 
of  said  Common  Council  should  cause  to  be  prepared  bonds  of  said  city,  to 
the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  of  the  denomination  of  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  dated  January  1st,  1877,  and  made  payable  to 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  order,  twenty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  upon 
the  first  days  of  July  and  January,  respectively,  principal  and  interest  to  be 
payable  in  the  City  of  New  York,  without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraise- 
ment laws;  said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the 
Clerk ;  and  that  when  so  prepared,  they  should  be  delivered  to  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  the  Mayor  and  two  Councilmen,  the  latter  to  be  elected? 
in  trust  to  be  by  them  held  until  the  work  proposed  to  be  done  by  said  party 
of  the  first  part  should  be  faithfully  and  fully  completed  according  to  said 
proposition. 

In  and  by  the  second  section  of  said  ordinance  it  was,  in  substance  and 
effect,  provided,  among  other  things,  as  follows,  to-wit:     That  when  said; 
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stock-yards  should  be  completed  according  to  the  terms  of  said  proposition, 
and  when  said  railroad  should  be  built  from  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cin- 
cinnati &  Indianapolis  Railroad,  on  the  east,  to  the  Terre  Haute  &  Indian- 
apolis Railroad,  on  the  west,  connecting  the  Indianapolis  &  St.  Louis  and  the 
Indianapolis,  Bloomington  &  Western  Railroads  with  the  same,  according  to 
the  terms  of  said  proposition,  such  fact  being  certified  to  said  Common  Coun- 
cil in  the  mode  therein  provided,  and  also  that  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars had  been  actually  expended  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
road  and  stock-yards,  then,  and  not  before,  said  trustees  should  deliver  to 
said  company  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  bonds,  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  at  the  same  time,  delivering  to  said  trustees,  for  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  a  like  amount  of  its  bonds,  of  like  character,  dated  Decem- 
ber 1st,  A.  D.  1876,  with  like  interest,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  June  and  December,  respectively — principal  and  interest  payable  at  the 
banking  house  of  Winslow,  Lanier  &  Co.,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  without 
relief,  etc.  And  that  said  party  of  the  first  part  should,  at  the  same  time, 
deliver  to  said  trustees,  for  said  city,  a  first  mortgage  on  the  said  railroad,  its 
franchises,  road-bed,  tracks,  switches,  rolling-stock,  and  all  other  property  to 
the  same  belonging,  and  also  on  the  stock-yard  lands  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  acres,  together  with  all  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  to  the  same 
belonging,  to  secure  the  payment  of  all  said  bonds,  so  delivered  and  to  be 
delivered  to  said  city  by  said  company,  and  also  securing  the  performance,  by 
said  company,  of  all  the  agreements  contained  in  its  said  proposition,  both 
present  and  future — said  mortgage  to  provide  that,  upon  default  for  sixty 
days  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  bonds  so  secured  by  said  mortgage, 
the  whole  of  the  bonds  should  become  due  and  payable,  and  that  legal  fore- 
closure might  be  had;  provided,  if,  at  any  time  before  sale,  all  interest  due, 
together  with  costs  and  attorneys'  fees,  should  be  pai  .1  by  the  first  to  the  se- 
cond party,  then  no  sale  should  be  had,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  should 
be  restored  to  its  former  rights  the  same  as  if  no  default  had  occurred. 

And  in  and  by  said  second  section,  it  was  further  ordained,  that,  upon  the 
full  completion  of  said  railroad  to  North  Indianapolis,  at  a  point  on  the  Indi- 
anapolis, Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  having  been  actually  expended  by  said  company  in  the 
construction  of  its  entire  railroad  and  stock-yards,  and  said  facts  being  certified 
by  said  trustees  to  said  Common  Council,  then  said  trustees  should  deliver  to 
the  party  of  the  first  part  the  remaining  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
said  city  bonds,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  at  the  same  time  delivering 
to  said  trustees  a  like  amount  of  its  bonds,  of  the  same  tenor  and  effect  as. 
the  bonds  previously  delivered  by  it  to  said  trustees,  they  being  equally  se- 
cured by  the  same  mortgage. 
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In  and  by  the  fourth  section  of  said  ordinance,  it  was,  in  substance  and 
effect,  provided  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  should  extend  to  all  per- 
sons doing  business  on  or  along  the  line  of  said  railroad  full  facilities  to  con- 
nect switches  with  said  road,  and  should  carry  and  transfer  freight  to  and 
from  such  switches  at  rates  not  exceeding  that  charged  by  said  company  for 
transporting  through  freight  of  a  like  class  and  character  over  said  road. 

By  the  fifth  section  of  said  ordinance,  it  was  provided  that  the  same  should 
be  in  force  from  its  passage,  and  from  the  filing  with  the  Mayor  a  certified 
transcript  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  company  of  its 
acceptance  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  ordinance. 

For  greater  certainty  and  particularity,  reference  is  here  made  to  said  or- 
dinance. 

And,  Whereas,  Afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  17th  day  of  October,  1876,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  said  railroad  company,  by  resolution  duly  entered  upon 
its  records,  accepted  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  said  ordinance, 
and  on  the  same  day  filed  with  said  Mayor  a  duly  certified  copy  of  the  same. 

And,  Whereas,  To  remove  certain  doubts  that  had  arisen  as  to  the  corporate 
power  of  said  city,  under  existing  laws,  to  enter  into  said  contract,  and  as  to 
the  validity  and  binding  obligation  of  said  ordinance  and  contract,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  at  the  instance  and  upon  the  petition 
of  the  parties  hereto,  passed  an  act  legalizing  said  ordinance  in  all  its  parts, 
conditions,  and  provisions,  and  also  legalizing  the  said  acceptance  thereof  by 
said  company,  as  fully  as  if  undoubted  prior  legislative  authority  for  the  same 
had  existed.  Said  act  was  approved  March  2,  1877,  and  is  entitled  "  An  act 
to  legalize  a  certain  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, therein  mentioned,  designated  as  an  ordinance  No.  51,  and  passed 
October  16th,  1876,  as  well  as  the  acceptance  thereof  by  the  Union  Railroad 
Transfer  &  Stock-Yard  Company,  and  to  validate  the  contract  embraced  in 
said  ordinance  and  in  the  acceptance  thereof." 

And,  Whereas,  Afterwards,  and  as  of  January  1st,  1877,  said  party  of  the 
second  part  caused  to  be  prepared  its  five  hundred  corporate  bonds,  num- 
bered from  1  to  500,  inclusive,  signed  by  John  Caven,  its  Mayor,  and  attested 
by  its  Clerk,  all  dated  January  1st,  1877,  payable  to  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  or  order,  twenty  years  after  date,  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi  annu- 
ally on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  as  per  coupons  annexed  ;  which 
bonds,  so  prepared  and  signed,  were  delivered  to  said  trustees,  to  be  delivered 
to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  purposes  and  upon  the  conditions  in 
said  ordinance  specified. 

And,  Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  ordinance  and  contract,  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  as  of  the   first  day  of  December,  1876,  made  its  five  hundred 
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corporate  bonds,  numbered,  consecutively,  from  1  to  500,  both  inclusive,  all 
-dated  December  1st,  1876,  sealed  with  its  corporate  seal,  and  signed,  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  1877,  by  W  R.  McKeen,  its  president,  a  id  E.  F.  Claypool, 
its  secretary,  payable  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  order,  twenty  years  after 
said  date,  to-wit,  on  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1896,  for  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraisement  laws, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually 
on  the  first  days  of  June  and  December  of  each  year,  according  to  the  tenor 
of  coupons  for  such  interest,  which  were  thereto  annexed,  both  interest  and 
principal  payable  at  the  banking  house  of  Winslow,  Lanier  &  Co.,  in  the  City 
•of  New  York.  It  was,  and  is  also,  provided  in  each  of  said  bonds,  that  upon 
the  non-payment  of  any  half-yearly  instalment  of  interest  when  due  and 
payable,  and  upon  the  continuance  of  such  default  for  sixty  days  after  de- 
mand of  payment,  then  the  principal  of  such  bonds  should  be  subject,  at 
once,  to  become  due  and  payable,  according  to  the  conditions  provided  in 
•this  mortgage. 

And,  Whereas  (the  conditions  upon  which  the  said  first  instalment  of  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  its  corporate  bonds  were  made  deliverable  by 
-the  party  of  the  second  part  having  been  performed  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  conditions  upon  which  the  remaining  one  hundred  thousand 
■dollars  of  said  bonds  were  made  so  deliverable  being  in  course  of  perform- 
ance by  said  party  of  the  first  part),  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  about  to 
deliver  to  said  party  of  the  first  part  four  hundred  of  said  corporate  bonds  of  it, 
the  party  of  thesecond  part,  amounting  to  four  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and, 
•concurrently  therewith,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  is  about  to  deliver  to 
said  party  of  the  second  part  four  hundred  of  said  corporate  bonds  of  it,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  numbered  consecutively  from  1  to  400,  both  in- 
clusive, and  is  and  will  be  ready  in  like  manner,  to  deliver  its  said  remaining 
one  hundred  bonds,  numbered  consecutively  from  401  to  500,  both  inclusive, 
upon  receiving  from  the  party  of  the  second  part  the  said  second  instalment 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  its,  the  said  city's,  corporate  bonds. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Indenture  Witnesseth,  That  in  consideration  of  the 
premises,  and  of  one  dollar  paid  by  the  party  of  second  part  to  party  of  the 
Urst  part,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  grants,  conveys,  mortgages, 
and  warrants  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
■@X\  and  singular,  the  following  described  rights,  franchises,  and  property,  sit- 
uate in  the  county  of  Marion  and  State  of  Indiana,  to  wit:  The  railroad  of 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  built  and  to  be  built,  extending  from  a  point  on 
the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railroad,  east  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  around  the  eastern,  southern,  and  western  sides  of  said  city, 
to  North  Indianapolis,  at  a  point  on  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette 
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Railroad,  including  its  rights  of  way,  road-bed,  and  superstructure,  bridges, 
tracks,  sidetracks,  and  switches,  locomotives,  cars,  and  all  rolling-stock,  ma- 
chinery, and  fixtures,  and,  generally,  all  property  of  every  kind  or  description, 
now  owned  by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  used  or  intended  for  use  in 
connection  with  said  railroad  as  a  railroad,  and  all  property  to  be  hereafter 
acquired  by  it  for  such  purpose,  together  with  the  franchises  belonging  and 
appertaining  to  said  party  of  the  first  part;  and  also  ail  the  lands  now  owned 
by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  used  and  intended  for  use  in  connection  witb 
its  stock-yards,  comprising  one  hundred  and  five  acres,  purchased  from  the 
heirs  of  Nicholas  McCarty,  deceased,  lying  contiguous  to  said  railroad  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  White  River,  a  schedule 
of  which  lands  is  annexed  to  this  mortgage,  together  with  all  buildings  and 
improvements  now  erected  or  in  course  of  erection  thereon,  and  all  buildings 
and  improvements  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  or  put  thereon.  But  it  is 
not  intended  that  this  mortgage  shall  embrace  any  additional  lands,  if  any, 
that  may  hereafter  be  purchased  or  acquired  by  said  party  of  the  first  part 
for  stock-yard  purposes. 

The  conditions  of  this  mortgage  are  such  that,  if  the  said  party  of  the  first- 
part  shall  duly  keep  and  perform  the  conditions  devolving  upon  it  by  said 
ordinance  and  its  said  acceptance  thereof,  and  especially  if  it  shall  well  and 
truly  pay  to  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  interest  on  all  said  bonds  so 
delivered  and  to  be  delivered  by  it  to  said  party  of  the  second  part  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  and  effect  of  said  bonds  and  said  annexed  coupons,  and  if, 
at  the  maturity  of  said  bonds,  it  shall  well  and  truly  pay  the  principal  thereof, 
as  well  as  those  already  delivered  by  it  to  said  city  as  said  remaining  instal- 
ment of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  hereafter  to  be  delivered  upon  the 
conditions  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  such  case,  this  indenture/ and  the  estate 
hereby  created  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  this  indenture  shall  cease  and 
become  of  none  effect. 

It  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  indenture  that  the  same  shall 
stand  and  be  a  security  for  all  of  said  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the 
bonds  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  well  those  already  delivered  as  those 
to  be  hereafter  delivered,  without  preference  or  priority  as  between  them. 

It  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that,  until  default  be  made  in  the 
payment  of  the  interest  or  any  instalment  thereof,  accruing  on  said  bonds, 
or  until  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds,, 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  remain  in  the  full  possession,  use,  and  enjoy- 
ment of  all  said  mortgaged  premises  and  rights. 

It  is  hereby  further  provided  that,  upon  any  failure  of  said  party  of  the 
first  part  to  pay  any  instalment  of  interest  upon  the  bonds  hereby  secured,, 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  become  due  and  payable, 
and  payment  shall  have  been  demanded,  then  and  in  that  event  the  princi- 
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pal  of  said  bonds  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  become 
due  and  presently  payable,  and  legal  foreclosure  may  be  had.  But  if  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  before  sale  of  the  mortgaged  premises  under  de- 
cree of  foreclosure,  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the  amount  of  interest  due  on 
said  bonds,  together  with  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  then,  and  in 
that  event,  no  sale  shall  take  place,  but  the  parties  shall  be  restored  to  each 
and  every  their  former  rights  as  if  no  default  in  the  payment  of  interest  had 
ever  been  made. 

And  inasmuch  as  the  purpose  of  executing  and  delivering  this  mortgage 
and  the  bonds  thereby  secured  is  to  secure  and  indemnify  said  party  of  the 
second  part  against  loss,  damage,  or  pecuniary  burden  by  reason  of  the  exe- 
cution and  delivery  of  its  said  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  of 
bonds  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  to  provide  and  secure  a  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  thereof,  so  as  to  avoid  any  necessity 
on  the  part  of  said  city  for  providing  a  fund  of  its  own,  by  taxation  or  other- 
wise, for  the  payment  of  the  same;  and  inasmuch  as  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  in  selling  and  negotiating  the  bonds  so  received  and  to  be  received 
from  said  city,  must  necessarily  endorse  the  same,  thereby  becoming  liable 
equally  with  said  city  to  the  holders  thereof  for  the  payment  of  the  same  ; 
Therefore  it  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  between  the  parties  hereto, 
that  all  moneys  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  satisfaction  or  re- 
demption of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  hereby  secured,  shall  be 
deemed  a  trust  fund  for  the  satisfaction  and  redemption  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  the  said  bonds  of  said  city,  and  that  all  the  same  shall  be  so  ap- 
plied by  said  city. 

And  to  that  end,  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  provided  that  so  long  as  said  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  not  be  in  default  as  to  the  payment  of  any  interest  or 
principal  of  its  said  bonds,  said  party  of  the  second  part  will  not  sell,  nego- 
tiate, or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  bonds  and  coupons,  or  any  of  them,  secured 
by  this  mortgage,  but  will  hold  all  the  same  so  that  all  payments  of  interest 
or  principal  thereon  may  be  made  to  said  party  of  the  second  part  itself,  to 
the  end  that  the  proceeds  thereof  may  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the 
trust  aforesaid. 

Said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  execute  any 
other  or  further  conveyance  or  writing  that  may  hereafter  be  found  necessary 
to  fully  carry  into  execution  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  this  indenture, 
if  any  other  such  shall  be  found  necessary. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  has  caused  its  corporate 
seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  signature  of  its  president  and  the 
attestation  of  its  secretary  to  be  hereunto  subscribed,  this  12th  day  of 
October,  A.  D.  1877.

On  the  29th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1873,  the  Sewing-Machine  Cabinet  Company, 
whose  factory  and  office  is  situate  at  the  junction  of  Malott  and  Columbia 
avenues  in  said  city,  purchased,  at  their  expense,  a  certain  fire-alarm  signal 
box,  for  which  they  paid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250). 
At  the  time  of  said  purchase,  as  aforesaid,  they  intended  to  have  said  signal 
box  placed  within  their  office,  as  a  private  box.  Mr.  Daniel  Glazier  was  at 
that  time  Chief  Fire  Engineer  of  said  city,  and,  as  such  city  officer,  agreed  to  at- 
tach proper  wires  to  such  box,  as  soon  as  the  company's  office  should  be  com- 
pleted, said  office  being  at  said  time  in  course  of  erection  ;  but  there  being,  at 
said  time,  no  fire-alarm  signal  box  nearer  than  the  corner  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  Noble  street,  requested  said  company  to  permit  said  signal  box 
to  be  placed  against  a  telegraph  pole  standing  near  said  company's  factory, 
assuring  them  that,  as  soon  as  their  office  was  completed,  he  would  place  the 
same  within  their  office,  and  the  same  should  be  a  private  box.  Before  said 
company's  office  was  finished,  Mr.  Glazier,  unfortunately,  was  killed.  .Since 
that  time  they  have  requested  his  successors  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his 
agreement  with  said  company,  but  they  have,  in  each  instance,  failed  to  com- 
ply with  their  request,  and  the  box  still  remains  against  said  telegraph  pole, 
and  is  known  as  box  No.  18. 

We  desire  to  submit  to  you  the  two  following  propositions,  for  your  consid- 
eration and  action,  viz.  : 
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First.  We  will  sell  said  signal  box  to  said  city  at  the  price  paid  for  the 
same. 

Second.  We  will  pay  for  the  removal  of  said  signal  box  from  si  id  pole- 
to  within  our  office,  and  use  the  same  as  a  private  box,  provided  the  city  will 
attach  proper  wires  to  the  same,  and  superintend  such  removal. 

If  the  city  will  not  accept  either  of  the  foregoing  propositions,  then  we  will 
at  once  proceed  to  remove  said  box  from  said  pole,  for  the  reason  that  the 
same  is  our  private  property  and  that  the  city  has  failed  to  keep  the  agree- 
ment made  by  and  between  her  proper  officer  and  ourselves. 

We,  at  all  times,  employ  a  private  watchman  within  our  factory  and  grounds, 
and,  if  you  should  accept  our  second  proposition,  we  can  safely  say  that  if  a 
fire  should  occur  in  the  vicinity  of  our  factory,  an  alarm  could  and  would  be 
sent  in  sooner  than  can  now  be  done,  as  there  would  be  no  delay  in  searching 
for  a  key  and  going  to  .the  box. 

Hoping  you  will  at  once  proceed  to  take  some  steps  in  the  premises,

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner  respectfully  shows  unto  you  that,  on  the  '28th 
day  of  September,  A.  P.,  IS77,  said  city,  by  her  authorized  agents  and  ser- 
vants, was  engaged  in  making  certain  repairs  on  the  bridge  over  Pogue's 
Run,  on  Brookside  avenue,  in  said  city,  and  that  said  repairs  were  not  com-

avenue,  in  a  one-horse  buggy,  it  being  rather  dark  at  the  time,  he  suddenly  came 
upon  said  obstruction,  at  which  his  horse  became  frightened,  and  suddenly 
"shied  "  to  the  south,  and  tried  to  pass  around  said  obstruction,  whereupon 
the  right  wheels  of  his  buggy  collided  and  ran  over  said  obstruction,  while 
the  left  wheels  were  in  the  ditch  on  the  south  of  said  avenue,  and  that  said 
buggy  was  overturned,  and  your  petitioner  violently  thrown  to  the  ground, 
from  which  fall  he  sustained  severe  bruises  and  injuries,  from  which  he  is 
still  suffering,  and  from  which  he  has  been  greatly  annoyed  and  damaged.

Your  petitioner,  John  Conway,  would  respectfully  represent  that,  hereto- 
fore, to-wit,  on  the  second  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1874,  at  a  public  sale  of  lots 
and  lands  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  delinquent  taxes  due  said  city,  lot 
No.  5,  in  out-lot  127,  of  the  donation  of  lands  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the 
said  lot  was  offered  for  sale  for  taxes  delinquent  thereon,  and  was  purchased 
by  your  petitioner.  John  Conway,  for  $25,  that  being  the  amount  due  thereon, 
which  he  paid,  and  a  certificate  of  sale  was  issued  and  delivered  to  him  there- 
for; and  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1876,  said  lot  not  having  been  re- 
deemed, a  deed  was  executed  and  delivered  to  him  therefor.

REPORTS,    ETC.,   FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Civil  Engineer  presented  the  following  communication ; 
which  was  received,  and  the  suggestions  therein  contained  were 
duly  approved : 
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Indianapolis,  November  5,  1877. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  our  streets, 
along  the  line  of  the  gas  and  water  mains.  These  companies  are,  of  course, 
responsible  for  repairs  where  they  have  made  excavation.  But,  in  many 
cases,  repairs  are  neglected,  and,  after  a  time,  it  is  impossible  to  locate  the 
responsibility ;  hence,  the  city  not  only  incurs  the  expense  of  such  repairs, 
but  risks  liability  for  any  damage  that  may  occur  by  reason  of  the  condition 
of  the  streets. 

The  city  should  be  provided  with  a  correct  plat  of  all  gas  and  water  mains, 
including  all  private  connections,  in  order  that  each  company  could  be  made 
responsible  for  all  its  own  repairs.  To  this  end,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
Council,  through  its  Marshal,  notify  the  two  Gas  Companies  (the  Water- 
Works  Company  having  furnished  a  plat)  to  file  a  plat  of  their  mains  with 
the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and,  in  all  cases  of  excavation,  whether  for  street- 
mains  or  private  connections,  due  notice  be  required  of  said  companies  of 
their  intention  to  excavate,  and  locality  thereof.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen : — The  motion  for  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Clerk,  at  the  Sta- 
tion House,  which  was  referred  to  this  Board,  with  instructions  to  report 
upon  its  merits,  and  also  to  report  the  number  of  employes  at  the  Station 
Houses,  has  had  our  attention. 

We  report,  first,  that  there  is  no  such  office  as  clerk  at  the  Station  House, 
but  that  there  is  an  officer  detailed  for  various  duties.  That  of  clerk  has 
been  sometimes  performed  by  him  ;  he,  also,  calls  the  roll,  and  keeps  the 
time  of  the  men  ;  he  attends  the  Mayor's  Court  each  morning  in  charge  of 
the  prisoners  ;  he  answers  call?  for  the  immediate  services  of  an  officer,  and, 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chief  and  Captains,  he  has  general  supervision 
of  the  Station,  under  instructions  from  the  Chief,  until  his  return — in  short, 
he  is  there  to  act  under  directions  from  the  Chief,  in  any  emergency  that 
may  arise.  Well  knowing  the  necessity  for  economy,  the  Board  and  Chief 
have  frequently,  heretofore,  discussed  the  propriety  of  dispensing  with  this 
detail,  but  each  time  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  was  a  necess  ity 
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the  matter  of  answering  calls  for  immediate  help,  alone,  would  seem  to  jus- 
tify it,  as  it  would  be  an  utter  impossibility  for  the  Chief,  in  the  absence  of 
the  man  on  regular  duty,  to  answer  all  the  calls,  in  person,  thus  made  upon 
him.     For  these  reasons,  we  think  that  the  motion  should  not  pass. 

In  the  second  clause  we  report,  that  those  employed  at  the  Central  Station 
House  are  as  follows:     One  cook,  one  janitor,  one  day  turnkey,  one  night 
turnkey,  and  one  officer  detailed   for  special  duty;  and  one  turnkey  at  the 
Sixth  street  Station.     All  of  these  employes  we  consider  indispensable.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  42,  1877. 

An  Ordinance  making  and  providing  for  the  execution  of  a  Contract  between  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  and  the  Water-  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis. 

Whereas,  The  terms  of  a  contract,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  have  been  agreed  upon, 
and  are  embraced  in  a  written  agreement,  in  the  words  and  figures  follow- 
ing, to-wit: 

This  Agreement,  Made  this  15th  day  of  October,  1877,  by  and  between  the 
Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 

Witnesseth:  That  said  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  for  and  in 
consideration  of  covenants  and  agreements  herein  stipulated  to  be  kept  and 
performed  by  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  fur- 
nish and  supply  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  her  corporate  capacity,  with 
water,  for  public  use,  of  the  quality  and  kind,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  an  ordinance  of  said  city,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Water- 
Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  Water- 
Works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  denning  their 
powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their  duties,"  ordained  and  established 
January  3d,  1870,  subject,  however,  to  the  terms  and  stipulations  herein  con- 
tained. 

The  said  water  to  be  furnished  to  supply  four  hundred  and  seventy  two  fire 
hydrants  or  plugs,  for  fire  protection,  as  now  located,  and  with  sufficient  power 
and  pressure  to  throw  eight  streams  at  once  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet 
vertically,  through  one  inch  nozzles,  said  pressure  and  power  to  be  furnished 
within  ten  minutes  from  the  time  an  alarm  of  fire  is  sounded  from  any  fire- 
alarm  box  located  on  the  line  of,  or  within  one  square  from  the  lines  of  water- 
pipe. 

And  the  said  Water-Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  also  agrees  to  supply 
and  furnish  water  to  said  city,  according  to  the  terms  of  said  ordinance,  for 
twenty-three  drinking-fountains,  situated  on  the  several  streets  of  said  city, 
as  now  located;  and  for  the  fountain  in  Military  Park,  in  said  city,  and  a  so 
for  the  several  engine,  reel,  and  station  houses  in  said  city,  and  also  all  water 
for  the  purpose  of  flushing  or  cleaning  sewers  and  the  filling  of  public  fire- 
cisterns  within  reach  of  the  lines  of  the  water-pipe. 
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And  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  herein  contained,  to  be  kept  and  performed  by  said  Water- 
Works  Company,  hereby  promises  and  agrees  to  pay  said  Water-Works  Com- 
pany, for  the  water  so  furnished  and  supplied,  at  the  following  rates : 

Fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  of  said  fire  hydrants  or  plugs,  which  shall 
be  full  payment  for  all  water  used  from  said  hydrants  or  plugs,  and  for  all 
water  used  at  the  several  engine  and  reel  houses,  from  regular  house  connec- 
tions, for  all  uses  connected  with  the  Fire  Department,  and  also  for  all  water 
used  at  the  several  station  houses  of  the  city. 

And  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  also  agrees  to  pay  for  each  of  the  public 
drinking  fountains,  situated  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  now  in  use,  at  the  rate 
of  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  and  for  the  water  furnished  to  the  fountain  situ 
ated  in  Military  Park  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  per 
anuum — said  payments  to  be  made  quarterly. 

And  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that,  during  the  contin- 
uance of  this  contract,  the  water  from  fire  hydrants  or  plugs  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  fire  protection,  for  filling  public  cisterns,  and  for  cleaning  and 
flushing  public  sewers,  provided  that  not  more  than  two  streams  shall  be 
used  from  fire  hydrants  or  plugs  at  the  same  time  in  cleaning  sewers,  and 
that  they  shall  not  be  so  used  to  exceed  six  hours  in  any  one  day. 

That  during  the  time  of  fires,  wheu  fire  streams  are  being  used  from  any 
fire  plugs,  no  water  shall  be  used  from  any  fire  hydrant  or  plug,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  any  cistern  or  cleaning  or  flushing  any  sewer. 

That  no  streets  shall  be  sprinkled  with  water  from  any  fire  hydrant  or 
plug,  by  any  of  the  officers  or  employes  of  said  city,  or  by  their  leave  or 
authority. 

And  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  contract,  said  Water- Works  Company  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  employ,  at  her  own  expense,  a  competent  man  to  attend  all 
fires  and  see  that  all  fire  plugs  are  properly  opened,  and  that  no  water  is  used 
from  any  fire  plug  for  the  purpose  of  filling  cisterns,  or  flushing  or  cleaning 
sewers,  during  the  time  of  fires  and  when  fire  streams  are  being  thrown  from 
the  plugs.  That  such  man  shall  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer,  or  his  assistant,  during  times  of  fire,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
report  to  said  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  or  the  Fire  Board,  any  and  all  violations 
of  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  or  omissions  to  properly  open  said  fire  plugs, 
or  any  violations  of  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  or  said  Fire  Board. 
And  when  said  Water-Works  Company  shall  have  employed  such  person,  it 
shall  report  his  name  to  the  Common  Council,  and  the  said  city  agrees  that 
it  will,  by  the  proper  authority,  enact  an  ordinance  fully  protecting  him  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  the  said  City  of 
Indianapolis  shall  in  no  way  be  liable  for  the  pay  or  compensation  of  the  man 
so  employed  by  said  Water-Works  Company,  and  the  right  to  employ  and 
remove  said  man  is,  and  shall  be,  exclusively  with  said  Water-Works  Com- 
pany. 
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It  is  understood  that  this  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  as  of  the 
15th  day  of  August,  1877,  and  that  the  said  city  will  pay  said  company,  at 
the  rate  herein  stipulated,  for  all  water  used  by  her  from  and  after  the  15th 
day  of  August,  1877,  and  also  for  said  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  fire 
plugs  from  said  date,  at  the  rate  mentioned  herein. 

This  contract  shall  be  in  force  from  and  during  the  term  of  one  year,  from 
the  15th  day  of  August,  1877,  and,  thereafter,  until  a  new  arrangement  shall 
be  demanded  by  either  party  hereto;  which  may  be  done  by  either  of  the 
parties  at  the  expiration  of  any  year. 

In  the  event  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Water-Works  Company 
can  not  agree  as  to  the  rates  or  price  to  be  paid  for  water  by  tjie  city  for 
public  use,  then  the  matter  of  rates  shall  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  provided  by  the  ordinance  of  January  3d,  1870,  herein  be- 
fore referred  to. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  this  con- 
tract shall  not  be  deemed  a  surrender  of  any  rights  of  either  party  under  the 
prior  legislation  of  the  city,  or  any  arrangement  heretofore  made  between 
the  Water-Works  Company  and  city,  except  so  far  as  modified  or  changed 
herein. 

And,  Whereas,  It  is  deemed  proper  that  the  same  should  be  made,  and  the

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of

Gentlemen: — Your  special  committee,  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  in  relation  to  accommodations  for  the  city  offices 
in  the  new  Court  House,  would  report  that  we  have  given  the  matter  our  at- 
tention, and  have  examined  the  basement-rooms  of  the  Court  House,  and  are 
of  the  opinion  the  said  basement  will  furnish  ample  room  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  all  the  offices  and  Mayor's  Court,  and  also  Halls  for  the  meetings 
of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.

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The  Fire  Board,  through  Councilman  Case,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report ;  which  was  concurred  in  : 

To  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  tho  Common.  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : — A  motion,  passed  by  your  bodies,  instructing  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  to  examine  the  stairways  and  halls  of  the  Surgical  Institute,  on  S. 
Illinois  street,  and  report  if  the  same  is  provided  with  sufficient  means  of  es- 
cape, in  case  of  fire,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  has  carefully  examined  the  building,  and  finds  no 
provision  made  for  the  escape  of  the  inmates  in  case  of  fire,  excepting  a  nar- 
row back-stairway,  which  would  easily  become  blockaded,  were  a  fire  to  break 
out  in  said  building;  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  that  loss  of  life  would 
be  great. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  City  Marshal  notify  the  proprietors  of 
said  building  to  proceed  at  once,  and  provide  sufficient  means  of  escape  to 
the  occupants  in  case  of  fire,  and  to  conform  to  the  law  passed  by  the  last 
Legislature,  regarding  fire-escapes.

For  iron  bridge,  with  stone  abutments $3  896  70 
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Your  committee  would  recommend  the  construction  of  an  iron  bridge, 
with  stone  abutments.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry 
papers,  respectfully  submit  their  report  on  the  following : 

1st.  Petition  of  John  W.  Davis,  for  refunding  $5.71  taxes  paid,  by  mistake, 
on  lot  103,  in  Noble's  Sub.  of  out-lot  55. 

As  the  taxes  were  due  the  city,  the  payment  by  the  petitioner  was  volun- 
tarily made,  and,  if  refunded,  could  not  be  collected  from  the  present  owner, 
if  payment  should  be  resisted,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

2d.     Petition  of  Sophia  Smith,  for  refunding  a  portion  of  her  taxes. 

The  petitioner  was  not  entitled  to  an  exemption  for  1875,  her  property  be- 
ing appraised,  that  year,  for  $1000,  which  your  committee  think,  at  that  time, 
was  a  reasonable  valuation  ;  and  for  1876,  she  has  received  the  benefit  of  all 
the  exemption  allowed  by  law.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

3d.  Petition  of  Henry  Boecher,  for  refunding  taxes  on  lot  13,  in  out-lot 
121,  claiming  an  excessive  appraisement. 

Your  committee  believe  the  appraisement  to  be  fair  and  reasonable,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  appraisement  of  adjacent  property,  and  that  it  should 
not  be  changed ;  and  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not 
granted. 

4th.  Petition  of  Thomas  C.  Burdsal,  for  refunding  $106.84,  with  interest 
at  6  per  cent.,  because  of  an  erroneous  sale  to  him  of  certain  property  for 
delinquent  taxes, 

Your  committee  find  the  statements  in  the  petition  to  be  correct,  and  re- 
commend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted,  and  that  the  Clerk 
be  ordered  to  bring  the  taxes  of  1876  against  the  property  erroneously  sold, 
and  treat  it  as  delinquent. 
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5th.  Petition  of  John  Conway,  for  refunding  money  paid  by  him  for  tax- 
title  on  lot  5,  in  out-lot  127,  and  for  the  city  to  reimburse  him  for  money  ex- 
pended in  improvements  subsequent  to  such  purchase. 

Your  committee  find  that,  by  a  suit  in  the  Marion  County  Superior  Court, 
the  original  owners  of  said  property  dispossessed  the  petitioner,  and  obtained 
possession,  by  defeating  his  title  thereto;  and  recommend  refunding  to  him 
the  original  purchase  money,  and  six  per  cent,  interest,  but  against  reimburs- 
ing him  for  money  expended  in  improvements. 

6th.  Petition  of  Laurena  Griffith,  for  refunding  $7,  taxes  of  1876  on  $500, 
under  the  Widows'  Exemption  Law. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted.

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The  following  general  ordinance  was  then  read  the  first  time, 
and,  on  Councilman  Marsee's  motion,  further  consideration  of  same 
was  postponed,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  in  extenso,  in  the 
minutes : 

G.  0.  43,  1877 — An  ordinance  creating  a  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  pre- 
scribing their  powers  and  duties,  and  the  manner  of  their  election. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That  there  shall  be  annually  elected,  by  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  joint  convention,  a  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements ;  which  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  members 
of  the  Common  Council.  Said  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  be  so 
elected,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  joint  convention  held  in  May  of  each  year,  and 
at  the  same  time  that  the  Fire,  Hospital,  and  Police  Boards  are  elected,  and 
shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties.  The  members  of  such 
Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected;  provided,  that  any  member  of  such  Board  may 
be  removed,  at  any  time,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen.  Any  vacancy  in  such  Board  may  be  filled,  at  any  time, 
by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  joint  convention,  and 
any  person  so  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  only  be  elected  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  his  predecessor;  and  provided  further,  that,  after  this  ordinance 
shall  be  ordained  and  established,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men shall  meet  in  joint  covention.  and  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments, to  serve  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  convention 
in  May,  1878;  and  provided  further,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  shall  be,  ex» 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Board  of  Public  Improvements  to  keep 
a  complete  record  of  all  their  transactions  and  proceedings.  They  shall  have 
general  supervision  and  control  of  the  repairing  of  all  the  streets,  alleys,  cul- 
verts, and  bridges  of  the  city,  the  cleaning  and  scraping  of  all  the  streets, 
alleys,  and  sewers  of  the  city,  the  employment  of  all  laborers  and  teams,  and 
the  purchasing  of  all  supplies  and  materials  used  therein,  and  fix  the  prices 
to  be  paid  by  the  city  for  laborers  and  teams,  subject  to  the  directions  and 
orders  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  All  pay-rolls  for 
labor  and  teams  used  and  employed  in  the  Street-Repair  Department,  and  all 
bills,  accounts,  and  claims  for  materials  or  labor  used  in  the  same,  shall  be 
certified  to  by  the  Street  Commissioner  and  approved  by  said  Board, 
before  any  order  shall  be  drawn  or  issued  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments to  report  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  once  a 
month,  the  amount  of  the  entire  expenditures  for  the  previous  month,  with 
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a  general  statement  of  what  the  expenditures  were  for ;  and  they  shall,  in 
such  report,  state  the  total  amount  of  the  expenditures  of  their  Department 
from  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  up  to  the  date  of  such  report. 

Sec.  3.  Such  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  report  to  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  from  time  to  time,  any  needed  public  im- 
provement of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city,  and  submit  any  plans  or  im- 
provements in  the  mode  or  manner  of  making  the  same,  that,  in  their  judg- 
ment, should  be  adopted  by  the  city. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordi- 
nance are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

The  contract  and  bond  of  John  Schier,  for  grading,  and  paving 
with  brick,  the  east  sidewalk  of  Park  avenue  (where  not  already 
paved),  between  Cherry  and  Vine  streets,  was  submitted,  and  afore- 
said contract  was  concurred  in  and  the  bond  duly  approved.

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  report,  in  the  matter  of  charges  against 
Leander  A.  Fulmer,  Street  Commissioner,  preferred  by  Alderman  Stratford, 
as  follows : 

Alderman  Coburn,  and  Councilmen  Morse  and  Sindlinger  were  necessarily 
absent  during  most  of  the  time  of  the  investigation  ;  but,  by  consent  of  the 
accused  and  the  prosecution,  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the  undersigned. 

Careful  investigation  was  made  ;  every  facility  afforded  for  the  production 
of  witness  and  books  and  papers  on  both  sides;  and  the  result  of  the  inves- 
tigation is,  That  we  find  Leander  A.  Fulmer  not  guilty  of  the  charges  pre- 
ferred against  him. 

We  do  find  some  irregularities  in  the  manner  of  paying  some  small  ac- 
counts for  work  on  the  streets  and  bowlders,  not  in  any  way  affecting  the 
integrity  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  parties  to  whom  moneys  were  paid. 
It  was  shown  that  orders  were  issued,  which  embraced  the  accounts  of  sev- 
eral persons  for  work  and  labor  and  materials,  the  money  paid  to  the  Com- 
missioner, who  then  paid  it  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto.  This  was  done 
to  save  a  notary  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  lessen  the  discount  on  orders,  which 
was  less  on  large  orders  than  on  small  ones.  In  all  cases  where  this  was 
done,  it  was  proven  before  us  that  the  account  was  correct,  and  the  party 
got  his  money.  We  allude  to  this  matter,  because  it  is  an  exceedingly  loose 
way  to  do  business,  and  dangerous  to  the  city  officials  as  well  as  to  the  city. 
It  would  be  an  easy  matter  for  the  small  claimants  to  make  out  their  accounts 
and  properly  assign  them,  and  thus  afford  to  the  city,  and  all  persons,  written 
and  legal  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  their  transactions ;  or,  better  still, 
endorse  upon  the  account  an  order  to  pay  the  person  or  persons  whom  they 
wish  to  collect  the  money.  We  recommend  that  some  such  rule  as  this  be 
established  by  ordinance,  if  there  be  none  such  in  force.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances  and  City  Attor- 
ney, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  coal  dealers,  asking  that  some 
steps  be  taken  in  relation  to  the  weighing  and  selling  of  coal  and  coke  in  the 
city,  would  report  that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  a  new  ordinance  should  be  passed,  as  those  now  in  force 
do  not  seem  to  cover  the  points  most  complained  of. 

We,  therefore,  herewith  submit  an  ordinance  upon  the  subject,  and  recom- 
mend that  it  be  passed.

The  following  general  ordinance  was  then  read  the  first  time, 
and,  on  Councilman  Thomas's  motion,  further  consideration  of  the 
same  was  postponed,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  in  extenso, 
in  the  minutes : 

O.  0.  44,  1877 — An  ordinance  regulating  the  Weighing  and  Sale  of  Coal  and 
Coke  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  the 
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business  of  selling  coal  and  coke,  in  less  quantities  than  a  car  load,  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  unless  he  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  as  a  coal 
and  coke  dealer,  as  in  this  ordinance  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Clerk  shall,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  desiring 
to  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  and  delivering  coal  or  coke,  issue  to  such 
person  a  license,  provided  that,  before  such  license  shall  issue,  the  applicant 
shall  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.  Such  license 
shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  general  ordinances  now  in  force  pre- 
scribing the  mode  of  issuing  licenses,  and  shall  run  for  the  period  of  one  year, 
unless  revoked  or  annulled  as  hereinafter  provided.  All  such  licenses  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  whom  it  is  issued,  that 
it  is  not  transferable  or  assignable,  and  the  date  when  the  same  expires.  And 
the  City  Clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  license  so  issued, 
to  be  paid  by  the  applicant. 

Sec.  3.  All  persons  engaged  in  the  sale  and  delivery  of  coal  or  coke  shall 
cause  their  carts  or  vehicles,  used  and  employed  in  such  business,  to  be  reg- 
istered in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  and  shall  take  from  such  Clerk  a  written 
statement,  showing  the  name  of  the  dealer  and  the  number  of  each  cart  or 
other  vehicle  used  for  hauling  and  delivering  coal  or  coke.  The  person  or 
persons  using  or  employing  such  cart  or  vehicle  shall  cause  his  name  and  the 
number  of  the  vehicle  to  be  plainly  painted  thereon ;  and  in  cases  where  such 
vehicles  are  used  by  a  firm  or  corporation,  the  name  of  the  firm  or  corpora- 
tion shall  be  painted  thereon.  Any  person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the 
business  of  selling  coal  or  coke,  using  or  permitting  the  use,  in  their  busi- 
ness, of  vehicles  not  registered  and  numbered,  and  without  their  name  painted 
upon  the  same,  as  in  this  ordinance  provided,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars;  and  each  day's  use  of  a  vehicle,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  a  distinct  of- 
fense. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  offer,  or  expose  for  sale, 
any  adulterated  or  mixed  coal,  unless  the  same  is,  at  the  time,  expressly  rep- 
resented to  be  adulterated  or  mixed,  and  the  purchaser  so  informed.  Unless 
expressly  otherwise  represented  and  stated,  each  load  of  coal  offered  for  sale, 
or  sold,  shall  be  unmixed  and  unadulterated,  and  composed  of  but  one  kind 
or  variety  of  coal.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  5.  Coke  shall  be  sold  by  measure,  and  the  standard  shall  be  twenty- 
six  hundred  and  eighty  cubic  inches  to  the  bushel;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  coke  in  any  other  way  than  by  the  bushel.  Any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  6.  Any  person  retailing  coal  in  said  city  shall  send,  with  each  and 
every  load,  a  certificate  showing,  separately   the  weight  of  the  cart  or  vehicle 
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and  the  weight  of  the  coal,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  selling 
the  coal,  and  which  shall  be  delivered  with  the  load  of  coal  to  the  purchaser 
thereof.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Before  the  unloading  or  discharging  of  any  load  of  coal  on  or  near 
the  premises  of  the  proposed  purchaser  thereof,  said  purchaser  may  demand 
of  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  driver,  or  any  other  person  in  charge  of  the  same, 
a  certificate  of  weight,  as  herein  provided  for ;  and  said  owner,  agent,  driver, 
or  other  person  shall,  thereupon,  surrender  said  certificate  to  said  purchaser, 
who  may,  if  he  shall  doubt  the  correctness  of  said  certificate,  require  said 
owner,  agent,  driver,  or  other  person  to  re-weigh  any  such  load  of  coal,  at 
any  suitable  scales  in  the  city,  provided  the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  keeper  of 
said  scales  for  weighing  the  same.  If  the  owner,  agent,  driver,  or  other  per- 
son, as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  demands  and  require- 
ments of  this  section,  he  or  they  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  convicted  of  having  sold,  or  offered  to  sell,  any  load 
of  coal,  the  certificate  of  which  represented  the  same  to  be  of  a  greater  weight 
than  it  in  fact  was,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  9.  Any  person  retailing  coke  in  said  city  shall  send,  with  each  and 
every  load,  a  certificate  signed  by  the  person  selling  the  same,  stating  the 
number  of  bushels  contained  in  said  load,  which  shall  be  delivered  with  the 
load  of  coke  to  the  purchaser  thereof.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  any  load  of  coke,  the  certificate  or  which  represents 
the  same  to  contain  a  greater  number  of  bushels  than  it  actually  contains, 
nor  by  any  any  other  standard  than  twenty-six  hundred  and  eighty  cubic 
inches  to  the  bushel.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars. 

Sec  10.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Marshal  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced  ;  and,  to  that  end,  he  is  here- 
by required  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  as  his  deputy,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
from  the  first  day  of  September  until  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  to 
strictly  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  prosecute  any  violations 
of  its  provisions.  Said  Marshal  and  his  said  deputy  shall  be  empowered  to 
require  any  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal  or  coke"  to  show 
him  the  certificate  of  the  weight  or  number  of  bushels  contained  in  any  such 
load,  and  to  require  such  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal  to 
drive  the  same  to  any  of  the  public  scales  owned  by  the  city,  and  there  weigh 
the  same,  and,  after  the  load  shall  be  delivered,  to  return  and  weigh  the  ve- 
hicle, provided  that  the  weigh  masters  of  the  city  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
fee  for  weighing  any  such  load  of  coal  or  vehicle  ;  and  said  Marshal  and  his 
deputy  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  right  to  measure  any  load  of  coke  for  the 
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purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  same  contains  the  number  of  bushels  of 
coke  represented  by  the  certificate  of  the  load.  In  all  prosecutions  by  the 
Marshal  or  his  deputy,  for  violations  of  this  ordinance  as  to  the  weight  of  any 
load  of  coal,  the  scales  owned  and  controlled  by  the  city  shall  be  the  stand- 
ard. Any  driver,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coke  or  coal,  who  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  exhibit  to  the  Marshal  or  his  deputy  the  certificate  showing 
weight  or  number  of  bushels  of  any  such  load,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  of- 
fered to  sell  the  same  without  a  certificate  of  weight  or  number  of  bushels, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars.  Any  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal,  who  shall  fail 
or  refuse  to  weigh  the  same  upon  the  city  scales,  and  to  return  and  weigh  the 
vehicle,  when  required  by  the  Marshal  so  to  do;  or  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
allow  the  Marshal  or  his  deputy  to  measure  any  load  of  coke,  and  compare 
the  same  with  the  certificate,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars. 

Sec.  11.  The  Deputy  Marshal  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  month  by  the  city. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person,  upon  conviction  twice  within  twelve  months,  of  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  his  license 
herein  provided,  and  a  new  license  shall  not  issue  again  to  any  such  person 
for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Sec  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  now  in  force  in  relation  to 
to  the  weighing  and  selling  of  coal  and  coke  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  14.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  for  one  day  each  week,  for  two  consecutive  weeks, 
in  the . 

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Councilman 
Watts,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  considered  and 
concurred  in  by  clauses  : 

Indianapolis,  December  17,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Commou  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  sundry  pa- 
pers were  referred,  would  report  on  the  following  ; 

1st.  Are  special  ordinance  No.  28,  1877  (for  re-graveling  New  York  street, 
where  worn  out,  between  Indiana  avenue  and  the  canal),  and  remonstrance 
against  passage  of  the  same. 

We  accede  to  the  prayer  of  the  remonstrants,  and  recommend  that  afore- 
said ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  files  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  we  also  ad- 
vise that  no  repairs  of  the  above  described  portion  of  New  York  street  be 
made  at  expense  of  the  city,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  properly  im- 
proved under  and  by  virtue  of  some  such  ordinance  as  we  now  suggest  should 
be  set  aside. 
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2d.  Are  special  ordinance  No.  34,  1877  (for  grading  and  graveling  State 
avenue,  and  the  sidewalks  thereof,  from  Washington  street  to  Michigan 
street),  and  a  remonstrance  against  the  passage  of  the  same. 

As  neither  the  remonstrants  nor  the  petitioners  show  the  number 
of  feet  of  their  frontages  after  their  signatures,  your  committee  are  unable 
to  determine  whether  to  insist  upon  the  passage  of  the  aforesaid  ordinance 
or  not.  But  as  it  is  too  late  to  prosecute  the  improvement  this  year,  we  think 
best  to  recommend  that  special  ordinance  No.  34,  1877,  be  stricken  from  the 
files. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  (introduced  by  Councilman  Thomas),  requesting  us  "  to 
investigate,  and  repoit  to  this  Common  Council,  as  early  as  possible,  the  feas- 
ibility of  reducing  roadways  (excepting  business  streets)  to  a  width  of  twenty- 
eight  feet,  as  fast  as  it  may  become  necessary  to  grade  or  re-grade  the  same." 

Having  given  this  important  motion  our  careful  consideration,  we  do  now 
recommend  that  above  mentioned  width  of  roadbed  be  established  for  all 
thoroughfares,  other  than  business  streets,  which  may  be  hereafter  opened  or 
re-improved,  where  the  full  widths  of  such  streets  shall  be  forty -five  feet  or 
upwards. 

We  advise  the  adoption  of  the  aforesaid  width  of  roadway  for  the  follow- 
ing, among  other,  reasons  :  Such  roadways  would  give  sufficient  accomoda- 
tions for  all  practical  purposes;  would  accomplish  a  liberal  saving  in  the 
matter  of  assessments  against  property  owners,  or  permit  the  construction  of 
a  more  substantial  and  permanent  street,  for  the  cost  of  a  cheaper  and  more 
indifferent  one;  and  would  materially  reduce  expenditures  on  account  of 
repairs. 

We  also  believe  that,  by  making  the  change  recommended,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  would  be  improved,  from  the  fact  that  narrow  roadways 
are  more  easily  repaired  and  kept  clean  ;  that  the  citizens  would  feel  a  com- 
mendable interest  and  emulation  in  improving  and  beautifying  the  outer 
margins  of  the  sidewalks  with  shade-trees  and  lawns,  thus  materially  adding 
to  the  attractiveness  and  beauty  of  our  city;  while  the  losses  from  conflagra 
tions  would  be  essentially  lessened  through  the  "lets  and  hindrances  '  these 
shade-trees  and  lawns  would  present  to  the  spread  of  fires  to  buildings  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  streets  improved  after  this  suggested  system. 

4th.  Is  a  petition  from  sundry  business  men,  asking  that  the  crosswalk 
between  the  Occidental  Hotel  and  the  intersection  of  Washington  street  and 
Kentucky  avenue  be  made  "  convenient  and  comfortable." 

We  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  examine  this 
crossing,  and  report  to  this  body  how,  and  in  what  manner,  this  work  can  be 
done,  with  the  probable  cost  of  the  improvement  or  repair. 

5th.  Is  a  petition  from  D.  H.  Prunk,  for  paving  with  brick  the  north  side- 
walk of  New  York  street,  from  first  alley  east  of  Bright  street  to  the  corner 
of  said  last  mentioned  street;  also,  asking  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be 
requested  to  bowlder  and  flag  the  alley-crossing  at  east  end  of  proposed  side- 
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walk  and  pave  the  city's  portion  at  intersection  of  the  Bright  street  side- 
walk. 

We  understand  the  petitioner  owns  the  realty  fronting  on  asked-for  pave- 
ment ;  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  he  be  permitted  to  lay  same  along  the 
line  of  his  property,  at  his  own  expense,  within  sixty  days,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer;  but  report  adversely  to  the  city  doing 
any  work  on  the  alley-crossing,  or  paving  the  intersections  of  the  sidewalks. 

6th.     Is  a  motion  to  instruct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck- 
holes  in  Noble  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Virginia  avenue. 
We  recommend  that  this  work  be  done. 

7th.  Is  a  motion  to  direct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes 
in  Kentucky  avenue,  between  Missouri  street  and  White  River. 

We  recommend  that  above  work  be  done ;  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  thirty 
dollars. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  to  instruct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  put  down  a  stone- 
crossing  over  Noble  street,  at  the  intersection  of  and  on  a  line  with  the  south 
sidewalk  of  Bates  street. 

9th.     Is  a  motion  to  direct  the  Street  Commissioner  to  lay  wooden  cross 
walks  at  the  intersection  of  Pennsylvania  and  Second  streets. 

We  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  make  the 
aforesaid  crosswalks  of  rolling-mill  cinders.

The  joint  special  committee,  which  had  been  charged  with  re- 
porting upon  <(the  practicability  of  taking  down  the  Delaware 
street  viaduct,  and  utilizing  the  material  for  bridge  purposes," 
through  Councilman  Tucker,  submitted  the  following  report; 
which  was  concurred  in  : 

Indianapolis,  December  17,  1877. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  practicability 
of  taking  down  the  S.  Delaware  street  viaduct,  would  respectfully  report 
that  the  entire  committee,  excepting  one  member,  made  careful  examination 
of  the  bridge  in  question?  and  found  it  in  a  very  unsafe  condition,  liable  to 
fall  at  any  time  of  its  own  weight,  thereby  possibly  entailing  serious  damages 
upon  the  city.  We  further  find  that  a  proper  repair  of  the  bridge  would  be 
very  expensive,  and  its  slight  use  would  not  warrant  the  necessary  cost  of 
repair. 

The  material  can  be  utilized  in  the  construction  of  small  bridges,  and  in 
building  a  footway  over  the  Union  track  on  Virginia  avenue — an  improve- 
ment much  prayed  for,  and  one  that  can  be  made  at  a  small  expense.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  bridge  be  taken  down  immediately,  and  that 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  take  down 
and  store  said  bridge — the  work  to  be  done  under  said  Engineer's  direction.

We  herewith  submit  to  you,  reduced  into  writing,  the  verbal  understand- 
ing had  in  regard  to  the  reduction  on  gas  bills  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  city  to  pay  to  the  gas  company,  without  any  further  litigation,  the 
amount  of  the  gas  bill  for  February,  1877,  of  $7,079.50,  with  interest ;  also 
to  pay  the  court  costs  caused  by  the  suit  of  the  gas  company  for  the  above 
amount. 

The  city  to  release  the  gas  company  from  the  stipulation  of  the  contract  of 
July  22d,  1876,  which  provides  for  the  payment,  by  the  gas  company,  of  fifteen 
cents  for  each  and  every  night,  for  each  and  every  post  that  is  not  lighted, 
and  kept  so  lighted,  during  the  time  required  by  the  time  tables,  if  the  fail- 
ure to  light  and  keep  such  posts  lighted  is  caused  by  frost,  over  which  the  gas 
company  has  no  control ;  but  the  company  agrees  and  promises  to  use  the 
utmost  despatch,  possible,  in  thawing  out  such  frozen-up  posts. 

The  city  to  employ  Professor  Cox,  as  an  expert,  to  determine  the  quality  of 
gas,  the  expense  of  such  employment  to  be  borne,  one  half  by  the  city,  the 
other  half  by  the  gas  company. 

The  gas  company  to  allow  a  discount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  be  deducted 
from  the  bills  for  March  and  April,  1878. 

Nothing  in  this  agreement  to  alter,  modify,  annul,  or  suspend  the  provisions 
of  the  contract  now  existing  between  the  city  and  the  gas  company,  as  evi- 
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denced  by  the  ordinance  of  the  Council  of  July  22d,  1876,  except  so  far  as 

may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this  agreement.

Gentlemen : — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  to  investi- 
gate the  practicability  of  opening  Dillon  street,  from  its  present  northern  ter- 
minus, to  the  intersection  of  Washington  street  and  Michigan  Road,  would 
respectfully  offer  the  following  report : 

We  find  that  the  opening  of  Dillon  street  would  be  a  very  great  benefit  to  the 
entire  east  and  southeast  parts  of  the  city,  there  being  no  connection  with 
Washington  street  for  those  parts  of  the  city,  east  of  Noble  street,  and  a 
main  thoroughfare  in  that  part  is  much  prayed  for. 

The  street  is.  already  open  as  far  north  as  Meek  street.  But,  from  this 
point,  south  to  Harrison  street,  it  will  be  necessary  to  widen  the  street  on 
the  east  side ;  which  meets  the  approval  of  property  owners,  who  are  willing 
to  donate  the  amount  of  ground  required,  on  condition  that  Bobbs  street  be 
vacated  ;  which  condition  we  recommend  be  complied  with,  as  it  is  not  now, 
nor  will  it  ever  be,  of  benefit,  if  opened.  From  Meek  street,  we  are  of  the 
opinion,  that  the  most  feasible  route  would  be  to  curve  the  street  a  little  to 
the  northwest,  crossing  the  Pan  Handle  and  Junction  Railroads  at  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  Allen  property,  thereby  avoiding  the  railroad-yards;  thence 
north,  through  an  alley,  which  will  have  to  be  widened  on  the  east  side  from 
the  railroad  tracks  to  Washington  street. 

There  are  no  buildings  or  improvements  on  the  proposed  route ;  and  your 
committee  believe  that  the  damages  will  be  less  than  the  benefits.     Hence,

That,  in  his  death,  his  family  have  lost  a  kind  and  affectionate  husband 
and  father,  and  we  tender  them  our  warmest  sympathy  in  this  their  afflic- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  prepare  and  present  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased.

First.  We  would  recommend  that  the  following  work  be  done  by  the 
Street  Commissioner:

3.  Lower  the  gutters  under  the  foot-bridges  on  Tennessee  street,  at  the 
intersection  of  Vermont  street. 

4.  Construct  the  following  foot-crossings,  of  rolling  mil]  cinders  :  Over 
Shelby  street,  from  southeast  corner  of  Shelby  and  Prospect  streets  to  north- 
west corner  of  Coburn  street  and  Virginia  avenue. 

Over  Home  avenue,  on  line  with  east  sidewalk  of  Central  avenue. 
Over  Central  avenue,  on  line  with  north  sidewalk  of  Home  avenue. 
Over  Seventh  street,  on  line  with  east  sidewalk  of  Central  avenue. 
Over  Central  avenue,  on  line  with  north  sidewalk  of  Christian  avenue. 
Over  College  avenue,  on  line  with  south  sidewalk  of  Lincoln  avenue. 
Over  College  avenue,  on  line  with  north  sidewalk  of  Butler  street. 

Second.  We  recommend  that  the  filling  of  chuck-holes  in  Mississippi  street, 
from  Washington  to  North  street,  be  postponed  until  next  spring,  on  account 
of  the  length  of  the  line  of  the  proposed  repair,  and  because  the  permanency 
of  the  work  would  be  questionable  if  attempted  this  season.

REPORTS    FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

The  select  committee  on  the  N.  Illinois  street  sewer  matter,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  January  21,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor  aud  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  special  committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  property  owners  on  N.  Illinois  street,  ask- 
ing to  be  relieved  from  the  sewer  assessment  upon  their  property,  would  re- 
port that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  advisement,  and  have  heard  argu- 
ments in  behalf  of  the  petitioners  by  their  attorneys. 

We  find  the  following  to  be  the  facts  :  The  Council,  in  March,  1872,  passed 
an  ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  N.  Illinois  street  sewer, 
from  Kentucky  avenue  to  Second  street,  and  provided  for  an  assessment  of 
$1.50  per  foot  upon  the  lots  on  each  side  of  the  street,  as  the  amount  of  ben- 
efits that  should  be  paid  towards  the  construction  of  the  sewer  by  the  pro- 
perty owners.  That  the  matter  was  before  the  Council  some  length  of  time 
before  the  ordinance  was  passed.  That  no  petition  asking  for  the  sewer  was 
ever   presented   by  the   property  owners,  and   no  remonstrance  against   the 
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building  of  it  was  ever  presented.  That  the  ordinance  was  passed  by  a  vote 
of  15  in  the  affirmative  and  3  in  the  negative.  That  both  of  the  Councilmen 
representing  the  ward  in  which  the  sewer  was  to  be  built  voted  for  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance.  That  the  total  cost  of  the  sewer  was  about  $13,629.68. 
That  the  amount  assessed  against  the  property  owners  was  about  $13,000;  of 
which  there  has  been  paid  about  $3,162.15.  The  whole  cost  of  the  sewer  was  paid 
to  the  contractor  by  the  city,  and  the  ordinance  provided  that  the  assessment 
against  the  property  should  be  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate,  and  be  collected 
as  other  taxes. 

After  the  sewer  had  been  constructed,  the  property  owners,  or  a  large  ma- 
jority of  them,  commenced  suit  against  the  city,  and  procured  an  injunction 
against  the  city,  restraining  the  collection  of  the  assessment  until  the  final 
hearing  and  determination  of  the  case.  This  suit  was  instituted  in  the  spring 
of  1873,  and  was  finally  decided  in  favor  of  the  city,  in  the  Circuit  Court,  in 
Noveri  ber,  1877.  The  assessments  that  had  not  been  paid  then  became  col- 
lectable, with  six  per  cent,  interest  from  March,  1873. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  legally  entitled  to  col- 
lect the  amounts  due;  that  the  City  Council  had  the  power  to  make  the  as- 
sessment; and  that,  under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  their  action 
could  not  be  reviewed  or  changed  by  any  court;  and  that,  after  the  improve- 
ment or  work  has  been  done,  the  property  owner  can  not  relieve  himself  of 
the  assessment  by  suit,  after  having  stood  by  and  seen  the  city  expending 
money  and  constructing  the  sewer  upon  the  faith  of  the  assessment. 

Jt  is  claimed  by  the  petitioners  that  the  assessment  was  grossly  inequitable 
and  unjust,  and  that,  as  a  matter  of  equity,  they  should  be  relieved.  The 
assessment  was  made  by  a  former  Council ;  and  while  there  might  be  a  great 
difference  between  their  views  and  judgment  and  those  of  your  committee 
as  to  what  the  benefits  to  property  owners  were,  we  do  not  think  it  advisable 
for  the  present  Council  to  undertake  to  review  their  action  and  change  the 
assessment,  for  the  reason  that  many  other  sewers  have  been  built  since  then,, 
and  assessments  of  benefits  made  by  former  bodies  and  collected  by  the  city 
from  the  property  owners:  and,  if  the  precedent  were  established,  this  body 
might  be  called  upon  to  review  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  every  case. 

rihe  following  sewers  have  been  built  by  the  city  and  partially  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  property  owners  (that  is,  by  an  assessment  of  $J  .50  per  foot  front 
on  each  side),  to  wit:  Second  street,  from  Meridian  to  Pennsylvania  street; 
Missouri  street,  frc m  Market  street  to  Kentucky  avenue;  Pennsylvania  street, 
from  Ohio  to  Washington  street;  E.  Court  street,  between  Delaware  and  Penn- 
sylvania streets;  W.  Court  street,  from  Pennsylvania  to  Illinois  street,  and 
from  first  alley  east  of  Caliloi  nia  stieet  to  Missouri  strf  et ;  Mai ket  street,  from 
Circle  to  Pennsylvania  street;  Virginia  avenue,  from  Washington  to  Maryland 
street;  Maijland  street,  frc m  Illinois  street  to  Kentucky  a\enue;  Madison 
avenue,  from  Yeiser  stieet  to  Ray  street  (the  property  owners  on  the  line  of 
this  sewer  were  subsequently  ielitvtd  by  the  Common  Council);  Georgia 
street,  from  first  alley  east  of  Meridian  stieet  to  Illinois  street;   Washington 
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street,  from  Pennsylvania  to  Illinois  street;  Pennsylvania  street,  from  Wash- 
ington to  Maryland  street;  Massachusetts  avenue,  from  Alabama  to  Pennsyl- 
vania street;  Illinois  street,  from  Washington  to  Second  street;  S.  Illinois 
street,  from  Washington  to  South  street. 

The  following  sewers  have  been  built  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
most  of  them  being  cement  pipe  and  only  used  for  surface  drainage,  and  not 
built  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  house  connections  to  be  maie  with  them, 
and  many  of  them  emptying  intoPogue's  Run  :  The  Kentucky  avenue  sewer, 
from  Washington  street  to  White  River,  and  the  South  Street  sewer,  from  No- 
ble street  to  the  intersection  of  Kentucky  avenue,  were  built  entirely  by  the 
city,  and  at  her  expense,  for  main  sewers,  and  were  large  enough  to  carry  off 
all  of  the  drainage  of  the  city.  The  other  sewers  built  entirely  at  the  ex- 
pesne  of  the  city,  are  as  follows  :  Fletcher  avenue,  from  Dillon  to  Noble 
street;  E.  Ohio  street;  E.  Market  street;  Pine  street,  from  Virginia  avenue 
to  Fletcher  avenue;  State  street;  Shelby  street,  from  Prospect  street  to 
Pleasant  Run  ;  Ray  street,  from  Delaware  street  to  Pogue's  Run  ;  Seventh 
street;  St.  Clair  street,  from  Railroad  to  Peru  street;  Archer  street;  and 
Sanders  street. 

If  the  prayer  of  the  petition  is  granted,  the  city  will  not  only  lose  the 
amount  now  due  on  these  assessments,  but  she  would  be  in  duty  bound  to 
refund,  out  of  the  treasury,  all  money  that  has  been  paid  by  the  property 
owners,  being  about  $3,162  15. 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tion should  not  be  granted.  But  would  recommend  that,  in  all  cases  where 
the  parties  pay  their  assessments  before  the  11th  day  of  February,  1878  (that 
being  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  tax-sales),  that  the  City  Treasurer 
be  instructed  to  accept  the  amount  of  the  original  assessment  of  $1.50  per 
foot  front,  without  any  interest,  in  full  of  the  assessment;  and  that  in  all 
cases  where  parties  have  paid  their  assessment  with  interest,  that  he  refund 
the  interest,  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  parties;  and,  in  all  cases  where 
such  payment  is  not  made  by  said  date,  that  he  proceed  to  collect  the  same 
by  sale  of  the  property.  This  arrangement  will  relieve  the  parries  who  desire 
to  pay  their  assessments  of  about  five  years  interest,  at  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, or,  in  ill,  about  thirty  per  cent.

Indianapolis,  January  19,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor,  His  Honor,  and  the  City  Council : 

We,  the  undersigned  women,  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Young  Wo- 
men's Boarding  House,  do  petition  your  honorable  body  to  hear  and  favor 
our  plea  for  an  appropriation  in  our  behalf. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare  of  the 
young  men  of  the  city,  by  means  of  libraries,  reading  rooms,  etc. — thousands 
of  dollars  are  expended  each  year  for  these  purposes,  and  are  counted  as  good 
investments;  while  there  are  hundreds  of  young  women  in  the  city,  the 
majority  of  whom  are  struggling  for  a  livelihood,  on  meagre  salaries,  amid 
discouragements,  temptations,  and  physical  sufferings,  the  very  thought  of 
which  makes  one's  heart  ache.  The  average  wages  of  such  are  only  one- third 
as  great  as  those  of  men  in  the  same  relative  positions.  Their  necessary  ex- 
penses are  one  third  more  than  those  of  the  other  sex;  while  ill  health  and 
inclement  weather  decreases  their  working  days.  Their  boarding  places  are 
poorer,  and  the  prices  charged  them  one-third  higher. 

We  have  endeavored  for  a  year  and  a  half  past  to  supply  some  of  these 
deficiencies,  by  providing  a  house  where  industrious  young  women,  bringing 
testimonials  as  to  good  character,  can  have  the  comforts  and  something  of  the 
protective  influences  of  a  real  home,  for  a  sum  within  their  means  to  pay. 

The  mission  poor  is  reached  by  our  "charities,"  but  no  systematic  effort 
has  been  previously  made  to  extend  christian  kindness,  in  its  broadest  sense, 
to  the  multitude  of  self  supporting  young  women.  Homes  of  this  kind  have 
been  established  in  nearly  every  other  city  in  the  Union,  and  are  the  means 
of  accomplishing  a  great  amount  of  good,  saving  hundreds  of  young  girls 
from  entering  into  lives  of  sin  and  shame. 

Our  means,  however,  are  very  limited,  and  we  feel  that  we  are  being  bur- 
dened more  than  we  are  able  to  bear,  unless  aid  is  extended  to  us.  We  have 
calls  upon  us,  nearly  every  day,  for  assistance  which  we  are  unable  to  give, 
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and  we  feel  that  we  shall  be  obliged  to  discontinue  the  work,  unless  we  can 
receive  assistance  ourselves.  We  would,  therefore,  present  to  your  notice 
this  petition,  praying  you  to  grant  us  such  an  appropriation  as  you  may  deem 
fit  and  proper.

E.  S.  DuBois,  matron,  or  Mrs.  Dr.  Harvey,  president  of  the  board.

Witnesseth,  That,  whereas,  there  is  now  existing  a  contract  between  said 
two  parties,  bearing  date  of  the  twenty-second  day  of  July,  1876,  concerning 
which,  and  the  performance  of  the  stipulations  of  which  on  the  part  both  of 
said  company  and  said  city,  disputes  have  arisen  ; 

Now,  Therefore,  In  settlement  and  compromise  of  all  matters  in  dispute  be-

It  is  hereby  agreed,  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  pay  to  said'  company 
the  sum  of  $7,063.75,  being  the  amount  due  from  said  city  to  said  company 
for  gas  furnished  during  the  month  of  February,  1877,  and  that  the  suit  now 
pending  in  the  Johnson  Circuit  Court  shall  be  dismissed,  by  agreement,  at 
the  costs  of  said  city  ;  and  that  the  stipulation  in  said  contract,  which  pro-

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom 
were  referred  sundry  papers,  have  given  the  several  matters  referred  to  them 
special  attention,  and  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

First.  Was  special  ordinance  No.  2,  1878,  for  the  improvement  of  Morris 
street  and  sidewalks,  from  Chestnut  street  to  Madison  avenue. 

We  find,  on  examination,  that  the  improvement  of  this  street  is  of  public 
utility  and  much  needed,  it  being  the  only  public  thoroughfare  between  the 
streets  named,  within  several  squares,  either  north  or  south  of  the  proposed 
improvement,  and,  in  its  present  state,  almost  impassable.  We  would,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  passage  of  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  work  be  com- 
pleted at  as  early  day  as  possible.

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  bridge  of  the  kind  contemplated  in  the  mo- 
tion might  be  a  great  convenience  to  the  citizens  of  the  South  Side,  and  of 
public  utility.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
prepare  plans  and  specifications,  arid  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  erection 
of  said  bridge — the  same  to  connect  the  east  sidewalk  of  Alabama  street  with 
the  east  sidewalk  of  Virginia  avenue. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Walker,  to  have  a  double- stone  cross- 
ing placed  across  Market  street,  from  the  northeast  corner  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Market  streets  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  streets. 
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We  find  that  the  point  named  is  a  much-traveled  thoroughfare,  and  that 
the  crossing  is  badly  needed.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage 
of  said  motion.

The  undersigned,  knowing  as  they  do,  from  practical  experience,  that  a 
pure  and  highly  illuminating  gas,  free  from  smoke  and  offensive  odors,  can 
be  furnished  at  a  less  price  than  is  now  charged,  and  at  the  same  time  afford 
a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  manufacturer,  respectfully  petition  your 
honors  that  an  ordinance  be  passed,  granting  to  your  orators,  their  associates 
and  assigns,  permission  and  authority  to  lay  gas  mains  and  pipes  under  and 
along  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  and  other  public  grounds  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  to  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  repair,  for  the  term  of 
thirty  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  said  ordinance. 

Your  orators  further  represent — 

1.  That  they  will  erect  their  works,  lay  ten  miles  of  mains  and  pipes,  and 
furnish  gas  to  consumers,  within  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance. 

2.  That  they  will  in  no  instance  charge  more  then  one  dollar  and  sixty 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

3.  That  the  gas  shall  not  be  of  less  than  sixteen  candle  capacity,  and  free 
from  impurities  and  offensive  odors. 

4.  That  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  and  public  grounds  shall  be  left  in 
as  good  condition  as  before  trenches  are  opened  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
the  mains  and  pipes. 

5.  That  they  will,  after  the  first  eighteen  months,  extend  their  mains  and 
pipes  not  less  than  ten  miles  in  each  year,  until  those  portions  of  the  city 
which  are  now  piped,  shall  be  laid  with  their  pipes.

The  Committee  on  Railroads  and  City  Attorney,  through  Coun- 
cilman Case,  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  re- 
ceived and  concurred  in : 

Indianapolis,  March  4,  1878. 
'To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Common  Council,  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  general  ordinance  No.  17,  1877,  would  report  that 
we  have  examined  the  same,  and  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Ju- 
diciary Committee  and  City  Attorney. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  at  once,  to  enable  the 
' C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R.  R.  and  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  R  R.  Companies  to  at  once  proceed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract  between  them  and  the  city ;  and 
^o  that  end,  we  herewith  present  an  ordinance  fully  covering  the  ground,  and 
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would  recommend  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  same  be  passed  to- 
night.

The  general  ordinance  transmitted  with  above  report  was  read' 
the  first  time;  and  then  the  rules  were  suspended,  for  the  purpose 
of  reading  it  the  second  and  third  times,  and  placing  it  on  its  pas- 
sage, by  the  following  vote :

Said  ordinance  (which  is  as  follows)  was  then  read  the  second 
time,  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  read  the  third  time  : 

G.  0.  4,  1878 — An  ordinance  ratifying  and  confirming  the  Contracts  hereto-- 
fore  entered  into  between  The  City  of  Indianapolis  and  The  Cleveland,.. 
Columbus,  Cincinnati,  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  and  The  Indi- 
anapolis, Peru,  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  and  empowering  said  Com- 
panies to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  same,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  The  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati,  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  and  The  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  was  accepted  by 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city  on  June  5th,  1876,  which  contract  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following, — 

Whereas,  Two  suits  are  now  pending  in  the  Civil  Circuit  and  Superior 
Courts  of  Marion  County,  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  C,  C,  C. 
&  1.  R  W.  Co.,  concerning  the  opening  of  Michigan  street,  and  the  use  of  the 
grounds  now  belonging  to  said  company  lying  between  Massachusetts  avenue 
and  Market  street  ; 

And  Whereas,  The  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R  W.  Co.,  and  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  R.  R., 
Co.,  as  between  themselves,  are  proposing  to  rearrange  their  tracks  within 
the  City  of  Indianapolis, — abandoning  some,  changing,  consolidating,  andi 
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building  others,  and  otherwise  providing  for  their  mutual  benefit  and  con- 
venience, as  well  as  that  of  the  public  ; 

And  Whereas,  To  do  so  it  is  essential  that  the  city  and  each  of  said  rail- 
road companies  should  have  their  rights  definitely  and  permanently  fixed,  so 
that  hereafter  no  controversy  in  relation  thereto  can  or  shall  arise  : 

Now,  as  a  compromise  and  settlement  of  all  matters  in  controversy  in  said 
suits,  and  as  a  full  and  final  adjustment  of  the  question  of  the  rights  of  said 
•company  and  said  city  over  said  premises,  and  the  future  occupancy  and  con- 
trol of  the  same,  and  in  order  to  enable  it  to  fully  carry  into  effect  its  pro- 
posed arrangement  and  contract  with  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  secure 
mutual  protection  therein,  the  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I  R.  W.  Co.  offers  the  follow- 
ing propositions  for  a  complete  and  amicable  adjustment  of  all  of  said  mat- 
ters in  controversy,  to  which  the  said  I.,  P.  &  C-  R.  R.  Co.,  as  to  all  matters 
and  things  relating  to  it,  assents  and  agrees. 

First.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall,  on  the  petition  of  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I. 
R.  W.  Co.,  without  cost  to  it,  vacate  forever  all  that  part  of  East  Second  street 
lying  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue. 

Second.  And  also,  in  like  manner,  to  vacate  so  much  of  East  Maryland 
street  as  lies  between  East  street  and  Pogue's  Run. 

Third.  And  also,  in  order  to  afford  convenient  access  by  the  public  to  the 
proposed  upper  city  freight  depots  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  by  this  or 
the  I.,  P.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  the  city  will,  without 
cost  to  either,  widen  the  alley  lying  between  lots  25  and  26,  in  out-lot  43,  to 
the  width  of  sixty  feet,  and  maintain  the  same  as  a  continuation  of  John 
street,  and,  when  said  depot  or  depots  are  erected,  permit  said  railway  com- 
panies to  lay,  use,  and  maintain  such  side  tracks  and  switches  as  they  may  find 
necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  their  business  at  such  depot  or 
depots.  But  they  shall  not  cross  or  touch  Massachusetts  avenue  or  John 
street  with  said  tracks  and  switches.  The  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R.  W.  Co.  agree  to 
widen  John  street  where  it  passes  through  their  grounds  west  of  their  tracks, 
to  the  width  of  sixty  feet. 

Fourth.  And  also,  in  order  that  said  companies,  or  either  of  them,  may 
conveniently  reach  their  proposed  lower  city  freight  depots,  to  be  erected  on 
the  square  No.  79  in  said  city,  on  or  near  Alabama  street,  said  city  shall  grant 
to  the  said  companies  the  irrevocable  privilege  to  lay,  use,  and  maintain  such 
tracks  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  their 
business  with  the  public,  across  East  and  New  Jersey  streets,  and  intervening 
streets  and  alleys  between  Pearl  street  and  their  tracks  on  the  north  side  of 
Pogue's  Run;  but  at  the  crossing  of  New  Jersey  street  no  track  shall  be  laid 
down  or  maintained  north  of  the  north  line  of  square  79;  and  said  city  shall 
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not  at  any  time  lay  out,  open,  and  maintain  any  alley,  street,  or  passage-way 
over  the  ground  owned  by  the  said  companies,  or  either  of  them,  between* 
East  and  Alabama  streets  and  Pearl  street  and  Pogue's  Run. 

Fifth.  The  grounds  now  held  by  said  companies,  in  squares  79,  80,  83,  and 
84,  together  with  the  grounds  in  squares  83,  84,  and  85,  lying  north  of  the 
Union  Railway  tracks,  to  be  purchased  by  parties  other  than  those  to  this^ 
contract,  and  the  same  conveyed  free  of  incumbrance,  in  fee  simple,  to  said 
I.,  P.  &  C.  R.  R  Co.,  shall  be  divided  between  them,  so  as  to  give  to  the  L,  P. 
&  C.  Co.  all  lying  north  of,  and  to  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  all  south  of,  a  line 
commencing  at  a  point  forty  feet  west  of  the  west  side  of  Liberty  street  and 
two  hundred  and  twelve  feet  north  of  the  north  side  of  Maryland  street, 
which  starting  point  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  south  of  the  south  rail  of  the 
present  switches  of  the  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  to  its  round-house,  which  line 
shall  be  drawn  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  so  as  to  leave  of  the  grounds  of 
the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  south  of  said  line  an  amount  equal  in  square  feet  to  one 
hundre-J  and  thirty  feet  off  the  north  side  of  that  part  of  square  79  held  by 
the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.,  which  line  shall  be  located  as  near  as  practicable  to 
the  line  shown  by  the  Survey  Map  made  by  Jas.  W.  Brown,  Civil  Engineer,, 
and  in  a  way  so  as  to  make  both  parcels  as  available  as  possible  for  railway 
purposes;  and  when  the  line  is  fixed  by  said  Brown,  each  company  shall  con- 
vey to  the  other,  by  warranty  deed,  in  fee  simple,  so  as  to  give  all  of  said 
grounds  lying  south  of  said  line  to  the  C,  C,  C  &  I.  Co.,  and  all  lying  north 
of  said  line,  including  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  of  the  north  side  of  square 
79,  to  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  The  line  of  division  named  in  this  section  is  not 
permanently  fixed,  but  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  companies  themselves,  so  as  to 
give  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  off  the  north  end  of  square 
79,  and  an  equal  number  of  square  feet  to  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  off  the  south 
Bide  of  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.'s  grounds.  If,  in  the  division,  an  excess  of  ground 
falls  to  either,  it  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  company  receiving  the  same,  at  its 
fair  value. 

Sixth.  And  each  company  shall  maintain,  under  the  direction  of  the  city 
authorities,  good  and  safe  plank- crossings  at  the  several  street  and  alley  cross- 
ings, when  said  switches  and  tracks  are  constructed. 

Seventh.  The  I.,  P.  &  C  Co.  shall  abandon  its  main  track  from  Cross  street 
to  Christian  avenue,  and,  from  the  north  side  of  North  street,  all  of  its  tracks 
to  Market  street,  and  shall  be  furnished,  free  of  cost  to  said  company  by  par- 
ties other  than  those  to  this  contract,  the  perpetual  right  of  way  from  a  con- 
venient point  north  of  Christian  avenue,  on  and  along  the  west  side  of  Macy 
street  to  Massachusetts  avenue;  and,  in  like  manner,  the  right  of  way  of  a 
width  sufficient  to  operate  a  single  track,  and  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in 
width,  so  as  to  connect  its  proposed  main  track  by  a  cross-over  switch,  with 
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so  much  of  its  present  track  as  shall  remain  between  Cross  and  North  streets ;. 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  locate,  and  shall  use  and  maintain  its  main  tracks 
between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Winston  street  at  its  junction  with  Ohio 
street,  on  a  strip  of  ground  twenty-five  feet  wide,  which  the  C,  C  ,  C.  &  I.  Co. 
will  deed  to  the  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.,  in  fee  simple,  out  of  a  strip  one  hundred 
feet  wide  between  said  points — the  same  to  be  laid  out  and  used  as  hereinaf- 
ter set  forth.  And  the  two  tracks  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.,  from  Winston 
street  at  its  junction  with  Ohio  street  to  Market  street,  shall  be  used  and 
maintained  in  common  by  both  companies,  the  same  as  now  used  in  common 
from  Market  street  south  to  the  Union  tracks;  and  the  said  companies  agree 
to  surrender  all  right  to  use  Railroad  street,  from  north  side  of  North  street 
to  Market  street,  when  abandoned  as  aforesaid  by  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co. 

Eighth.  Upon  the  acceptance  and  fulfillment  of  the  foregoing  provisions, 
the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  will  re-arrange  its  tracks  over  its  said  grounds  between 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Ohio  street,  so  as  not  to  occupy  a  space  of  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  wide  at  any  street  crossing,  including  said  twenty-five 
feet  to  be  given  to  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.,  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.  being  granted 
the  privilege,  at  any  time  its  officers  may  find  it  necessary  to  accommodate 
the  business  of  said  road,  to  lay,  use,  and  maintain  two  tracks  in  addition  to 
those  now  in  use  from  Ohio  to  the  east  line  of  Noble  street,  said  one  hundred 
feet  strip  to  be  laid  out  over  said  Second  street,  and  passing  south  through  its 
said  grounds  on  a  line  east  of,  or  near  to,  its  present  shops  and  round-house, 
and  near  to  its  present  transfer  depot;  and  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
seven  tracks  on  said  strip  at  any  of  said  street  crossings,  including  the  I.,  P. 
&  C.  Co  's  track. 

Ninth.  And  when  its  tracks  are  so  re-arranged,  it  will  open  and  extend 
Michigan,  North,  Vermont,  St.  Clair,  and  Biddle  streets  across  its  present 
grounds  and  the  tracks  as  aforesaid,  to  the  full  width  of  said  streets  in  said 
city  immediately  west  thereof,  and  grade  and  gravel  the  same  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  free  of  all  cost  and  expense  to  the  city, 
within  two  years  from  this  date,  or  sooner  if  it  can  conveniently,  without 
detriment  to  its  business,  and  also  open  and  extend  Maryland  street  through 
square  79  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  consideration  whereof,  and  as  liqui- 
dated damages,  the  said  city  shall  pay  to  the  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R.  W.  Co. 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  follows:  one  third  in  one,  one-third  in  two,  and 
one-third  in  three  years,  with  six  per  cent,  interest.  When  this  contract 
shall  have  been  accepted  by  all  the  parties  hereto,  the  city  shall  issue  to  said 
company  her  orders  on  the  City  Treasurer,  payable  as  herein  provided;  and 
further,  that  the  city  shall  not,  at  any  time,  open,  or  permit  any  other  street 
or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  or  extended  over  its  said  grounds  between 
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JUassachusetts  avenue  and  Market  street,  except  by  the  written  consent  of 
the  company. 

Tenth.  And  if  at  any  time  said  city  shall  build  or  permit  any  bridge  or 
viaduct  to  be  built  over  said  strip  hereby  exclusively  reserved  for  tracks  and 
railway  purposes,  one  hundred  feet  wide  as  aforesaid,  the  height  of  said  pas- 
sage-ways and  the  width  between  the  arches  or  supports,  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  respective  railroad  companies  and  the  City  Civil 
Engineer,  so  as  to  secure  the  free  and  safe  passage  of  all  locomotives  and 
trains  through  and  under  the  same,  and  prevent  accidents  to  passengers  and 
employes. 

Eleventh.  And  all  passageways  that  may  hereafter  be  built  over  or  under 
said  strip  one  hundred  feet  wide,  shall  be  without  any  other  cost  or  expense 
to  said  companies,  or  either  of  them,  other  than  their  share  of  any  general 
tax  levied  therefor  on  all  property  then  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Twelfth.  The  track  to  be  built  for  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  from  Massachusetts 
avenue  to  Winston  street,  and  there  connecting  with  the  present  main  line 
of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Co.,  shall  be  a  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  in- 
•ches,  which  track  shall  be  built  for  and  furnished  to  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co ,  free 
of  cost,  except  that  said  company  shall  allow  the  iron  now  on  its  main  track 
lying  between  Market  and  North  streets,  to  be  taken  and  used  in  making  said 
new  track  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  other  cost  and  expense  incurred  in 
building  said  track,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  parties  other  than  the  parties 
to  this  agreement.  And  the  L,  P.  &  C.  Co.  shall  build  a  like  track  alongside 
thereof,  upon  said  twenty -five  feet  strip,  which  track  shall  be  connected  by 
proper  switches  with  another  track  to  be  built  or  furnished  alongside  thereof 
by  the  C,  C,  C.  &  L  Co.  on  its  grounds;  and  said  two  tracks  shall  be  used 
and  maintained  jointly  and  in  common  by  both  companies,  as  a  double  track. 
The  said  two  tracks  to  be  built  and  used  in  common,  shall  be  upon  a  com- 
promise gauge  of  four  feet  nine  and  one-fourth  inches. 

Thirteenth.  The  work  necessary  to  be  done  in  changing  the  tracks  of,  and 
so  adjusting  or  changing  the  position  of  the  present  city  freight  depot  of,  the 
I.,  P.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  so  as  to  remove  it  from  the  grounds  to  be  deeded  to  the 
C,  G,  C.  &  I.  R.  W.  Co.,  necessitated  by  the  change  of  property  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  done  by  parties  other  than  those  to  this  agreement,  free  of 
<JOSt  to  said  I.,  P.  &  C.  Co.  or  the  city. 

Fourteenth.  Maryland  street  shall  be  opened  and  extended  through  square 
79,  forty  feet  wide,  upon  and  over  the  proposed  line  dividing  the  grounds  of 
said  railway  companies,  as  herein  provided  for,  each  company  giving  twenty 
feet  for  the  use  of  said  street. 
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Fifteenth.  All  promises,  privileges,  covenants,  and  agreements  herein  ac- 
crue to  and  rest  upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  each. 

Sixteenth.  This  settlement  to  be  in  force  when  signed  by  the  proper  officers 
of  said  companies  and  accepted  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  and  a 
copy  filed  in  said  courts  where  said  suits  are  pending,  and  judgment  rendered 
therein  by  agreement  and  for  the  plaintiff,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  compromise  and  agreement. 

We,  David  Macy,  for  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  &  Chicago  Railroad  Company, 
and  H.  B.  Hurlbut,  for  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company,  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that  the  railway  companies 
we  respectively  represent  will  accept  and  carry  out  and  perform  the  terms, 
provisions,  and  obligations  contained  in  the  foregoing  contract,  upon  the  ac- 
ceptance and  performance  of  the  provisions  therein  contained  by  the  other 

parties  thereto.

And  "Whereas,  Said  railway  companies  have,  in  pursuance  of  said  contract, 
sand  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  and  carrying  out  the  same,  entered  into  a 
mutual  contract  between  themselves,  which  is  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing : 

'Contract  between  The  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  and  The  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company. 

Whereas,  On  the  10th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1876,  a  certain  contract  was  en- 
tered into  between  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company  and  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  of  the  other  part,  relative  to 
certain  suits  pending  in  the  Civil  Circuit  and  Superior  Courts  of  Marion 
oounty,  Indiana,  between  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  In- 
dianapolis Railway  Company  and  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  in  relation  to 
the  changing  and  use  of  tracks  through  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  now  and 
to  be  hereafter  used  by  said  railroad  companies,  and  the  title,  use,  and  occu- 
pation of  certain  lands  mentioned  therein,  and  other  matters  and  things 
therein  specified  and  referred  to,  which  contract  was  duly  ratified  by  said 
■City  of  Indianapolis,  by  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council  of  said  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, passed  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1876; 

And  Whereas,  In  order  to  fully  carry  out  said  contract,  and  secure  the 
benefits  and  privileges  therein  specified,  and  fully  protect  each  of  said  rail- 
road companies,  it  becomes  and  is  necessary  that  the  rights,  privileges,  and 
liabilities  of  each  of  said  railroad  companies  should  be  definitely  settled  and 
determined,  as  between  themselves,  in  reference  thereto : 
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Now,  Therefore,  This  memoranda  of  agreement  is  made  and  entered  into* 
this  20th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1878,  between  The  Cleveland,  Columbus,. 
Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  of  the  first  part,  and  The 
Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  of  the  second  part,  as 
follows : 

1st.  The  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  shall  convey  to  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway 
Company,  by  warranty  deed,  in  fee  simple,  the  following  described  real  estate, 
to-wit:  Commencing  on  the  south  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  at  a  point 
one  hundred  and  forty-three  feet  and  (4)  four  inches  from  the  intersection  of 
the  east  line  of  Second  street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue, 
four  (4)  feet  west  of  the  west  rail  of  the  east  main  track  of  said  Cleveland 
Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  as  now  staked  and 
determined,  and  to  be  hereafter  placed;  thence,  southerly,  along  and  par- 
allel to  said  main  track,  to  the  east  line  of  "Winston  street;  thence,  northerly, 
along  the  east  line  of  Winston  street,  to  a  point  twenty-five  (2.5)  feet  distant, 
at  right  angles,  from  the  easterly  line  of  said  strip;  thence,  northerly,  par- 
allel to  said  easterly  line,  and  twenty-five  (25)  feet  distant  therefrom,  to  the 
south  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue;  and  thence,  northeasterly,  with  the 
southerly  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  to  the  place  of  beginning;  being 
a  strip  of  ground  twenty  five  (25)  feet  wide,  and  extending  from  the  south- 
erly line  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  from  the  point  aforesaid,  south  and  south- 
westerly with  the  line  of  the  main  track  aforesaid,  to  the  east  line  of  Winston 
street,  near  Ohio  street,  in  the  City  ot  Indianapolis,  county  of  Marion,  and 
State  of  Indiana,  subject  to  the  rights,  easements,  and  conditions  hereinafter 
specified. 

2d.  The  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  shall  convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  to  the  Indianapolis,  Peru 
and  Chicago  Railway  Company  the  perpetual  right-of-way,  of  a  width  sufficient 
to  operate  a  single  track  and  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  width,  so  as  to  con- 
nect its  proposed  new  four  feet  eight  and  one  half  inch  track  in  said  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  strip,  by  a  cross-over  switch,  with  so  much  of  present  track  as 
shall  remain  between  Cross  and  North  streets,  after  its  main  track  shall  be 
located  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  commencing  at  a  point  opposite,  about  one 
hundred  and  sixty  (160)  feet  south  of  the  south  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue, 
measured  on  the  east  line  of  East  Second  street,  and  on  the  west  line  of  said 
twenty-five  feet  strip;  thence,  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  describing  the 
necessary  line  of  curvature,  as  shall  be  required  by  said  connecting  track, 
across  the  lands  and  lots  of  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and 
Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  to  the  north  line  of  Cross  street,  and,  from 
the  south  line  of  Cross  street,  over  and  upon  lots  forty-two  (42)  and  forty- 
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three  (43),  in  Stumph's  Subdivision  of  out-lots  forty-four  (44)  and  forty  three 
(43),  to  the  easterly  line  of  Peru  street. 

3d.  The  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  at  its  own  expense,  a  railroad 
crossing  across  said  twenty  five  (25)  feet  strip,  so  above  agreed  to  be  conveyed 
in  section  one,  and  across  the  track  or  tracks  thereon,  from  its  said  main 
track,  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  or  along  its  own  land  lying  west  of 
said  strip,  said  track  to  be  built  at  a  convenient  point  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (180)  feet,  nor  more  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet,  south  of 
the  south  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue  ;  and  it  shall  be  used  so  as  not  to  in- 
terfere with  the  use  of  the  independent  track  on  said  strip,  owned  by  the  said 
Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company ;  but  said  use  shall  be  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties  of  the  first  and  second  part;  and  said  crossing  shall  be  put  in  and 
maintained  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  party,  at  its  own  expense ;  and  if 
the  same  shall  get  out  of  repair,  it  shall  be  immediately  repaired  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  upon  being  notified  of  said  crossing  being  out  of  repair,  and 
if  the  same  shall  not  be  immediately  repaired  by  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
the  party  of  the  second  party  may  make  said  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part.  The  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indi- 
anapolis Railway  Cjmpany  also  reserves  the  right  to  the  joint  use  of  said 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  strip  along  and  in  front  of  the  depot  and  depot  grounds 
at  Massachusetts  avenue,  except  as  to  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago- 
Railway  track  thereon. 

4th.  The  grounds  now  held  by  the  parties  hereto,  in  squares  seventy  nine 
(79)  and  eighty  (80),  and  out-lots  eighty-three  (83)  and  eighty-four  (84),  and 
the  lands  in  square  eighty  (80),  and  in  out-lots  83  and  84  and  85,  lying  north 
of  the  Union  Railway  track,  to  be  conveyed  by  other  parties  to  said  Cleve- 
land, Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  shall  be  di- 
vided as  follows:  The  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company  shall  convey,  by  warranty  deed,  to  the  Indianapolis,  Peru 
and  Chicago  Railway  Company  the  following  lands,  to-wit :  The  following 
real  estate,  situated  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  and  State 
of  Indiana,  to-wit:  Beginning  on  the  east  side  of  Alabama  street,  at  the  in- 
tersection of  the  north  line  of  the  grounds  of  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus, 
Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  with  said  east  line  in  square 
seventy-nine  (79)  ;  thence,  east,  on  said  north  line,  four  hundred  and  twenty 
(420)  feet,  to  the  west  line  of  New  Jersey  street;  thence,  south,  on  said  west 
line,  one  hundred  and  forty  (140)  feet  5  thence,  west,  parallel  with  said  north 
line,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  distant  therefrom,  to  the  east  line  of 
Alabama  street;  thence,  north,  on  said  east  line,  one  hundred  and  forty  feet, 
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to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  containing  fifty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred 
(58,800)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  on  the  east  side  of  New  Jersey  street, 
at  the  intersection  of  the  line  between  the  grounds  of  Edward  King  and  the 
Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  with  said  east  side  of  said 
street,  in  square  number  eighty  (80) ;  thence,  north,  on  the  east  line  of  New 
Jersey  street,  forty-three  (43)  feet;  thence,  east,  one  hundred  and  eleven 
(111)  feet,  to  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  the  grounds  of  said  Indi- 
anapolis, Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company ;  thence,  in  a  southwesterly 
direction,  on  said  north  line,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  and  eight-twelfths 
(116  8-12)  feet,  to  the  east  line  of  New  Jersey  street,  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, and  containing  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  and  three- 
tenths  (2,384  3-10)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  line  between 
Edward  King  and  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company's 
ground,  that  is,  one  hundred  and  five  (105)  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  East 
street,  and  sixty  two  and  six-twelfths  (62  6-12)  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of 
Maryland  street,  in  out-lot  numbered  eighty-four  (84);  thence,  north,  on 
said  line  between  said  railway  company  and  said  King,  sixty-seven  and  six- 
twelfths  (67  6-12)  feet,  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  said  railway  company's 
grounds;  thence,  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  one  hundred  and  nine  and 
four-twelfths  (109  4-12)  feet  to  the  northwest  corner  of  certain  other  grounds 
of  said  railway  company,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  and  ten-twelfths 
(160  10-12)  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Maryland  street,  and  in  Ed- 
ward King's  east  line ;  thence,  south,  on  said  east  line  between  said 
King  and  said  railway  company,  forty -six  and  ten-twelfths  (46  10-12)  feet; 
thence,  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  on  a  certain  line  surveyed  and  estab- 
lished on  the  2d  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1877,  as  a  dividing  and  boundary 
line  between  the  grounds  and  real  estate  of  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cin- 
cinnati and  Indianapolis,  and  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Com- 
panies (said  boundary  line  being  a  curved  line,  having  a  radius  of  two  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  (2,865)  feet),  one  hundred  and  seventeen 
and  three-twelfths  (117  3-12)  feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  containing 
five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  and  thirty-three-hundredths 
(5,955  33-100)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  a  cer- 
tain piece  of  ground  owned  by  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway 
Company,  in  out  lot  numbered  eighty-three  (83),  that  is,  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Liberty  street,  and  two  hundred  and  six  (206) 
feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Maryland  street,  at  the  intersection  of  the 
line  between  VV.  L.  Wingate  and  Edward  King,  at  said  northeast  corner; 
thence,  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  twenty-two  and  six-twelfths  (22  6  12) 
feet,  to  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of  a  certain  other  piece  of  ground 
belonging  to  E.  King ;  thence,  in  a  northeasterly  and  direct  line,  twenty-two 
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and  six-twelfths  (22  6-12)  feet,  to  the  southwset  corner  of  the  grounds  of 
Charles  Beck;  thence,  south,  on  the  line  between  E.  King  and  Macy  and 
King,  twenty-eight  feet,  to  a  point  in  a  certain  boundary  line  hereinbefore 
referred  to,  and  surveyed  November  the  2d,  A.  D.  1877,  between  said  railway 
companies ;  thence,  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  on  said  line,  forty-five  and 
four-twelfths  (45  4-12)  feet,  to  where  said  line  intersects  said  Indianapolis, 
Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company's  grounds ;  thence,  north,  on  said  east 
line,  thirty-one  feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  containing  one  thousand 
one  hundred  and  eighty  (1,180)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  grounds  of  Charles  Beck,  in  out-lot  numbered  eighty-three 
(83),  said  southwest  corner  being  sixty  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Liberty 
street,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  (225)  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of 
Maryland  street;  thence,  east,  on  said  Beck's  south  line,  twenty  (20)  feet;

north  line  of  Maryland  street  and  the  northeastern  terminus  of  the  boun- 
dary line  hereinbefore  referred  to  as  surveyed  and  established  November  2d, 
A.  D.  1877;  thence,  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  on  said  boundary  line, 
twenty-two  and  eight-twelfths  (22  8-12)  feet,  to  the  line  between  E.  King  and 
Macy  and  King  ;  thence,  north,  on  the  line  between  said  King  and  said  Macy 
and  King,  twenty-eight  (28)  feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  containing 
four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  square  feet. 

And  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  shall  convey, 
by  warranty  deed,  to  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company  the  following  land  in  Indianapolis,  to-wit:  Beginning  at 
a  point  in  the  east  line  of  New  Jersey  street,  in  square  numbered  eighty  (80), 
(that  is  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  and  one- twelfth  (328  1  12)  feet  south 
of  the  south  line  of  Pearl  street,  said  point  being  the  point  of  intersection 
of  a  certain  line  surveyed  and  established  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  A.D. 
1877,  as  a  dividing  and  boundary  line  between  the  grounds  and  real  estate 
of  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  and  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincin- 
nati and  Indianapolis  Railway  Companies);  thence,  on  said  boundary  line  so 
surveyed,  curving  with  a  radius  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  (955)  feet  in 
a  northeasterly  direction,  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  and  six- 
twelfths  (111  6-12)  feet;  thence,  continuing  on  said  boundary  line,  curving 
with  a  radius  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  five  (2,865)  feet  in  a 
northeasterly  direction,  to  the  west  line  of  East  street,  and  intersecting  said 
west  line,  two  hundred  and  eleven  and  eleven-twelfths  (211  11  12)  feet  south 
of  the  south  line  of  Pearl  street ;  thence  south  on  the  west  line  of  East  street, 
eighty-seven  (87)  feet,  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and 
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Chicago  Railway  Company's  ground ;  thence,  southwesterly,  on  the  southerly 
line  of  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company's  grounds,  four 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  four-twelfths  (439  4  12)  feet,  to  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  same,  on  the  east  line  of  New  Jersey  street;  thence,  north,  on 
the  east  line  of  New  Jersey  street,  one  hundred  and  five-twelfths  (100  5-12) 
feet,  to  the  said  boundary  line  and  place  of  beginning,  and  containing  thirty- 
six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one  and  thirty  two  hundredths  (36,851 
32-100)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Maryland  and 
East  streets,  in  out  lot  eighty  four  (84) ;  thence,  north,  on  the  east  line  of  East 
street,  eighteen  (18)  feet,  to  the  boundary  line  hereinbefore  described  as  the 
boundary  of  the  grounds  and  real  estate  between  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and 
Chicago  and  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Companies;  thence,  from  its  intersection  with  the  east  line  of  East  street,  in 
a  northeasterly  direction,  with  a  radius  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty  five  (2865)  feet,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  and  ten-twelfths 
(114  10  12)  feet,  to  the  east  line  of  said  grounds  and  the  line  between  said 
railway  company  and  E.  King;  thence,  south  on  said  line,  sixty-two  and  six- 
twelfths  (62  6  12)  feet,  to  the  north  side  of  Maryland  street;  thence,  on  the 
north  line  of  Maryland  street,  west,  one  hundred  and  five  (105)  feet,  to  the 
corner  of  East  and  Maryland  streets,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  contain- 
ing four  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  and  twenty  five  hundredths 
(4,226  25  100)  square  feet.  Also,  beginning  at  the  southwest  corner  of  a  cer- 
tain piece  of  ground,  in  out  lot  number  eighty-three  (83),  belonging  to  the 
Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  in  the  north  line  of  Mary- 
land street,  two  hundred  and  nine  and  ten  one-half-twelfths  (209  10J  12)  feet 
west  of  the  west  line  of  Liberty  street;  thence  north,  one  hundred  and  four 
teen  (114)  feet,  to  the  boundary  line  referred  to  hereinbefore  as  surveyed  and 
established  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1877;  thence,  in  a  northeast- 
erly direction,  on  said  dividing  line,  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  and  one- 
twelfth  (126  1-12)  feet,  to  where  said  boundary  line  intersects  the  east  line 
of  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company's  ground  ;  thence, 
south,  on  said  east  line,  one  hundred  and  seventy  five  feet,  to  the  north  line  of 
Maryland  street;  thence,  west,  on  the  north  line  of  Maryland  street,  one 
hundred  and  nine  and  ten  and  one-half  twelfths  (109  10J-12)  feet,  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  and  containing  fifteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-six and  ninety  three  one-hundredths  (15,876  93-100)  square  feet. 

And  the  fact  that  there  are  mortgages  or  trust  deeds  on  the  lands  so  con- 
veyed by  said  companies  respectively  shall  not  authorize  the  rejection  of  any 
deed,  and  there  shall  be  no  liability  of  either  of  said  companies,  by  reason  of 
the  covenants  in  said  deed,  until  the  party  is  evicted  from  its  possession  by 
reason  of  or  by  virtue  of  said  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust. 
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5th.  Two  tracks  shall  be  provided  or  built,  or  the  two  tracks  now  in  use 
may  be  used,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Winston  street,  which  two  tracks 
shall  be  used  as  joint  tracks  and  in  common  by  the  parties  hereto,  between 
said  points — one  of  which  tracks  shall  be  furnished  or  built  by  the  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  on  its  own  land, 
and  the  other  shall  be  built  by  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Rail- 
way Company  on  the  twenty-five  (25)  feet  strip  so  conveyed  to  the  said  In- 
dianapolis, Peru  and  Chicago  Riilway  Company,  as  aforesaid.  If  the  Indi- 
anapolis, Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  shall  elect  to  use  one  of  the 
said  main  tracks  now  used  by  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  In- 
dianapolis Railway  Company  as  the  track  to  be  provided  by  it,  it  shall  pay 
the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  the 
value  of  the  material  thereof  and  of  the  labor  of  building  the  same. 

6th.  There  shall  be  built  for  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Riilway 
Company,  without  expense  to  it  (except  it  shall  furnish  therefor  the  iron 
from  its  track  now  lying  between  Market  and  North  streets),  a  track  on  said 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  strip,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Winston  street, 
which  shall  be  its  exclusive  property,  except  as  to  the  railroad  crossing  afore- 
said. 

7th.  The  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway 
Company  shall  also  furnish  its  two  tracks  between  Winston  street  and  the 
Union  Railway  tracks — which  tracks  shall  be  used  and  maintained  as  joint 
tracks  by  the  parties  hereto,  between  said  points,  provided  that  the  said  In- 
dianapolis, Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  shall  pay  said  Cleveland,  Co- 
lumbus, Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  for  one  half  of  the 
material  in,  and  one-half  of  the  cost  of  building,  said  tracks;  and  the  said 
Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  shall 
convey  to  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Caicago  Railway  Company  a  strip 
of  land  twelve  and  one  half  (^2J)  feet  in  width,  on  which  the  west  track  is 
now  situated  between  Winston  and  Market  streets. 

8th.  The  land  between  Market  and  Washington  streets,  together  with 
the  tracks  thereon,  shall  be  held  and  used  by  the  two  companies  in  common, 
as  heretofore;  and  said  tracks  shall  be  used  and  maintained  as  double  tracks, 
for  the  joint  use  of  the  two  companies  and  as  a  part  of  their  double  track 
from  the  Union  Railway  tracks  to  Massachusetts  avenue;  and  they  shall  be 
kept  in  repair,  renewed,  and  maintained  the  same  as  the  tracks  between 
Market  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  with  the  same  division  as  to  repairs, 
renewals,  and  maintenance. 

9th.  The  said  parties  hereto  shall  jointly  maintain,  renew,  and  keep  in  re* 
pair  said  double  tracks,  so  used  by  them  jointly,  between  Massachusetts  ave- 
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nue  and  the  Union  Eailway  tracks,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  up  and  main- 
tained in  good  order,  so  as  to  constitute,  at  all  times,  a  first-class  track ;  or  if 
said  tracks  are  kept  up,  renewed,  and  maintained  by  the  parties  separately, 
upon  a  division  of  said  tracks,  then  each  party  shall  keep  up,  renew,  and 
keep  that  part,  so  assigned  to  it,  in  first  class  condition,  not  only  as  to  mater- 
ial used  but  otherwise.  And  if  either  party  shall  fail  or  neglect,  at  any  time^ 
to  keep  its  said  assigned  track  in  good  repair  and  condition,  as  aforesaid,  then 
the  other  party,  upon  three  days'  notice,  shall  have  the  right  to  put  the  same 
in  complete  repair,  at  the  expense  of  such  delinquent  party;  and  the  parties 
hereto  having  agreed  to  keep  up  and  maintain  said  tracks  separately,  it  is 
now  hereby  agreed  that  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway 
Company  shall  keep  up,  repair,  and  renew  the  west  track,  so  used  for  a  dou- 
ble track,  and  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis 
Eailway  Company  shall  keep  up,  repair,  and  renew  the  east  track,  so  used 
for  a  double  track,  and  this  separate  maintenance  shall  be  observed  and  en- 
forced until  a  different  arrangement  is  mutually  made  by  the  parties  hereto. 

10th.  The  expense  of  planking  said  joint  tracks  at  street  crossings  and 
otherwise,  and  repairs  and  renewals  thereof,  keeping  flagmen  at  street  cross- 
ings or  other  places  required  by  the  city,  lighting  said  tracks,  and  all  other 
expenses  that  are  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  are  required 
by  aDy  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  be  borne 
equally  by  said  companies,  except  that  the  expense  of  opening  St.  Clair,  Bid- 
die,  North,  Michigan,  and  Vermont  streets,  and  graveling  and  planking  the 
same  upon  such  opening,  shall  be  borne  exclusively  by  said  party  of  the  first 
pari. 

11th.  That  in  operating  said  joint  main  tracks,  no  freight  trains,  or  trains  of 
any  class  or  kind,  shall  occupy  any  track  now  laid,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
laid  and  operated,  as  joint  main  tracks,  except  while  in  motion,  other  than 
passenger  trains;  and  that  no  train  of  any  class  shall,  in  any  manner,  ob- 
struct or  interfere  with  the  receipt  and  discharge  of  passengers  and  baggage 
at  Massachusetts  avenue  Depot ;  and  said  grounds  between  Massachusetts 
avenue  Depot  and  passenger  trains  eo  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  and 
baggage,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  clear  and  unobstructed  by  other  trains  dur- 
ing the  time  of  such  receipt  or  discharge  of  passengers  and  baggage.  All  trains 
between  the  Union  Depot  and  Massachusetts  avenue  will  be  run  as  one  road, 
having  rights  according  to  their  grade — working,  extra,  and  switching  trains 
yielding  to  all  regular  trains,  and  freight  to  passenger,  and  passenger  to  ex- 
press. In  case  trains  of  either  road  are  delayed  so  as  to  come  into  the  time- 
of  a  train  of  similar  grade  belonging  to  the  other  road,  the  delayed  train 
will  give  place  to  the  train  nearest  to  time.     All  trains  shall  approach  Massa- 
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chusetts  avenue  station  with  the  greatest  care  ;  and  all  trains,  other  than  pas- 
senger, and  all  engines  without  trains,  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  not  nearer 
than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  from  the  nearest  point  of  said  depot,  and  pro- 
ceed only  when  properly  signaled,  or  when  the  track  is  known  to  be  clear; 
and  if  a  target  is  erected  at  said  depot,  no  train  shall  approach  or  pass  said 
depot  until  the  proper  signal  to  do  so  is  given.  Trains  following  each  other 
on  said  double  track,  shall  do  so  at  safe  intervals,  and  shall  at  all  times  be 
kept  under  full  control. 

12th.  That  as  soon  as  the  deeds  and  conveyances  herein  referred  to  are 
executed  and  delivered,  all  obstructions,  buildings,  and  tracks  of  every  de- 
scription shall  be  removed,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  by  the  parties  hereto,  so 
that  each  shall  come  into  full  possession  of  and  to  be  able  to  proceed  with 
their  joint  and  several  improvements,  and  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this 
agreement  and  the  agreement  above  referred  to  with  the  City  of  Indiana- 
polis :  Provided,  That  if  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  desire  to  use  its  present  freight  depot  and  all  the  tracks  now  used 
in  its  yard  west  of  Liberty  street,  the  same  shall  not  be  removed  or  changed 
before  August  1,  1879  :  Provided,  That  if  said  change  is  not  made  before  July 
1,  1878,  the  cost  of  such  removal  shall  be  borne  by  said  Indianapolis,  Peru 
and  Chicago  Railway  Company:  And,  provided  further,  That  the  said  Cleve- 
land, Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  shall  be  un- 
der no  obligations  to  re-arrange  or  change  its  tracks  before  August  1,  1879, 
unless  the  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  are  ready 
to  change  their  tracks,  and  conform  to  this  agreement,  before  that  time: 
Provided,  also,  That  the  brick  building  on  that  part  of  said  out-lot  numbered 
seventy-nine  (79),  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago- 
Railway  Company,  is  to  remain  on  said  property,  to  be  transferred  as  a  part 
and  parcel  thereof  to  said  Indianapolis,  Peru5  and  Chicago  Railway  Company; 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  privilege  of  occupancy  of  said 
building  until  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  ready  to  commence  to 
build  their  new  freight  depot  on  said  ground,  without  charge  to  said  first 
party. 

13th.  It  is  further  [agreed,  as  a  part  of  this  contract,  that  the  passenger 
depot  at  Massachusetts  avenue,  on  the  line  of  said  tracks  as  above  established, 
(which  depot  is  upon  land  belonging  to  the  said  Cleveland,Columbus,Cincinnati 
and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company,  and  was  built  partially  by  donations  and 
partly  by  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Riilway 
Company),  shall  be  jointly  occupied  by  said  two  railroad  companies,  without 
a  charge  of  rent  to  either ;  but  all  expenses  in  connection  therewith,  includ- 
ing taxes  on  the  land  on  which  it  stands  as  well  as  that  used  in  connection 
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therewith,  salary  of  joint  employes,  insurance,  necessary  improvements  and 
repairs  to  said  depot  and  the  platforms  along  and  connected  therewith,  to- 
gether with  renewals  thereof,  shall  be  borne  jointly  and  equally  by  the  par- 
ties hereto.  Joint  agents,  operators,  and  all  other  joint  employes,  to  be  se- 
lected jointly,  and  to  be  discharged  upon  the  request  of  either  party  hereto. 
In  case  it  should  be  desired  by  either  party,  separate  telegraph  offices  are 
to  be  provided,  each  party  to  be  at  the  expense  of  putting  in,  operating,  and 
maintaining  its  own  office.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  first 
cost  of  building  platforms  and  planking  the  tracks  in  front  of  said  depot 
shall  be  borne  entirely  by  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  In- 
dianapolis Railway  Company. 

14th.  It  is  further  agreed  that,  in  the  exchange  of  land  herein  provided, 
it  appearing  that  the  respective  values  of  the  lands  so  exchanged  are  so 
nearly  equal,  no  charge  for  any  excess  or  surplus  in  value  or  quality  shall  be 
made  by  either  party  against  the  other.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed, 
by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  said  party  of  the  first  part  will  sell 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part  the  track  (rails  and  other  material  in  the 
same),  being  the  west  track  of  the  two  tracks  now  used  by  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  commencing  at  the  north  line  of  Market  street  and  extending  to 
the  south  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  for  the  sum  of  thirty-two  hundred 
and  fifty  ($3,250)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  as  its  track,  for  use  by  said  parties  as  joint  main  tracks.  The  said  Indi- 
anapolis, Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  reserves  a  right-of-way  across 
land  in  lot  number  eighty-three  (83),  to  be  conveyed  by  it  to  said  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Riilway  Company,  for  a  single  track, 
to  be  definitely  located  from  the  Union  Riilway  tracks,  across  Pogue's  Run, 
to  land  still  owned  by  it,  in  lots  eighty-one  (81)  and  eighty-two  (82). 

15th.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if,  in  operating  said  tracks,  any  damage  is 
done  to  persons  or  property,  the  party  operating  the  train,  cars,  or  en- 
gines, or  actually  doing  the  injury  complained  of,  shall  assume  all  liability 
therefor,  if  legally  liable,  without  claim  or  recourse  on  the  other  party. 

16th.  The  true  intention  of  this  contract  is  to  enable  the  parties  hereto, 
upon  an  equitable  basis,  to  use  and  maintain  a  double  track  between  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  and  the  Union  Riilway  tracks,  and,  at  the  same  time,  com- 
ply with  the  wishes  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  secure  to  themselves, 
respectively,  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  and  secured  by  the  contract 
with  said  city,  above  referred  to.  And  in  order  to  do.  so,  agree  to  mutually 
aid  and  assist  each  other,  in  all  legitimate  and  proper  means,  to  secure  the 
enforcement  of  said  contract  and  secure  the  benefits  therein  provided.

therein  provided,  as  well  as  in  said  second  contract  made  between  said  com- 
panies, heretofore  set  out. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Engineer  is  hereby  directed  to  survey  and  stake  out  the 
lines  of  Michigan,  North,  Vermont,  St.  Clair,  and  Biddle  streets,  across  the 
grounds  of  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Ry.  Co.,  in  order  that  said  streets  may  be  opened 
us  in   said   first  contract  provided.     He  is  further  directed  to  set  the  grade 
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stakes,  and  furnish  specifications  to  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Ry.  Co.,  for  grading  and 
graveling  the  said  streets,  as  by  said  contract  required.  And  when  said  streets 
are  so  surveyed  and  laid  out,  said  companies  shall  convey,  by  proper  deeds, 
to  said  city,  the  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  the 
public  as  streets  forever,  on  condition  that  said  companies  shall  have  and  re- 
tain the  right  for  themselves  and  successors  to  lay,  use,  and  maintain  their 
tracks  and  switches  across  said  streets,  as  in  said  contracts  provided. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Engineer  shall  also  survey  and  stake  out  Maryland  street 
forty  (40)  feet  wide,  through  square  seventy-nine  (79),  on  the  line  dividing 
the  properties  of  said  companies,  as  described  and  set  forth  in  said  second 
contract;  which  street  said  companies  shall  open  to  the  public  use,  in  con- 
formity with  the  terms  of  said  agreement. 

Sec.  5.  The  several  officers  of  the  city  are  hereby  directed  to  assist  and 
aid  said  companies  in  making  the  several  vacations  of  streets  or  alleys,  as 
provided  in  said  contract  first  set  out,  as  well  as  to  open  and  widen  the 
streets  or  alleys,  as  therein  named  and  set  forth. 

Sec  6.  The  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  is  hereby- 
granted  the  right  to  locate,  construct,  and  maintain  its  tracks  and  switches 
from  the  north  side  of  Seventh  street,  south,  along  and  upon  the  street, 
sometimes  called  Macy  and  sometimes  Alvord  street,  to  Massachusetts  ave- 
nue, and  its  track  across  Massachusetts  avenue. 

Sec.  7.  The  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  is  hereby 
granted  the  right  to  locate,  construct,  and  maintain  its  tracks,  as  provided  by 
the  contracts  aforesaid,  from  Massachusetts  avenue,  south,  to  Market  street^ 
with  the  right  to  occupy  so  much  of  Second  street  as  may  be  covered  by  it& 
twenty  five  feet  strip  of  ground,  and  the  right  to  cross  and  maintain  its  tracks 
across  all  streets  and  alleys  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Market  street,, 
as  provided  for  in  said  contracts ;  and  also  the  track  to  commence  at  a  point 
in  its  proposed  new  tracks  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Cross  street,, 
as  provided  by  said  contracts,  running  in. a  southwesterly  direction  across 
Second  street,  into  and  across  lots  50,  49,  and  48,  in  Stumph's  Subdivision  of 
out-lot  number  44 ;  and  thence,  in  southwesterly  direction,  across  Cross  street,, 
into  and  through  lots  43  and  42,  in  the  same  subdivision;  thence,  in  a  south- 
westerly direction,  in  and  upon  Peru  street,  to  connect  with  the  present  track 
of  said  company  in  said  street  at  a  point  on  or  near  the  north  line  of  John 
street,  if  extended  into  Peru  street. 

Sec.  8.  The  Indianapolis,  Peru  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  is  hereby 
granted  the  right  to  locate,  construct,  and  maintain,  across  Liberty  street,  it» 
tracks,  as  provided  for  in  said  second  contract,  commencing  at  a  convenient 
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point  in  out-lot  eighty-three  (83),  and  extending,  in  an  easterly  direction, 
across  said  street,  into  out-lot  eighty-two  (82). 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Moved,  That  J.  B.  Bullock  have  permission  to  pave  with  brick  the  sidewalk 
in  front  of  his  premises,  on  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Seventh  streets — the 
same  to  be  done  at  his  own  expense,  within  sixty  days,  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.

Our  efforts  in  this  line  have  necessar- 
ily been  suspended  during  the  winter  months,  and  so  soon  as  spring  opens 
this  work  of  repairs  and  re-adjustment  will  be  prosecuted  with  energy.

Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Your  petitioner,  Mary  A.  Walker,  respectfully  represents: 

That  in  1873  she  was,  and  still  is,  a  widow,  charged  with  heavy  burdens  in 
the  support  of  family  and  otherwise.  That,  notwithstanding  this,  she  has 
never  been  delinquent  in  taxes,  but  has  promptly  met  and  paid  everything 
assessed  against  her  by  the  Common  Council,  grievous  as  the  same  has  been 
of  late  years. 

She  says  that,  in  1873,  as  shown  by  the  vouchers  of  the  City  Treasurer  (a 
copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  and  certified  by  the  Treasurer  to  be  correct), 
she  payed,  under  protest,  a  tax  or  assessment  made  against  her  property  on 
N.  Illinois  street  (named  in  the  annexed  vouchers)  in  the  sum  of  $384.Ul,  at 
great  sacrifice  then,  and  loss  to  her  since.  Such  payments  having  been  made 
under  protest,  she  is  advised  by  counsel,  that,  in  view  of  the  late  acceptance 
by  the  city  of  the  principal  sum  of  sewer  tax,  and  on  principle,  she  may,  in 
an  action  at  law  against  the  city,  recover  the  amount  of  interest  accrued  on 
the  payments  aforesaid  from  the  date  of  such  payments,  to-wit:  March  17th, 
1873,  to  the  time  allowed  for  payment  without  interest  or  penalty — February 
1st,  1878 — in  all  the  sum  of  $115.20  as  interest  at  six  per  cent.;  but  she  be- 
lieves this  claim  is  so  just,  such  a  course  is  ^unneccessary, 

And  she  prays  your  honorable  bodies  to  refund  the  same  to  her,  as  in  jus- 
tice you  ought. 

She  offers  further  that,  in  refunding,  the  city  need  not  pay  her  the  money 
in  cash,  but  cause  the  same  to  be  credited  to  her  upon  the  amount  of  cur- 
rent taxes  now  due  by  her  to  the  city,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer, upon  which  she  will  pay  the  residue  of  such  taxes,  after  such  credit.

Gentlemen : — I  would  report  that  the  case  of  James  Muse  v.  The  City  has 
been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  judgment  against  the  city, 
for  $435. 

This  was  an  action  brought  by  Muse  for  dirt  that  he  claimed  under  his 
contract  with  the  city  in  1875,  for  cleaning  out  the  State  Ditch,  and  also  for 
certain  extra  work  that  he  claimed  he  had  performed  for  city,  and  also  for  a 
balance  due  under  the  contract.  I  was  able  to  defend  all  of  the  claims  ex- 
cept the  one  for  balance  due  under  the  contract.  Muse  made  a  bid  for  the 
work  by  sections,  and  was  only  able  to  complete  a  part  of  it.  In  preparing 
the  contract  there  was  a  mistake  made  by  the  persons  drawing  the  same  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  or  else,  by  collusion  between  the  contractor  and  Engineer's 
Clerk,  the  contract  was  made  to  read  that  he  was  to  receive  ninety-eight 
cents  per  foot  for  what  he  had  bid  to  do  for  seventy-five  cents  per  foot. 
Muse  was  paid  seventy-five  cents  (which  he  bid),  but  he  obtained  a  judgment 
for  the  difference  between  that  amount  and  the  amount  mentioned  in  the 
contract.

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Indianapolis,  March  18,  1878. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Bridges  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  matter  of  the  insurance  of  the  wooden  bridge  over  White  River 
at  the  intersection  of  Washington  street,  would  report  that  we  have  exam- 
ined the  matter,  and  find  that  the  bridge  was  originally  purchased  of  the 
Oravel  Road  Company  by  the  County  Commissioners,  but,  being  inside  of  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city,  the  law  places  it  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
and  the  city  is  liable  for  any  damages  occasioned  by  its  being  out  of  repair, 
•etc.  For  the  purpose  of  settling  any  question  that  might  arise  as  to  the  legal 
ownership,  the  County  Commissioners  have  executed  to  the  city  a  quit-claim 
deed  of  all  their  interest  in  it. 

The  city  has  been,  for  a  number  of  years,  carrying  $10,000  insurance  on  the 
bridge.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  should  be  reduced,  and 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  insurance,  to  the  amount  of  $4,000,  be 
placed  upon  the  bridge  in  the  future.

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  who  were- 
instructed  to  investigate  and  report  what,  if  any,  liability  the  city  is  under  to 
John  Lander,  on  account  of  injuries  received  by  him  by  falling  upon  a  street 
crossing,  and  to  report  what,  if  any, 'settlement  could  or  ought  to  be  made, 
would  report  that  we  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  find  that  Mr.  Lander, 
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while  crossing  McNabb  street,  upon  S.  Illinois  street,  in  the  evening,  fell,  and 
sustained  a  fracture  of  his  leg.  His  fall  was  caused  (partly,  at  least)  by  the 
iron  crossing  over  the  gutter  being  out  of  place.  He  was  pretty  badly  hurt, 
and  is  placed  in  a  serious  position,  from  the  fact  that  he  has  already  lost  one 
leg  and  is  obliged  to  walk  with  a  crutch. 

Mr.  Lander  assured  your  committee  that  he  only  desired  to  be  paid  his  ex- 
penses and  for  the  time  that  he  will  necessarily  be  confined  and  unable  to 
work. 

Your  committee  do  not  admit  that,  technically,  the  city  is  liable;  but,  ow- 
ing to  the  expense  and  uncertainty  of  litigation  of  that  kind,  they  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  city  should  compromise  the  matter,  if  possible.  Mr.  Lan- 
der has  notified  your  committee  that  he  is  willing  to  take  $800  in  full  settle- 
ment of  the  same,  if  paid  at  once.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
his  proposition  should  be  accepted;  and  we  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  $800  be  paid  to  him,  in  full  compromise  and  settlement  of  all  claims 
against  the  city  for  damages.  And  as  he  is  a  stranger  in  the  city,  and  is  now 
confined  at  a  hotel  and  in  a  need  of  money  to  pay  his  necessary  expenses, 
we  herewith  report  an  ordinance  appropriating  $800  for  him,  and  recommend 
that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  the  same  be  passed  at  once.

In  all  cases  where 
application  is  made  before  the  payment  of  taxes,  the  Assessor  allows  the  ex- 
emption of  $500,  as  required  by  law.  As  the  taxes  asked  to  be  refunded  by 
the  petitioners  have  been  paid  (some  of  them  for  a  number  of  years),  we  re- 
commend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  who  were  "in- 
structed to  investigate  and  report  if  a  new  edition  [of  the  Charter  and  Ordinan- 
ces] can  be  procured,  by  the  city  agreeing  to  take  three  hundred  copies,  at  not 
to  exceed  $3.50  a  volume,"  would  state  that  the  proposition  is  a  commendable 
one,  and  will  save  the  city  nearly  one  thousand  dollars,  when  compared  with 
the  volume-cost  of  the  edition  of  1875. 

The  edition  of  1875  contained,  in  the  aggregate,  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  pages  of  legislative  enactments  and  of  general  ordinances  which 
do  not  appear  in  the  edition  of  1869.  For  this  inconsiderable  work  of  pre- 
paring and  arranging  these  few  pages  for  the  printer,  the  then  Committee 
Clerk,  Charles  P.  Fant,  was  allowed  and  paid  five  hundred  dollars. 

After  a  critical  and  full  consideration  of  the  editions  of  1869  and  1875, 
your  committee  would  report  against  a  mere  re-printing  of  our  general  ordi- 
nances in  the  exact  form  and  language  in  which  they  were  passed.  Much 
of  our  present  law  is  awkwardly  expressed,  several  of  the  ordinances  are  in 
conflict  with  other  legislation  on  the  same  subject,  many  of  the  provisions 
are  incomplete  and  confusing,  the  supplemental  and  amendatory  ordinances 
are  numerous  and  perplexing,  and  the  variety  of  subjects  treated  of  under 
one  ordinance-title  renders  a  clear  following  and  understanding  both  onerous 
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and  difficult.  The  only  way  to  bring  order  and  sense  out  of  the  present  con- 
fused mass  of  city  law,  is  to  re-write  and  codify  the  section-provisions  under 
liberal  chapter  headings,  and,  while  doing  so,  supply  every  unmistakable 
omission  and  correct  all  obvious  defects.  Thus  the  enactments  of  our  pre- 
decessors and  ourselves  would  be  made  plain,  concise,  intelligible,  convenient 
for  use,  and  easy  of  reference. 

It  will  require  heavy  labor  and  considerable  skill  to  prepare  this  codifica- 
tion of  the  city  laws,  but  the  work  will  be  undertaken  and  rapidly  forwarded, 
if  a  guarantee  is  given  that  the  proposed  city  edition  shall  only  be  issued  to 
members  of  the  Board  and  Council  and  to  city  officers,  or  sent,  as  exchanges, 
to  sister-cities,  and,  at  the  same  time,  granting  the  City  Attorney  the  power 
to  allow  the  publishing  of  additional  copies,  with  the  privilege  of  selling  the 
same  to  lawyers  and  other  citizens,  and  thus  to  secure  enough  to  compensate 
for  the  labor  performed  without  cost  to  the  city  treasury. 

We  do  now  recommend  that  a  cqntract  for  this  important  work,  upon  the 
plan  herein  set  forth,  be  closed  at  once.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report;  which 
was  duly  approved  : 

Indianapolis,  March  29,  1878. 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — At  the  request  of  your  honorable  bodies,  the  Board  of  Health 
has  examined  into  the  matter  with  reference  to  the  waste  at  the  city  gas 
works  being  conducted  into  the  sewers. 

We  find  that  it  can  not  be  deleterious  to  health,  but  the  reverse — contain- 
ing carbolic  acid,  which  is  an  excellent  disinfectant.  It  also  contains  sul- 
phide of  ammonium,  which  is  undoubtedly  offensive  in  odor,  but  not  injur- 
ious to  health.    Moreover,  we  can  not  suggest  any  method  of  removal  that 
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would  not  be  more  objectionable  than  passing  it  through  the  sewers,  as  at 

present.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  and  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Frank  McWhinney,  asking  to  have 
money  paid  for  a  tax-certificate  refunded,  would  report  that  we  have  exam- 
ined the  same,  and  find  that  the  property  was  erroneously  described,  and 
therefore  the  sale  is  not  valid. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  he  be  allowed  the  amount  of  his  purchase,

The  same  official  board  submitted  the  following  report ;  which 
was  read  and  considered  by  clauses  : 

Indianapolis,  April  15,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  motions  and  papers,  have  given  them  due  consideration,  and  would 
make  the  following  report : 

First.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Watts,  to  build  a  levee  on  the  east 
bank  of  White  River,  from  the  Patterson  levee,  to  intersect  the  Michigan 
street  levee  at  the  east  end  of  the  White  River  bridge. 

Your  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  city  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  any 
damage  that  may  be  sustained  by  overflow  at  the  point  named,  and  that  the 
Michigan  street  levee  is  in  no  danger  of  being  damaged,  as  only  back-water 
can  come  in  contact  with  it ;  and  further  that  it  is  extremely  doubtful  that  the 
grounds  sought  to  be  protected  by  the  motion  are  within  the  limits  of  the 
city;  therefore,  recommend  that  the  motions  do  not  pass. 
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Second.  Is  a  motion  by  Councilman  Izor,  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be 
Instructed  to  contract  for  repairing  the  stone  abutments  on  E.  Ohio  street,  at 
crossing  of  Pogue's  Run,  so  that  the  iron  bridge  can  be  placed  thereon. 

On  examination,  we  find  the  said  abutments  in  good  repair,  and  the  pres- 
ent bridge  sound  and  in  good  condition,  and  in  no  need  of  being  re-placed 
at  the  present  time.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  against  the  passage 
of  the  said  motion. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  by  Councilman  Thomas,  that  the  Street  Commissioner 
be  instructed  to  clean  out  the  gutters  and  otherwise  clean  the  alley  running 
north  and  south  between  Madison  avenue  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  com- 
mencing at  South  street. 

We  find  that  this  is  an  unimproved  alley,  and  has  neither  grade  nor  drain- 
age.   We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  motion  do  not  pass. 

Fourth.  Is  a  motion  that  Samuel  E.  Moran  have  permission  to  lay  a  stone 
crossing,  from  his  place  of  business,  at  the  corner  of  McNabb  street,  to  the 
southwest  entrance  of  Union  Depot. 

We  recommend  that  the  motion  pass,  and  that  said  Moran  be  permitted 
to  place  said  crossing  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and 
at  his  own  expense. 

Fifth.  Your  said  Board  were  instructed  (after  satisfactory  investigation), 
to  introduce  an  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of  Butler 
street,  from  Central  avenue  to  College  avenue. 

Agreeably  to  said  instructions,  we  herewith  file  said  ordinance. 

Sixth.  Is  an  ordinance  for  bowldering  West  street,  and  curbing  the  side- 
walks, from  Washington  street  to  Kentucky  avenue,  together  with  a  remon- 
strance against  the  passage  of  the  same. 

This  was  an  ordinance  introduced  on  the  recommendation  of  your  board, 
and  they  see  no  reason  for  changing  their  opinion  in  reference  to  the  great 
need  of  having  said  street  improved,  as  contemplated  in  said  ordinance. 
They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  said  ordinance,  notwith- 
standing the  remonstrance  against  the  same,  after  being  amended  so  as  to 
read  "  to  be  bowldered  to  a  width  of  forty  feet  in  the  centre  of  said  street, 
and  the  plat  between  the  curb  and  sidewalk  to  be  properly  graded." 

Seventh  Are  special  ordinances  number  ten  (10)  and  fifteen  (15),  with 
remonstrances  against  their  passage. 

These  ordinances  were  introduced  on  the  recommendation  of  your  board,  and 
are  for  the  re-graveling  of  a  portion  of  North  and  St.  Clair  streets,  which  your 
board,  on  due  examination,  found  utterly  worn  out.  We  find  no  reason  to 
-change  our  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  improvement ;  we,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  the  ordinances,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrances 
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Eighth.  Is  special  ordinance  number  twelve  (12),  together  with  a  remon*- 
strance  against  its  passage. 

This  is  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  Railroad  street,  from  Market 

to  St.  Clair  street.     It  will  be  recollected  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  that 

this  is  a  street  which  the  city  has  recently  agreed  to  pay  a  large  sum  of  money 

to  get  possession  of,  and,  under  the  circumstances  and  the  condition  in  which 

we  find  the  street,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  should  be  improved.     We  would., 

therefore,  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  read  "  to  be 

graded  and  graveled  from  Ohio  street  to  St.  Clair  street,"  and  then  be  passed., 

notwithstanding  the  remonstrance.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Councilman  By- 
ram,  submitted  the  following  legal  opinion ;  which  was  duly  con- 
curred in : 

Indianapolis,  April  22,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements  were  instructed  to  inves- 
tigate and  report  what  number  of  signatures  of  the  property  owners  were 
necessary  to  successfully  remonstrate  against  the  improvement  of  a  street  or 
alley  ;  and  we  would  report  that  we  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  find 
that  the  charter  of  the  city  provides  that  unless  the  improvement  is  peti- 
tioned for,  the  same  can  not  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  property,  unless 
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the  same  Bhall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Common  Council. 

There  is  no  provision  of  the  charter  upon  the  subject  of  a  remonstrance  in 
such  cases.  We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  ordinance  upon  the  subject 
of  remonstrances.  Section  30  of  the  Rules  (see  Charter  and  Ordinances, 
page  166)  provides,  in  substance,  the  same  as  the  charter,  that  unless  improve- 
ment ordinances  are  accompanied  by  petition,  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  will  be  necessary  to  enforce  its  passage. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  improvements  may  be  made,  and 
ordinances  providing  for  the  same  may  be  passed,  upon  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Council  and  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, and  that  any  remonstrance  that  might  be  presented  would  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  ordinance.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  City  Commissioners  upon  the  matter  of  the 
vacation  of  Market  and  Wabash  streets,  between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi 
streets,  and  of  Huron  street  through  square  48,  running  from  Market  to  Ohio 
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streets,  would  report  that  we  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  the  Board 
of  State  House  Commissioners  have  agreed  to  arrange  and  provide  for  the 
drainage  of  the  streets,  by  building  a  sewer  at  their  own  expense,  which  will 
provide  drainage  for  the  surface  water  that  has  heretofore  been  carried  along 
over  the  streets  proposed  to  be  vacated.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend

The  same  committee  and  officer  also  submitted  the  following 
report;  which  was  considered  by  clauses,  and  the  same  were  sev- 
erally concurred  in: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the 
Oity  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  have  given  the  same  due 
•consideration  and  attention,  and  would  report  as  follows: 

First.  Was  a  petition  from  Mary  A.  Walker,  asking  the  Council  to  allow 
and  appropriate  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  as  interest 
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on  certain  taxes  paid  by  her  in  1873,  the  same  having  been  assessed  against 
her  on  account  of  the  building  of  a  sewer  on  Illinois  street.  The  grounds  on 
which  she  asks  that  the  above  sum  be  allowed  her  is,  that  she  paid  the  tax 
under  protest,  and  that,  by  act  of  this  Council,  other  parties  who  failed  or  re- 
fused to  pay  taxes  assessed  against  them  at  that  time,  on  account  of  the 
building  of  said  sewer,  were  permitted  to  pay  the  same  (some  five  years  after 
the  said  petitioner  had  paid  the  tax  so  assessed  against  her)  without  penalty 
or  interest. 

Your  committee  fail  to  see  any  good  reason  for  the  granting  of  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioner,  for  the  reason  that  the  taxes,  when  paid,  were  paid  volun- 
tarily by  the  petitioner,  and  without  any  compulsion  on  the  part  of  the  city. 
Had  the  petitioner  been  so  minded,  she  could  have  taken  the  same  course  as- 
other  parties,  to  whom  she  refers  to  in  her  petition,  and  retained  her  money 
until  the  matter  in  question  was  settled.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,, 
recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Second.  Is  a  petition  from  Timothy  Foley,  for  the  refunding  of  certain 
taxes  paid  by  him  by  mi  take.  It  seems  that  there  were  several  parties  by 
the  same  name  on  the  duplicate,  all  owning  or  having  property  assessed 
against  them,  and  by  soi  je  means  the  petitioner,  in  paying  his  taxes,  paid  on 
property  belonging  to  another  party  of  the  same  name. 

It  is  always  presumed  that  parties  are  acquainted  with  their  own  property 
and  certainly  the  city  is  in  no  wise  to  blame  if  they  do  not ;  besides,  should 
the  taxes  on  this  property  be  refunded,  as  requested  by  the  petitioner,  it 
would  prove  a  total  loss  to  the  city,  as  she  would  not  have  the  right  to  re- 
assess it  against  the  property,  it  having  once  been  paid.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  petitioner's  only  recourse  is  against  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty on  which  he  has  paid  the  taxes.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Third.  Is  a  petition  of  Eliza  J.  Childers,  for  the  refunding  of  certain  taxes 
illegally  paid. 

On  examination  of  the  facts,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  only 
the  taxes  for  the  year  1875  should  be  refunded,  but  not  with  interest, 
as  requested.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  allowance  of 
eighteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents  be  made  to  said  petitioner,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  directed  to  place  the  same  in  the  next  ap_ 

propriation  ordinance.

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attor- 
ney, to  whom  sundry  papers  were  referred,  have  given  the  same  due  consid- 
eration, and  would  report  as  follows : 

First.  Is  a  petition  from  Clara  Turner,  for  the  refunding  of  $138.78,  paid 
by  her  on  an  erroneous  tax-sale. 

On  examination,  we  find  the  allegations  of  the  petitioner  correct,  and  that 
the  sale  was  erroneous,  and  that  the  petitioner  is  entitled  to  have  her  money 
refunded,  as  the  city  has  received  all  the  money  due  for  taxes  on  the  property 
sold  from  other  parties,  the  same  having  been  doubly  assessed.  We  would > 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  petitioner  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  seventy  eight  cents, with  six  per  cent,  interest  from 
February  15th,  1877,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  di- 
rected to  place  the  same  in  their  next  appropriation  ordinance. 

Second.  Is  a  petition  from  Jacob  P.  Dunn,  jr.,  for  the  refunding  of  $51.60* 
paid  by  him  on  an  erroneous  tax-sale. 

We  find,  on  examination,  that  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  petition  are  true,, 
and  that  the  party  is  clearly  entitled  to  have  his  money  refunded.  The  sale 
was  made  in  consequence  of  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  late  Treasurer  fail- 
ing to  mark  "paid"  the  personal  taxes  of  Fred.  W.  Fout.  We  would  recom- 
mend that  the  petitioner  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty-one  dollars  and  sixty 
cents,  with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  from  February  15th,  1877,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  be  directed  to  place  the  amount  of  taxes  due  against  the  property 
on  the  duplicate,  and  that  Henry  W.  Tutewiler,  late  Treasurer  of  this  cityr 
be  requested  to  refund  to  the  Treasurer  the  amount  of  fees  and  percentage 
received  by  him  on  account  of  the  above  named  tax-sale. 

Third.  Are  petitions  from  Maria  Louise  Tiemann  and  Elizabeth  Doerr,. 
for  the  refunding  of  taxes  under  the  Widows'  Exemption  Law. 

We  find,  on  examination  of  the  records  of  the  City  Assessor's  office,  that 
the  properties  of  the  petitioners  are  assessed  at  over  one  thousand  dollars ; 
therefore,  they  are  not  entitled  to  any  relief  under  the  provisions  of  said 
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Widows'  Exemption  Law.    We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayers 
of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

Fourth.  Are  petitions  from  Mrs.  Evans,  Rosetta  Bauer,  Theresa  Schafer, 
Mary  Cruse,  and  Bridget  Cruse,  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  for  several  years, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Widows'  Exemption  Law. 

We  have  examined  all  of  these  petitions,  and  report  as  follows:  The  Wid- 
ows' Exemption  Law  was  not  applicable  to  city  taxes  until  the  year  1875  ; 
and  we  find  that  Bridget  Cruse  is  entitled  only  to  an  exemption  for  the  year 
1876,  her  property  being  assessed  at  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  the 
years  previous  to  that  time ;  while  the  other  parties  named  in  this  clause  of 
this  report  were  entitled  to  an  exemption  for  the  years  1875  and  1876.  We 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  Mrs.  Evans  be  allowed  the  sum  of  seven 
dollars  and  forty-two  cents ;  that  Rosetta  Bauer  be  allowed  the  sum  of  four- 
teen dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  that  Theresa  Schafer  be  allowed  the  sum  of  four- 
teen dollars  and  fifty  cents;  that  Mary  Cruse  be  allowed  the  sum  of  thirteen 
dollars  and  ten  cents ;  that  Bridget  Cruse  be  allowed  the  sum  of  seven  dol- 
lars ;  and  the  several  sums  thus  returnable  to  the  several  parties  be  placed  in 
their  next  appropriation  ordinance  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Claims. 

Fifth.  Is  a  petition  from  Eleanor  D.  Mase,  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  under 
the  Widows'  Exemption  Law. 

We  find,  on  examination  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  that  the  petitioner  never 
had  her  deed  recorded,  and  that  the  property  was  assessed  against  and 
paid  by  other  parties,  to  whom  she  made  settlement.  While  this  may  be  a 
hard  case,  it  being  through  her  own  neglect,  we  feel  that  she  is  not  entitled 
to  the  relief  asked.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner be  not  granted. 

Sixth.     Is  general  ordinance  No.  17,  1877. 

As  there  has  recently  been  an  ordinance  pertaining  to  the  same  subject 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  we  recommend  that 
this  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  files. 

Seventh.  Is  a  communication,  together  with  a  proposition,  from  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  to  exchange  its  Fair  Grounds  for  the  grounds  known 
as  the  "  Southern  Park." 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  city,  under  the  present  State  law,  could  not 
legally  enter  into  an  obligation  which  would  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  said  proposition,  and  further,  in  our  opinion,  an  exchange  of  the 
properties  named  would  not  prove  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  city.    We 
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•would,  therefore,  recommend  that  said  proposition  be  not  accepted  nor  en- 
tertained.

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Indianapolis,  May  3,  1878. 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  Common  Council,  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Health  report  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  fol- 
lowing motion,  to  them  referred,  and  earnestly  recommend  its  passage,  if  it 
be  at  all  piacticable,  and  can  be  done  without  too  much  expense  to  the  city : 

"  Moved,  That  the  water-hydrants  at  or  near  the  heads  of  the  main  sewers 
in  the  city  be  tapped,  and  that  water  be  flowed  into  the  sewers  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  keep  the  sewers  washed  out — which  will  avoid  the  healthy 
but  unpleasant  odors  spoken  of  by  the  honorable  Board  of  Health  in  their 
report." 

We  find  that  in  all  other  cities  the  sewers  are  constantly  flooded,  and,  in 
this  way,  stenches  are  obviated  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  rid  of  in  any  other 
way. 

With  reference  to  the  Morris'  Fertilizing  Establishment,  the  Board  of  Health 
are  at  work  upon  it,  and  will  abate  it  as  soon  as  practicable.

The  matter  of  tapping  hydrants,  for  the  purpose  of  flushing 
sewers,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water- 
Works  ;  and  the  report  of  "progress  "  was  duly  received. 

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  President  Byram, 
submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  considered  by  clauses : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers  and  motions,  have  given  them  due  consideration,  and  would 
report  as  follows : 

First.  Is  special  ordinance  No.  14,  with  a  remonstrance  against  its  pas- 
sage. 

This  is  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  Georgia  street,  between  Illi- 
nois and  Meridian  streets,  and  was  introduced  on  the  recommendation  of 
your  Board,  after  due  consideration.  On  examination,  we  find  that  the  re- 
monstrance is  signed  by  every  property  owner  on  the  line  of  the  proposed 
improvement;  but,  notwithstanding  that  fact,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
street  should  be  improved  as  contemplated  in  the  ordinance,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  a  street  in  the  central  portion  of  the  city,  and  one  over  which  a 
large  amount  of  travel  and  heavy  hauling  is  done,  and  is  in  very  bad  condi- 
tion. 
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We  would  report  the  ordinance  and  remonstrance  back,  without  recom- 
mendation, leaving  the  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

Second.  Is  special  ordinance  No.  16,  together  with  a  remonstrance  against 
its  passage. 

This  is  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  the  first  alley  west  of  Blake 
street,  from  New  York  to  Michigan  street,  and  was  accompanied  with  a  pe- 
tition for  its  passage.  Your  Board  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  amount 
of  property  represented  by  either  the  petition  or  the  remonstrance,  as  the 
number  of  feet  is  not  set  forth  by  the  signers  of  either  paper,  but  would  con- 
clude that  the  remonstrance  represents  a  majority  of  the  property,  it  having 
twenty-two  signers,  while  the  petition  has  but  eighteen. 

Your  Board  carefully  examined  the  line  proposed  to  be  improved,  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  improvement  should  be  made,  as  a  sanitary  measure, 
if  for  no  other  reason.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance,  nothwithstanding  the  remonstrance. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Thomas,  instructing  your  Board  to 
examine  a  pavement  recently  laid  in  front  of  169  W.  Maryland  street,  and 
ascertain  its  cost,  etc. 

We  have  obeyed  the  instruction,  and  find  the  pavement  named  to  be  a 
very  handsome  one,  with  the  appearance  of  great  durability,  and  are  informed 
that  it  is  easily  repaired.  Its  cost  for  sidewalks  is  from  one  dollar  and  twenty 
five  cents  to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  square  yard  ;  and  for  roadways,  it 
would  cost  two  dollars  and  thirty  cents  per  square  yard. 

Fourth.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Dill,  to  have  the  chuck-holes  in  New 
York  street,  between  Tennessee  street  and  the  canal,  filled. 

We  have  heretofore  reported  against  the  passage  of  a  similar  motion,  for 
the  reason  that  the  street  is  worn  out,  and,  in  our  opinion,  its  repair  would 
be  a  waste  of  money. 

Fifth.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Tucker,  to  instruct  the  City  Marshal  to 
notify  the  Street  Railway  Company  to  take  u£  the  Trail  on  the  English  ave- 
nue route,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  corporation  line,  and  to  re-lay  same  with 
improved  rails. 

The  charter  of  the  company  requires  all  tracks  laid  and  used  by  them  to 
be  made  of  the  most  approved  rail.  It  is  therefore  in  the  power  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  cause  the  rails  on  this  line  to  be  removed,  but  they  have  no  power  to 
cause  them  to  be  re  laid  with  an  improved  or  any  other  rail.  We  have  inter- 
viewed the  officers  of  the  company  in  reference  to  the  matter,  and  they  re- 
port to  us  that  if  the  Council  require  the  present  rails  on  said  route  to  be 
r  emoved,  they  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council,  but  as  to 
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the  re-laying  with  an  improved  rail,  that  is  another  matter,  and  they  will  de- 
cline to  do  so. 
We  would  report  the  motion  back,  without  recommendation.

The  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  the  City  Attorney,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  concurred  in  : 

Indianapolis,  May  6,  1878. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  CounciJ  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  and  divers  members  of  the  bootblacking 
profession,  asking  that  said  profession  be  licensed,  and  that  no  person  be 
allowed  to  practice  the  same  in  the  city  without  license,  would  report  that 
we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  the  petitioners  have  ap- 
peared before  us,  by  their  attorney,  and  fully  argued  their  claims. 

Your  committee  have  given  the  matter  much  thought  and  consideration, 
on  account  of  the  great  interests  involved,  but  have  not  been  able  to  arrive 
at  any  very  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  might  require  boot- 
blacks to  be  licensed,  and  that  it  would  be  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to 
pass  an  ordinance  requiring  it ;  but  the  questions  arise,  How  shall  the  license 
be  issued?  Of  what  shall  it  be  constructed?  How  shall  the  ordinance  be 
enforced  ? 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  City 
Clerk  to  issue  the  licenses,  unless  provision  was  made  for  a  large  increase  of 
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the  force  in  his  office,  and  that  a  large  force  of  policemen  would  be  needed 
to  be  in  constant  attendance. 

Your  committee  were  unable  to  decide  what  would  be  the  best  form  of 
license.  If  it  were  written  or  printed  on  ordinary  paper,  in  the  way  other 
licenses  are  issued,  a  license  would  not  last  the  average  "shiner"  longer  than 
sundown.  If  it  were  made  of  a  stamped  brass  check,  to  be  fastened  upon 
each  boy  by  the  city  official  issuing  the  same,  it  would  probably  last  until  the 
boy  had  his  first  knock-down  argument  with  some  of  his  brothers  in  the 
profession,  when  it  would  be  captured  and  carried  away  upon  the  principle 
of  "To  the  victors  belong  the  spoils,"  and  it  would  not  be  long  until  the  av- 
erage bootblack  would  start  out  to  capture  "  checks"  as  the  untamed  savage 
upon  western  plains  goes  out  for  "scalps"  and  "hair'';  and  the  boy  who  could 
produce  the  most  checks  would  be  the  "  Boss  Shiner."  As  this  plan  would 
in  all  human  probability,  cause  great  trouble  in  the  profession,  your  com- 
mittee did  not  think  it  best  to  recommend  the  issuing  of  checks.  The  only 
other  plan  that  suggested  itself  to  your  committee  was,  to  register  each  boy's 
name  in  the  Clerk's  office,  and  then  require  the  Clerk  to  brand  him  in  some 
suitable  place  with  the  letters  "  L.  B.  B."  [Licensed  Boot-Black],  and  then 
require  all  the  boys  to  appear  before  the  Mayor  at  least  once  a  week,  to  pass 
inspection  as  to  the  condition  of  the  brand.  This  seemed  to  your  committee 
to  be  the  most  practicable  solution  of  the  problem;  but  the  boys  did  not  seem 
to  be  very  enthusiastic  over  it,  and  there  seemed  to  be  so  many  difficulties  in 
in  properly  carrying  it  out,  that  your  committee  have  concluded  to  recom- 
mend that  the  Council  take  no  steps  in  the  matter.

The  same  committee  and  officer  also  submitted  the  following 
legal  opinions ;  which  were  severally  considered,  and  each  was 
duly  concurred  in  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Youi  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  sundry  papers  were  referred,  have  given  them  due  consideration, 
and  would  report  as  follows  thereon  : 

First.  Are  petitions  from  Mary  A.  Shine,  Margaret  Mulchey,  Henrietta 
Martindale,  and  Mary  J.  White,  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  for  several  years, 
under  what  is  known  as  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act. 

We  have  heretofore  reported  that  said  Act  did  not  apply  to  city  taxes  until 
the  year  1875.  On  examination  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  petitions,  we 
are  ofv  the  opinion  that  the  parties  are  entitled  to  relief  and  the  refunding  of 
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taxes  paid  by  them  since  the  year  1875 ;  and  would  recommend  that  Mary 
A.  Shine  be  allowed  the  sum  of  thirteen  dollars  and  ten  cents ;  that  Margaret 
Mulchey  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  that  Henri- 
etta Martindale  be  allowed  the  sum  of  thirteen  dollars  and  ten  cents;  that 
Mary  J.  White  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents;  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  instructed  to  embrace  these 
several  amounts  in  their  next  appropriation  ordinance. 

Second.  Is  a  petition  of  Anna  Mather  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  under 
what  is  known  as  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act. 

The  petitioner  sets  forth  that  she,  together  with  several  other  parties,  own, 
in  common,  certain  real  estate  and  personal  property,  which,  when  divided, 
would  entitle  each  owner  to  an  exemption.  As  the  parties  have  failed  to 
have  their  estate  divided,  and  as  the  property  is  in  excess  of  one  thousand 
dollars  in  value,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  claim  should  not  be 
allowed,  and  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner 
be  not  granted. 

Third.  Is  a  petition  of  Mary  Crosby,  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  under 
what  is  known  as  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act. 

On  examination,  we  do  not  find  the  facts  to  be  as  set  forth  in  the  petition 
in  this  wise:  The  petitioner  states  that  she,  in  common  with  her  sister,  owns 
certain  property  on  which  she  prays  for  relief,  and  that  they  own  no  other 
property,  while  your  committee  finds  other  property  is  assessed  against  them, 
and  has  been  for  several  years,  on  which  the  taxes  have  been  duly  paid.  On 
the  face  of  the  petition  and  from  facts  learned  by  your  committee,  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  claim  should  not  be  allowed,  and  would,  therefore,  re- 
commend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Fourth.  Is  the  petition  of  Josiah  Locke,  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  paid 
by  him  in  consequence  of  clerical  error  made  in  the  assessment  of  his  pro- 
perty. 

On  examination,  we  find  the  matter,  as  set  forth  by  him,  to  be  true,  and 
recommend  that  he  be  refunded  the  sum  of  $8.96,  and  that  the  Committee 
on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  instructed  to  insert  said  amount  in  the  next  ap- 
propriation ordinance. 

Fifth.  Is  a  petition  from  R.  L.  DePuy,  asking  that  a  portion  of  the  mo- 
neys paid  by  him  for  a  license  as  a  coal-dealer  be  refunded,  as  he  has  retired 
from  the  business. 

This  license  was  taken  out  under  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  passed  by 
this  Council,  requiring  all  dealers  of  coal  and  coke  to  obtain  such  license  pre- 
vious to  engaging  in  the  sale  of  the  same ;  and  said  ordinance  requires  the 
license  to  be  for  one  year.  This  provision,  your  committee  think,  was  wisely 
ordained,  and  is  for  the  protection  of  legitimate  dealers,  as  it  prevents  parties 
from  embarking,  for  a  few  months,  during  the  profitable  season,  without  pay- 
ing full  license  therefor.     Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
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be  establishing  a  bad  precedent  to  refund  the  money  asked  for,  and  would  9 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  of  Samuel  Beck,  Quartermaster  General  of  In- 
diana, in  relation  to  certain  bonds  held  by  the  State,  executed  by  the  city  as 
security  for  the  safe  return  of  certain  arms  and  accoutrements  issued  to  cer- 
tain military  companies,  would  report  that  we  have  examined  the  matter, 
and  find  that  the  city  did  issue  two  bonds  to  the  State  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said ;  and  that  the  said  bonds  are  valid,  as  they  were  issued  by  virtue  of  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  upon  that  subject. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  out  where  all  the  arms  are,  and  the  Quarter- 
master General  has  not  produced  to  your  committee  a  receipt  of  any  person 
for  the  same,  except  for  sixty  stand  of  arms  and  accoutrements  issued  to 
Capt.  John  L.  Hanna.  These  arms  are  stored  at  the  warerooms  of  R.  S. 
Foster  &  Co.,  and  have  been  so  stored  since  1871,  and  the  bill  for  storage  at 
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this  time  amounts  to  $77.  The  other  arms,  your  committee  are  informed, 
were  turned  over  to  the  State  authorities  some  years  since. 

At  the  time  that  these  arms  were  issued  and  the  city  bonds  executed,  there 
was  a  city  ordinance  that  required  the  companies  receiving  the  arms  to  exe- 
cute a  bond  to  the  city ;  but  we  have  been  unable  to  find  any  such  bonds, 
and  are  of  the  opinion  that  none  were  ever  executed. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  storage  bill  of  R.  S.  Foster  & 
Co.  be  paid,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  take  the  arms, 
so  stored  at  Foster's,  and  turn  the  same  over  to  the  proper  State  authorities, 
taking  a  receipt  therefor,  and  filing  the  same  in  the  Clerk's  office,  and  that 
the  Quartermaster  General  be  requested  to  notify  the  Council  who  drew  the 
other  arms  and  receipted  for  the  same,  together  with  a  copy  of  such  receipt, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  traced  up.

Sir: — In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  we  will  state  that,  November  27th,  1871,. 
there  were  stored  with  us  three  large  cases,  supposed  to  contain  twenty  stand 
of  muskets  each,  or  sixty  in  all,  and  two  large  cases,  supposed  to  contain  ac- 
coutrements, etc.  We  have  stored  them  six  years  and  five  months,  and  have 
bill  of  charges  for  storage,  etc.,  of  seventy-seven  (77)  dollars,  or  one  dollar 
per  month  for  the  five  cases.  When  they  came  into  store,  they  were  entered 
at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  month,  but,  in  consideration  of  the  length  of 
time  they  have  been  in  store,  we  reduce  it  to  one-half,  which,  considering  the 
size  of  cases  and  room  they  occupy,  etc.,  is  reasonable. 

We  are  ready,  on  payment  of  charges,  to  deliver  them  to  the  proper  par- 
ties authorized  to  receive  them.

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His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  then  addressed  the  Joint  Convention  as 
follows : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  creation  of  a  Board  of  Aldermen  will  involve,  to  some  extent,  a  change 
in  our  municipal  legislation  and  modes  of  transacting  business.  In  many 
matters,  the  separate  concurrent  action  of  the  two  bodies  is  necessary,  and  in 
certain  others,  they  meet  in  joint  convention.  Section  9  provides  that  "  In 
such  city  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Common  Council,  as  defined  in 
previous  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men." Section  17  of  the  Charter  provides:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  such  measures  as  he  deems  for 
the  public  good."  Under  the  change  in  the  law,  it  is  perhaps  proper  such 
recommendations  should  be  made  to  this  Joint  Convention." 

A  code  of  rules  for  our  joint  government  will  be  necessary;  and  for  this 
purpose,  committees  have  been  appointed.  These  rules  should  prescribe  the 
ordaining  clause  to  ordinances. 

The  law  provides  that  the  Joint  Convention  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  but,  if  adjourned  without  day,  makes  no  provision  for  reassembling. 
Vacancies  might  occur  in  some  of  your  appointments,  requiring  you  to  reas- 
semble; and  hence  it  might  well  to  adjourn  to  meet  on  call  of  your  presiding 
officer  or  of  some  number  of  your  members. 

The  act  of  February  13  provides  that  a  city  having  a  voting  population  of 
over  16,000  may  fund  so  much  of  its  indebtedness  as  may  be  outstanding  May 
1,  1877,  and  authorizes  bonds  to  be  issued  for  that  purpose;  and  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  cause  a  full  and  complete  statement  to  be 
made  of  the  bonds  and  warrants  outstanding  at  that  date.  Orders  drawn 
before  the  1st  of  May  are  outstanding  to  the  amount  of  $278,345  32.  The 
City  Treasnrer  is  paying  cash  on  orders  drawn  since  May  1.  It  is  but  justice 
to  our  creditors  that  steps  should  be  promptly  taken  to  fund  their  outstand- 
ing orders,  and  that  the  necessary  bonds  be  prepared  and  sold. 

The  act  of  February  13,  1877,  prohibits  the  Council  from  making  any  ap- 
propriation of  money,  unless,  at  the  time  of  making  such  appropriation,  the 
money  is  in  the  treasury  with  which  to  pay  the  same. 

We  are  permitted  to  make  temporary  loans,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  current  year,  and  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  the  city 
tax  duplicate  for  the  preceding  year,  payable  out  of  said  revenues  and  within 
the  current  year.  The  total  for  1876  was  $683,155  for  general  purposes;  so 
that  it  will  be  legal  to  borrow,  temporarily,  two-thirds  of  this  amount,  or 
$455,000.     It  will  be  necessary  to  borrow  at  least  $225,000;  and  if  an  arrange- 
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ment  could  be  made  to  obtain  what  is  wanted  each  month,  it  would  be  a  great 
saving  of  interest.  As  soon  as  the  finance  committee  can  ascertain  what 
amount  may  probably  be  wanted,  it  might  be  well  to  advertise  for  a  loan,  and 
thus  test  the  temper  of  the  market. 

Our  appraisement  for  1875  was  $69,251,749,  and  the  levy  for  general  pur- 
poses $1.19,  making  a  total  levy  of  $824,096.  Receipts  from  all  sources  except 
loans,  $749,209.51.     Expenses  for  general  purposes,  $722,665.54. 

For  1876,  the  appraisement  was  $60,456,201,  and  the  levy  for  general  pur- 
poses $1.13,  making  a  total  of  $683,155,  and  the  actual  expense  for  general 
purposes  was  $603,243.23. 

Should  the  appraisement  this  year  be  as  high  as  last  (in  round  numbers 
$60,000,000),  and  the  highest  levy  allowed  by  law,  90-100,  this  would  make  a 
total  of  $540,000.  Allowing,  however,  for  a  somewhat  reduced  appraisement 
and  delinquencies,  we  could  not  safely  rely  upon  an  income  of  more  than 
$500,000. 

The  Clerk's  report  will  show  the  amounts  of  warrants  drawn  for  the  last 
year  to  be  $779,971.31.  The  following  items  therein  are  not  chargeable  to  the 
general  fund  as  expenses,  viz. :

All  the  remaining  items  of  expense  last  year  cost  $582,464.66,  and  must  be 

provided  for  this  year;  and,  to  bring  them  within   a  $500,000  income,  would 

require  a  reduction  of  14  17-100  per  cent. 

The  interest  on  the  funded  debt  last  year  was  $103,014.50.     The  interest 

will  be  increased  by  funding  our  floating  debt  of  about  $278,345.32,  say  $14,- 
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000;  and  interest  on  temporary  loans  $8,000;  making  a  total  interest  account 
of  $125,000. 

Gas  and  water  cost,  last  year,  $108,432.73  ;  and  if  they  cost  the  same  as  last 
year,  these  three  items — interest,  gas  and  water — will  cost  $233,432.73. 

If  the  gas  and  water  can  not  be  reduced,  and  the  reduction  must  come  en- 
tirely off  the  other  items,  then  we  will  have  left  $266,567.27,  to  cover  the  same 
items  which  cost  last  year  $371,019.43,  requiring  a  reduction  on  them  of 
28  16-100  per  cent,  from  last  year. 

If  the  water  and  gas  can  be  reduced  with  the  other  items,  then  we  will 
have  $375,000,  to  meet  whqt  cost  last  year  $474,000,  and  will  require  a  reduc- 
tion of  23  per  cent. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  reduction  of  10  per  cent.,  on  which  the  Council  has 
acted  in  fixing  salaries  and  pay,  will  not  be  sufficient.  As,  however,  we  will 
have  some  income  from  other  sources  than  taxation,  it  might  be  safe  to  re  • 
duce  everything  20  per  cent.,  and  that  we  reconsider  the  salary  ordinance, 
and  begin  at  the  beginning,  and  make  this  reduction  all  along  the  line.  It 
may  not  be  very  agreeable  to  some ;  but  it  is  not  a  matter  of  taste,  but  of  busi- 
ness and  financial  necessity. 

Spending  an  income  of  $500,000  per  year  would  make  a  monthly  average 
of  $41,666.  We  had  in  the  treasury  May  15th,  $278,248.30;  so  that  the  money 
on  hand  should  be  sufficient  for  six  months.

In  proportion  to  territory — 
New  York  has  64  policemen  to  the  square  mile.

St.  Louis  has  19  policemen  to  the  square  mile. 
Indianapolis  has  5  policemen  to  the  square  mile. 
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and  our  policemen  have  to  watch,  on  an  average,  a  street  front  of  ten  miles 
in  length. 

The  city  has  continuing  contracts  for  some  years,  requiring  the  payment  of 
large  sums.  The  city  government  is  the  creature  of  the  legislature  ;  and  that 
power  may  amend  or  change  our  charter.  Should  that  body,  in  the  exercise 
of  that  superior  power,  make  it  impossible  for  the  city  to  comply  with  its  con- 
tracts, so  limiting  the  income  it  may  collect,  that  after  paying  other  expenses 
usual  and  indispensably  necessary  for  maintaining  a  city  government,  the  city 
would  be  without  means  to  wholly  or  partially  comply  with  such  contracts, 
and  such  second  party  insist  upon  performance,  what  then  would  the  courts 
hold?  The  resources  of  the  city,  to  meet  her  liabilities,  are  raised  by  taxa- 
tion. The  city  is  a  creature  of  the  legislature.  The  legislature  can  limit  the 
amount  to  be  raised,  and  have.  The  city,  then,  being  such  creature,  and  the 
legislature  having  such  power,  and  having  exercised  it,  where  do  the  conse- 
quences fall?  Is  a  party  contracting  with  the  city  bound  by  such  fact,  and  is 
it  a  part  of  the  legal  effect  of  the  contract,  when  entered  into,  that  such  sec- 
ond party  holds  his  contract  subject  to  the  contingency  of  a  change  in  the 
charter  by  the  legislature  ?  Would  it  be  held  that  the  legislature,  having 
made  a  change  in  the  powers  of  such  city,  impairing  or  destroying  her  ability 
by  legal  process  to  comply  with  such  contract,  must  the  other  contracting 
party  accept  the  consequences  of  an  impaired  or  destroyed  contract;  or  would 
it  be  held  that  such  contract  was  a  vested  right,  protected  by  the  constitution, 
and  beyond  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  impair,  and  hold  the  law  limiting 
taxation  to  be  so  far  invalid,  and  compel  the  levy  of  an  additional  tax,  or 
render  judgments  against  the  city,  and  sell  our  property? 

These  questions  may,  and  perhaps  must,  arise. 

To  bring  our  expenses  within  our  income  will  require  a  reduction  all 
along  the  line  of  20  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  last  year.  From  this  conclu- 
sion there  is  no  escape.  Our  interest  can  not  be  decreased  below  a  sum 
certain.  Our  gas  and  water  are  furnished  by  contract,  and  absorb  large  sums, 
and  it  is  essential  they  should  share  in  the  reduction;  for  it  will  be  found, 
after  reducing  salaries  and  the  pay  of  firemen  and  policemen,  and  reducing 
the  fire,  police,  and  street-cleaning  departments  to  the  lowest  points  of  an 
appearance  of  efficiency,  we  will  not  yet  be  within  our  income. 

The  obligations  of  the  city  should  be  held  by  every  official,  and,  indeed,  by 
every  citizen,  as  high  as  his  own  personal  credit.  But  when  the  higher  power 
which  makes  and  unmakes  us  has  rendered  it  impossible,  we  are  compelled 
to  meet  the  question,  not  as  optional,  but  as  a  necessity.  It  may  be  that  par- 
ties who  have  contracted  with  the  city,  realizing  the  difficulties,  would  am- 
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icably  agree  upon  such  modification  of  their  contracts  as  we  can  comply 
with. 

Our  police  force  has  been  shown  to  be  only  about  one-half  the  average  of  the 
large  cities  of  the  country,  in  proportion  to  population,  and  from  one-twelfth 
to  one-fourth  in  proportion  to  territory.  To  reduce  the  fire  department  be- 
low the  point  of  efficiency,  leaving  the  city  to  the  hazard  of  a  great  conflagra- 
tion, is,  to  say  the  least,  a  very  doubtful  economy. 

Yet  the  question  must  be  met — expenses  must  be  reduced;  and  the  ques- 
tion is,  Where  and  what?  It  will  require  labor  and  thought;  yet  the  fact 
exists  all  the  time — it  simply  must  be  done.  We  must  live  within  our  in- 
come ;  and  that  is  greatly  reduced. 

The  law  limiting  the  increase  of  permanent  city  debt  is  most  salutary. 
We  have  read  of  the  enormous  debts  of  other  cities,  and  wonder  the  alarm 
was  not  sounded  long  ago.  The  matter  is  of  such  great  importance  that  it 
should  not  be  left  to  the  control  of  the  legislature,  but  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  should  be  made,  prohibiting  cities  from  creating  debts  beyond 
some  very  moderate  amount,  and  easily  borne. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Council  hold  its  sessions  one  week  and  the 
Board  the  other.  It  will  lighten  the  labors  of  the  Clerk,  perhaps  saving  a 
deputy,  and  reducing  the  expenses  of  printing  and  lights,  and  our  business 
be  as  well  done  as  if  we  both  held  weekly  meetings.

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  protection,  the  preservation  of 
peace,  the  prevention  of  riots,  and  all  violations  of  the  rights  of  persons  and 
property,  and  to  aid  the  officers  of  the  law  in  maintaining  peace  and  order, 
we  join  in  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Public  Safety, 

The  resolution  also  recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following  gentle- 
men on  this  committee:  Hop.  Joseph  E.  McDonald,  General  Ben.  Harrison, 
Hon.  Conrad  Baker,  General  John  Love,  General  T.  A.  Morris,  General  Dan. 
Macauley,  and  Hon.  W.  Q.  Gresham.  This  committee  was  directed  to  act 
with  the  Mayor  and  other  lawfully  constituted  authorities,  in  adopting  and 
enforcing  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  safety, 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  being  that  although  there  might  be  no  danger  to 
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the  city  from  mob  violence,  the  city  should  at  once  be  placed  in  a  condition 
that  would  make  any  riotous  demonstrations  impossible. 

In  pursuance  of  the  designation  of  said  meeting,  and  under  a  grave  sense 
of  the  responsibilities  involved,  we  have  entered  upon  our  duty  as  a  Commit- 
tee of  Public  Safety.  We  have  ordered  a  special  police  force  for  duty,  and 
taken  other  steps,  which  need  not  now  be  detailed,  to  secure  the  end  for 
which  we  were  appointed,  viz.:    the  preservation  of  law  and  order  in  our  city. 

These  measures  have  been  taken,  with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  Mayor 
and  State  authorities. 

They  involve  expense.  The  city  ought  to  assume  these  expenses,  and  such 
others  as  may  be  necessary. 

We  ask  you  to  take  such  action  as  will  facilitate  our  work. 

We  believe  our  citizens  have  unitedly  determined  to  stand  by  the  law,  and 
put  down  all  forms  of  lawlessness  in  our  midst.  We  hope  that,  as  the  result 
of  this  consolidated  public  sentiment,  and  of  the  active  and  determined  ex- 
pression which  it  has  found  in  the  instant  organization  of  a  large  force,  all 
ready  armed  and  ready  for  duty,  that  the  law  may  be  promptly  and  thoroughly 
re-established,  without  any  conflict  in  our  streets.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — A  resolution,  introduced  by  Alderman  Krug,  in  relation  to  the 
control  and  management  of  Military  Park,  was  referred  to  me,  with  instruc- 
tions is  to  report  the  legal  status  of  Military  Park." 

I  would  report  that  I  have  given  the  matter  some  examination,  and  find 
that,  in  1868,  upon  a  petition  of  a  number  of  citizens,  the  Common  Council 
of  the  city,  with  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
State,  made  an  appropriation,  and  took  steps  to  improve  Military  Park,  by 
fencing  and  lighting  with  gas,  planting  trees,  etc.,  etc.  That,  from  that  time 
on  for  several  years,  large  sums  of  money  were  expended  by  the  city  in  im- 
provements, and  it  has  ever  since  been  used  as  a  public  park,  and  been  under 
the  control  and  management  of  the  city.  That  said  improvements  were 
made  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Council.  That  the  expense  of  the  original  improvements  were  paid  by  the 
city,  excepting  a  small  part  that  was  contributed  in  the  beginning  by  citizens 
residing  in  that  part  of  the  city.  That  the  expense  of  lighting,  policing,  and 
keeping  in  repair  has  been  borne  by  the  city  ever  since  that  time.  The  city, 
under  her  charter,  is  empowered  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
parks,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which,  and  the  persons  by  whom,  the 
same  may  be  used  and  occupied ;  and,  also,  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the 
same,  the  planting  of  trees  therein,  and  protecting  and  maintaining  the  same. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  all  public  parks  in  the  city  are  under 
the  management  and  subject  to  the  control  of  the  city  government,  as  long 
as  they  are  used  as  Jpublic  parks,  and  the  expense  of  lighting  and  keeping 
them  in  repair  is  paid  by  the  city,  and  that,  under  the  general  police  powers 
of  the  city,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  regulate  and  control  all  pub- 
lic parks  and  grounds. 

The  fact  that  the  title  to  the  real  estate  is  in  the  State  does  not  affect  the 
case,  until  the  Legislature  shall,  by  law  or  joint  resolution,  declare  that  the 
property  shall  no  longer  be  used  for  park  purposes,  or  direct  how  and  in  what 
manner  it  shall  be  managed  and  controlled. 

1  have  been  unable  to  find  any  act  of  the  Legislature  empowering  the 
Auditor  of  State  to  control  or  manage  the  property  known  as  "  Military  Park," 
or  to  appoint  sny  one  else  to  do  so ;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he  has  no 
such  power  by  virtue  of  his  office ;  and,  therefore,  he  is  not  empowered  to 
assume  the  control  of  the  park.  It  is,  therefore,  my  opinion  that  Military 
Park,  so  long  as  it  is  lighted  and  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
and  is  used  as  a  public  park,  must  be  under  the  control  and  management  of 
the  city  or  her  officers,  until  the  Legislature  shall  direct  otherwise.

By  direction  of  Judge  Newcomb  I  prepared  a  lease  and  bond,  but,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  he  is  out  of  the  city,  I  have  not  been  able  to  submit  them  to 
him. 

Messrs.  Scott  &  Co.  are  very  anxious  that  the  matter  should  be  closed  up, 
so  that  they  may  proceed  with  the  repairs  that  they  wish  to  make  on  the 
grounds.  By  their  request,  I'  therefore  submit  the  lease  and  bond  this  eve- 
ning, for  your  approval.

The  lease  and  bond,  as  set  forth  below,  were  then  read,  and  were 
severally  approved  : 

This  Indenture  Witnesseth,  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  this  day 
demised  and  leased  to  George  W.  Scott  &  Co.,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  State  of  Indiana,  the  following  described  premises  in  Marion  county, 
Indiana,  to  wit: 

The  west  half  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  twenty-four  (24),  town 
fifteen  (15),  range  three  (3);  also,  all  that  part  of  lot  number  sixteen  (16)  of 
William  Y.  Wiley's  commissioners'  subdivision  of  the  east  half  of  the  north- 
west quarter  of  section  twenty-four  (24),  town  fifteen  (15),  north  of  range 
three  (3)  east,  which  lies  east  of  the  centre  of  the  main  track  of  the  Jeffer- 
sonville,  Madison  &  Indianapolis  Railroad ;  also,  all  that  part  of  lots  num- 
bered seventeen  (17)  and  eighteen  (18)  of  William  Y.  Wiley's  commission- 
ers' subdivision  of  the  east  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  twenty- 
four  (24),  township  fifteen  (15),  north  of  range  three  (3)  east,  which  lies  east 
of  the  centre  of  the  main  track  of  the  JefF'.-rsonville,  Madison  &  Indian- 
apolis Railroad,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  said  railroad  com- 
pany ;  together  with  the  rights,  privileges,  and  appurtenances  to  the  same 
belonging  :  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five 
years  from  the  first  day  of  September,  1877. 

And  the  said  George  W.  Scott  &  Co.  hereby  agree  to  pay,  as  rent  for  said

The  said  George  W.  Scott  &  Co.  are  to  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
said  premises ;  but  it  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  any  and  all 
owners  or  drivers  of  horses  shall  have  the  use  of  the  trotting-track  or  stables 
on  the  grounds,  by  paying  to  said  George  W.  Scott  &  Co.  a  reasonable  fee 
therefor  and  conforming  to  the  rules  in  general  use  among  trotting  associa- 
tions. 

And  it  is  also  understood  and  agreed,  that,  at  all  times  except  those  days 
upon  which  premiums  may  be  given  for  trotting  or  running  contests,  where 
an  admission  fee  is  charged,  the  said  premises,  with  the  exception  of  the 
trotting  track,  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  general  public, 
and  the  public  shall  be  allowed  free  admission  to  the  said  premises. 

The  said  City  of  Indianapolis  reserves  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  use  and 
occupy  any  portion  of  the  said  premises  for  a  workhouse  or  any  other  pur- 
pose, excepting  that  part  that  is  occupied  by  the  trotting  track,  stabling, 
amphitheatre,  and  other  buildings  used  by  said  Scott  &  Co. 

The  conditions  of  this  lease  are  that  the  premises  are  not  to  be  sub-let,  or 
this  lease  assigned  by  the  said  George  W  Scott  &  Co.,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  said  City  of  Indian- 
apolis ;  that  no  waste  shall  be  committed  or  damage  done  to  the  premises;  and 
that  no  lewd  or  immoral  practices  are  to  be  allowed  thereon. 

At  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  or  on  failure  to  pay  rent  when  the  same  is 
due,  or  on  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  or  agreements  of  this 
lease,  the  same  shall  terminate  at  once,  without  notice,  and  the  said  City  of

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  resolution  of  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  "  Home  of  the 
Friendless,"  which  was  referred  to  us,  has  had  our  attention,  anl  we  report — 

That,  while  this  institution  has  been  comfortably  filled  at  all  times,  it  has 
not  been  entirely  closed  to  the  friendless  at  any  time,  but  the  efforts  of  those 
in  charge  have  been  mainly  directed  to  the  work  of  returning  the  misguided 
and  cast  off  to  their  former  homes;  and  when  this  could  not  be  done,  to- 
seek  new  homes  for  them ;  and,  in  this  way,  much  good,  in  our  opinion,  has 
been  done,  in  saving  and  reclaiming  many  from  a  life  of  prostitution. 

The  institution  is  reported  out  of  debt,  but  with  limited  income,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  annually  from  Peck's  estate  and  city  fines;  balance  of  expense, 
if  any,  must  be  made  by  donations  from  charitable  persons. 
Twenty-three  inmates  at  present,  and  room  f  r  fifty  more. 
The  building  is  badly  located,  and  illy  provided  with  cells  for  the  confine- 
ment of  the  refractory.  The  officers  report  an  impossibility  to  find  suitable 
and  remunerative  work  for  the  inmates;  otherwise  much  of  the  expense 
might  be  saved.

REPORT    FROM    STANDING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  through  Alderman  Wallace,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 

[*97] 
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To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

The  undersigned  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  pending  resolution 
concerning  a  modification  of  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Gas 
Company,  beg  leave  to  report : 

1.  That  the  officers  of  the  Gas  Company  decline  to  make  any  adjustment 
or  modification  of  said  contract  while  its  validity  is  denied  by  the  city  author- 
ities.    They  did  the  same  when  the  question  of  validity  was  not  suggested. 

2.  This  contract  is  improvident  and  oppressive.  It  provides  for  too  long 
a  schedule  and  too  many  posts;  thus,  at  least  doubling  the  sum  the  city 
ought  to  pay.  It  was  made  by  one  plurality  of  the  Council,  three  members 
being  absent.  It  contains  no  discretionary  power  in  either  party,  as  it  should 
have  done,  to  change  or  modify  its  terms,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  city  might 
demand,  as  also  of  the  Gas  Company. 

Your  committee  does  not  now  assume  to  determine  any  question  of  law 
touching  this  contract.  We  can  not,  however,  disregard  the  law  of  good  faith 
that  should  enter  into  all  contracts;  and  that,  in  this  case,  notwithstanding 
the  difficulties  in  the  way,  requires  a  performance  of  its  conditions  on  the  part 
of  the  city. 

3.  We  are  not  without  hope  that  some  adjustment  may  yet  be  made  with 
the  Gas  Company,  by  which  some  relief  from  the  burthen  of  this  contract 
may  yet  be  obtained.  We,  therefore,  ask  for  further  time  to  make  a  final 
report  in  this  matter,  suggesting  the  propriety  of  an  instruction  to  get  from 
the  Gas  Company  what  fair  profit,  upon  each  gas  post  that  the  city  might|wish 
to  discontinue,  it  would  accept  in  lieu  of  the  present  price  paid,  and  thus, 
without  loss  to  it,  relieve  the  city.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Printing,  etc.,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  a  like  committee  of  the  Common  Council,  through  which  the  con- 
tract for  preparing  "An  Indexical  Digest  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Common 
Council  for  the  year  1876-77,"  was  awarded  to  Geo.

The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  report,  in  the  matter  of  charges  against  Lean- 
der  A.  Fulmer,  Street  Commissioner,  preferred  by  Alderman  Stratford,  as 
follows : 

Alderman  Coburn,  and  Councilmen  Morse  and  Sindlinger  were  necessarily 
absent  during  most  of  the  time  of  the  investigation  ;  but,  by  consent  of  the 
accused  and  the  prosecution,  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the  undersigned. 
Careful  investigation  was  made;  every  facility  afforded  for  the  production 
of  witness  and  books  and  papers  on  both  sides,  and  the  result  of  the  investi- 
gation is,  that  we  find  Leander  A.  Fulmer  not  guilty  of  the  charges  preferred 
against  him.  We  do  find  some  irregularities  in  the  manner  of  paying  some 
small  accounts  for  work  on  the  streets  and  bowlders,  not  in  anyway  affecting 
the  integrity  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  parties  to  whom  moneys  were 
paid.  It  was  shown  that  orders  were  issued,  which  embraced  the  accounts  of 
several  persons  for  work  and  labor  and  materials,  the  money  paid  to  the  Com- 
missioner, who  then  paid  it  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto.  This  was  done 
to  save  a  notary  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  lessen  the  discount  on  orders,  which 
was  less  on  large  orders  than  on  small  ones.  In  all  cases  where  this  was 
done,  it  was  proven  before  us  that  the  account  was  correct,  and  the  party  got 
his  money.  We  allude  to  this  matter,  because  it  is  an  exceedingly  loose  way 
to  do  business,  and  dangerous  to  the  city  officials  as  well  as  to  the  city.  It 
would  be  an  easy  matter  for  the  small  claimants  to  make  out  their  accounts 
and  properly  assign  them,  and  thus  afford  to  the  city,  and  all  persons,  written 
and  legal  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  their  transactions;  or,  better  still,  en- 
f  dorse  upon  the  account  an  order  to  pay  the  person  or  persons  whom  they 
wish  to  collect  the  money.  We  recommend  that  some  such  rule  as  this  be 
established  by  ordinance,  if  there  be  none  such  in  force.

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REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Alderman  Co- 
burn,  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concurred  in : 

Indianapolis,  December  4,  1877. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

1st.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  mo 
tion  to  fill  the  hole  on  Spruce  street,  would  report  that  this  is  the  second 
time  this  motion  has  been  before  the  Board. 

Spruce  street  is  an  ungraded  street,  and  we  have  always  reported 
against  filling  low  places,  and  providing  for  drainage,  for  unimproved  streets. 
We  would  recommend  that  an  ordinance  to  grade  it  might  be  passed,  costing 
the  property  holders  but  little,  and  it  could  be  graveled  at  some  future  time. 

2d.  The  motion  to  change  the  grade  of  the  east  gutter  of  Pennsylvania 
street,  between  Court  street  and  Washington  street. 

We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done,  provided  the  Civil  Engineer  can 
get  rid  of  the  water  at  the  west- end  of  Court  street  without  changing  the 
grade  of  it. 

3d.  The  several  motions  referred  to  us  io  have  the  Street  Commissioner 
clean  the  gutters  on  Ohio  street,  between  New  Jersey  and  Liberty  streets ; 
Vine- street  gutters,  between  Broadway  and  Plum»streets;  Railroad  street, 
between  St.  Clair  and  North  streets — were  handed  to  the  Street  Commis- 
ioner  at  the  time,  and  the  work  done. 

4th.  The  motion  to  build  a  culvert  over  the  east  gutter  of  Alabama  street 
at  the  crossing  of  Eighth  street,  was  reported  against,  and  the  report  sus- 
tained once  before  this,  during  the  summer. 

We  have  had  no  new  light  on  the  subject  to  cause  us  to  change  our  opinion, 
expressed  at  that  time. 

5th.  The  motion  to  have  the  Street  Commissioner  place  a  coating  of  sand 
over  the  gravel  on  Wabash  street,  north  of  the  East  M.irket  House,  was  voted 
on  in  the  joint  committee  of  the  Council  and  Aldermen  to  have  an  ordi- 
nance prepared  for  the  same,  but  no  ordinance  was  ever  presented;  nor  is 
one  needed  now,  as  the  gravel  has  packed,  and  is  better  without  the  sand 
than  with  it. 

6th.     The  motion  to  have  a  hole  filled  in  Dillon  street  was  done  at  once,  as 
the  street  was  in  bad  condition,  and  took  but  a  few  loads  of  gravel.

We  herewith  submit  to  you,  reduced  into  writing,  the  verbal  understand- 
ing had  in  regard  to  the  reduction  on  gas  bills  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  city  to  pay  to  the  gas  company,  without  any  further  litigation,  the 
amount  of  the  gas  bill  for  February,  1877,  of  $7,079.50,  with  interest;  also  to 
pay  the  court  costs  caused  by  the  suit  of  the  gas  company  for  the  above  amount# 

The  city  to  release  the  gas  company  from  the  stipulation  of  the  contract 
of  July  22d,  1876,  which  provides  for  the  payment,  by  the  gas  company,  of 
fifteen  cents  for  each  and  every  night,  for  each  and  every  post  that  is  not 
lighted,  and  kept  so  lighted,  during  the  time  required  by  the  time  tables,  if 
the  failure  to  light  and  keep  such  posts  lighted  is  caused  by  frost,  over  which 
the  gas  company  has  no  control;  but  the  company  agrees  and  promises  to 
use  the  utmost  despatch,  possible,  in  thawing  out  such  frozen-up  posts. 

The  city  to  employ  Professor  Cox,  as  an  expert,  to  determine  the  quality  of 
gas,  the  expense  of  such  employment  to  be  borne,  one-half  by  the  city,  the 
other  half  by  the  gas  company. 

The  gas  company  to  allow  a  discount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  bills  for  March  and  April,  1878. 

Nothing  in  this  agreement  to  alter,  modify,  annul,  or  suspend  the  provi- 
sions of  the  contract  now  existing  between  the  the  city  and  the  gas  company, 
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as  evidenced  by  the  ordinance  of  the  Council  of  July  22d,  1876,  except  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this  agreement.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hospitals  having  been 
instructed  to  report  what  amount,  if  any,  it  would  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  during  the  winter,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we 
have  given  the  matter  due  consideration,  and  would  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  fuel,  and 
that  the  above  sum  be  equally  divided  between  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent 
Society  and  the  Ladies'  Relief  Society.

Alderman  Snider  offered  the  following  motion : 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  defray  the  expense 
of  the  decorations  on  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  the  late  Senator  Morton 
was  made  without  due  consideration,  and  at  a  time  when  opposition  to  it 
would  have  been  misconstrued;  and, 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  was  made  without  warrant  of  law;  Therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  members  of  this  Board,  the  Mayor,  and  members  of  the 
Common  Council,  each  instruct  the  City  Treasurer  to  retain  out  of  their  next 
quarter's  salary,  due  them,  the  sum  of  thirteen  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents, 
which  will  amount,  in  the  aggregate,  to  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  that  the 
appropriation  for  benevolent  purposes  be  increased  to  one  thousand  dollars — 
that  is,  five  hundred  dollars  each  to  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society  and 
the  Ladies'  Relief  Society,  both  to  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  fuel,  and 
nothing  else.

On  motion,  the  Fifth  Joint  Convention  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  ad- 
journed, to  meet  again  upon  call  of  the  Mayor.

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  through  Alderman  Chandler,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  received  : 

Indianapolis,  March  16,  1878. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen ; — Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the  or- 
dinance and  contract  between  the  City  and  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  I.,  P.  &  C.  Railroad  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have 
examined  the  matter  with  some  care,  and  believe  there  is  nothing  contained 
therein  conflicting  with  the  agreement  entered  into  by  the  above  railroad 
companies  and  the  city  on  June  5th,  1876. 

Section  7  of  the  contract  of  above  date  gives  to  the  I.,  P.  &  C.  Railroad 
Company  the  perpetual  right  of  way  from  a  convenient  point  north  of  Chris- 
tian avenue,  on  and  along  the  west  side  of  Macy  street  to  Massachusetts  ave- 
nue. The  west  side  of  Macy  street  is  interpreted  by  the  railroad  company 
to  mean  the  west  half  of  Macy  street;  and  as  the  street  is  only  sixty  feet  in 
width,  the  occupancy  of  one-half  of  it  would  leave  but  thirty  feet,  including 
sidewalk  on  east  side.  And  as  Macy  street  is  the  principal  outlet  of  Malott 
avenue,  and  the  main  thoroughfare  to  Massachusetts  avenue,  any  obstruction 
of  Macy  street  would  be  very  much  against  the  interest  and  convenience  of 
the  citizens  of  that  locality. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  section  6  of  the  confirmatory  ordinance  be 
so  amended  as  to  restrict  the  main  track  to  thirteen  feet  on  the  extreme  west 
side  of  Macy  street,  and  allow  no  switches  or  side-tracks  on  Macy  street  be- 
tween the  north  side  of  Malott  avenue  and  Massachusetts  avenue.
